The  Sitaation. 

Til'  convention  celled  to  m.'ot  in  St.  P»ul 
on  the  7th  day  of  July  next  will  be  more 
importaut  than  eoy  that  baa  conTened 
in  this  state  for  many  years-  It  will  deter- 
mine by  its  action,  whether  the  duri.i  t 
elements  of  opposition  which  have  for  the 
past  few  years  acted  unitedly  against  the 
Rcpubic»n  party,  are  to  rtniain 
the  same  banner,  or  bo  divided  i:.to  t 
or  more  distinct  organixations,  acting  inde- 
pendently  of  e««h  other. 

While  it  may  well  be  doubted  wheathcr 
the  Democratic  party    ««ted    wisely  two 
yeara  ago  in  making  no  nomination,  it  done 
so,  and  in  a  body  supported  the  candidates, 
and  endorsed  the  platform,  of  the  Owatona 
conrention  of  that  year.     Their  course  was 
approved  by  the  Democratic  Liberal    con- 
Tention  last  year,  and  the  different  factious 
coBBolidated  into  one  party  ;  and,  in  the 
Legislature  of  la«t  wmtcr   the  D  cmocrats, 
Liberal,  and  Anti-monopolifite  acted  togeth- 
er as  one  organisation.     It  i«  Tcry  plain 
then,  that  the  democratic  party    of  Min- 
nesota has  become  bo  thoroughly  comrait- 
led  to  this  new  party  move  as    to  almost 
looss  its  identity  as  a  party.     Such  being 
the  case  it  would  be  a  fatal  blunder  to  at- 
tempt at  this  late  day,  to  separate  them- 
gelves  frem  the  new  organiiation. 

It  is  too  late  to  turn  back.  The  con- 
vention should  therefore,  by  a  conservative 
»„d  prudent  course,  put  such  candidates 
into  the  field  and  adopt  such  a  platform  as 
will  s»  tisfy  the  maocs  of  the  Opposition 
and  disarm  the  dissatisfied  leaders,  who 
now  Bt-em  determined  to  divide  and  d^s- 
troy  the  present  organiaation.

Crimek. 

It  is  feared  at  Wasbiiigton  t)kat  the  troubles 
on  the  Texas  border  may  iu vol ve  tlie  United 
States  and  Mexicai.  guvernmeuts  in  serious 
diffiuulties. 

Horace  Holcomb  was  lately  arrested  in  Indi- 
ana, charged  witli  stealing  f  10<>,0<J0  worth  oJ 
goods  from  merchants  at  Auburn,  N.  Y. 

The  trial  of  W-  S.  King  for  perjury,  has  been 
Bet  for  the  October  term. 

Kansas  City  hus  a  miniiiter  named  Johnston 
who  sedu.'ed  his  twin  step-daughters,  aged 
16,  ahd  married  one  ol  them  three  months  af- 
ter his  wife's  death. 

Boss  Tweed  was  released  from  the  peniten- 
tiary on  a  writ  of  habeas  corpuv,  and  re-arrest- 
ed on  a  civil  warrant  for  $6,000,000.  and  put 
in  the  city  jail.  He  requires  bonds  to  the 
amount  of  #3,000,000  to  secure  his  freedom. 

A  negro  who  committed  a  rape  in  Hancock 
county.  111.,  was  taken  from  jail  and  banged, 
on  the  26th. 


CaNualtieK. 

A  violent  tornado  and  liglitning  storm  pass- 
ed over  the  northeistern  part  of  Quiucy,  111., 
on  the  14th  iustant,  continuing  ijom  8 
till  10  o'clock.  A  largo  number  ol  houses  were 
leveled  to  the  ground  and  in  numerons  in- 
stances severe  injuries  were  sustained.  John 
Winne,  a  brick  maker,  was  struck  by  a  falling 
timber  an  I  killed.  Railroad  trains  arriving  by 
all  the  roads  report  tlie  tracks  considerably 
damaged.  The  lightning  continued  until  a 
late  hour  at  night  though  the  wind  abated. 

A  fire  broke  out  in  a  warehouse  iu  Dublin, 
containing  18,00<)  puncheons  o(  whiskey.  Ex- 
plosion alter  e.\ plosion  followed.  The  wliisky 
flowed  into  and  along  the  streets,  burniug  and 
igniting  other  buildings,  uiitil  millions  of  dol- 
lars worth  of  property  was  destroyed.  People 
dipped  the  liquor  up  in  pails,  and  became  so 
riotous  tliat  troops  were  called  out  to  restore 
order. 

An  eartii.  (lake  shook  southwestern  Ohio 
and  southern  Indiana,  on  the  18tli,  cracking 
walls  and  badly  frightening  the  people. 

A  great  flood  occurred  in  Missouri  and 
Southern  Illinois,  on  the  SIst.  The  damage 
to  crops,  fences,  and  railroads  is  unprece- 
dented. 

A  drunken  rowdy  named  Hicks  attiefcrd  the 
marshal  of  of  Osceola,  Mo  ,  and  recieved  four 
bullets  in  return,  i)ro<.lucing  almost  instant 
deatli. 

Three  murderers  were  liung  on  last  hang- 
man's day.  Costly,  iu  Bo.-ton,  and  Gordon 
and  Wagner  iu  Thomaston,  were  the  unfortun- 
ates. 

Over  a  tlionsaud  lives  were  lost  by  unpreci- 
dented  floods  .in  France,  on  the  2oth.  Fitly 
thousand  people  are  deprived  of  the  means  of 
aubsistence  tliereby. 

Great  storms  of  wind,  rain  and  hail  contin- 
ue to  be  re])ortPd  from  all  <iirections.  In 
Prance  a  million  francs  have  been  appropriat- 
ed to  relieve  sutliering. 

raiMcelluiivoiiit. 

In  the  Beecher  trial  on  the  21st,  Mr.  Beach 
charged  that  the  jury  had  lieen  criminally  ap- 
proached, and  demanded  tlie  appointment  of 
a  time  to  hear  the  proolis.  The  judge  said  the 
proper  time  would  be  at  the  end  of  the  trinl, 
when  8omel»ody  won  d  be  \mni>hed. 

A  letter  Irom  Col.  Dodge,  in  command  ol 
the  Black  Hills  geological  exjiedition,  sends 
back  the  following  semi-official  report: 
"Gold  found  iu  paying  quantities  on  French's 
creek.  Custar's  report  confirmed  in  every 
particular."  Private  reports  state  tliat  a  hun- 
dred miners  were  found  at  work  in  Caster's 
Gulch,  taking  out  gold  at  the  rate  ol  $5  to  t25 
per  day.  Evidences  are  strong  that  tliere  arc 
more  miners  in  the  country.  Quiirtz  mines  are 
abundant. 

Gen.  Pope  makes  a  stotement  declaring  a  bad 
condition  of  things  at  the  Indian  agencies,  such 
as  to  seriously  involve  the  honor  and  Kood 
feith  of  the  United  States,  and  working  shock- 
ing inhumanity  tb  thousauds  of  human  be- 
ings. 

The  Government  geologist,  Prof.  Jenny,  has 
made  a  report  which  does  inucli  to  di.spel  the 
golden  dreams  about  the  Black  Hills,  and  con- 
tradicts the  glowing  accounts  by  theconmiand- 
er  of  the  exi)edition.  He  says  the  region  h:w 
not  been  fully  explored,  but  gold  iias  been 
lound  in  .small  quantities;  but  the  deposits  ol 
gravel  are  very  unfavorably  situated  lor  wash- 
ing.

A  miiine«iOta  Xoruade. 

A  terrifllc  t'lmado,  whirlwind  or  water- 
spout, passed  over  tiie  ancient  town  of  Mendo- 
ta,  six  miles  Irom  St.  Paul,  on  the  afternoon 
ol  June  2oth. 

A  visitor  to  the  locality  says,  upon  reaching 
the  town  he  soon  had'occular  demonstration  ol 
the  visitation  in  the  flattened  buildings,  and  in 
the  large  amount  of  debris,  consisting  of  lum- 
ber that  before  formed  portions  of  buildings, 
household  furniture,  etc., etc.,  that  strewed  the 
ground  in  tlie  track  of  the  storm. 

Fortunately  liut  a  small  portion  of  Mendota 
was  iu  the  track  ol  the  wind,  it  striking  the 
towu  near  the  upper  end,  and  only  a  short 
distance  from  the  river  b;ink.  More  fortunate 
still,  the  storm  had  eviifently  spent  it-  lore* 
belore  .striking  the  town,  and  hence  the  de- 
struction is  much  less  ihau  it  would  have 
been. 

THE  STOBX 

came  from  the  southwest,  moving  northea.st, 
until  it  struck  the  high  limbered  ndi^e  running 
a  little  south  ol  east  from  near  the  river  bank 
that  forms  the  southwestern  Ixmndary  of  tlie 
town.  Passing  over  this  ridge,  it  turned  al- 
most due  north.  In  its  track  over  this  ridge 
the  dcBtructioii  of  trees  was  nothing  1  ke  ^o 
greiit  as  lartlier  to  the  southwest,  a  fuel  that  is 
lueiitioned  here  to  show  that  the  force  of  the 
storm  li:ul  been  sj)eut  belore  it  reached  the 
town.    The 

FIRST  IXDICATIOS 

ha<l  by  Ihe  citizens  ol  the  approaching  storm 
WHS  conveyed  tiy  a  roaring  sound  some  ten  min- 
utes before  its  appearance.  As  Mr.  Michael 
Lynch  expressed  il :  "I  with  a  number  of 
oiiiers  was  sitting  in  my  store  when  my  atten- 
tion was  attracted  by  a  terrible  roaring.  My 
first  thought  was  that  it  was  an  approaching 
Ireight  traiM,  and  1  said  "that  must  oe  a  heavy 
train  and  running  lor  all  in  sight."  The  roar- 
ing continuing,  Mr.  Lynch  stepped  to  the 
door,  which  Iroiits  nearly  south.  At  once, 
having  passid  through  a  hurricane  in  Louisi- 
ana, lie  wiis  struck  with  th»'  peculiar  appear- 
ance of  the  sky  and  the  iiumidity  of  the  at- 
mosphere. Still  watching  the  indication  to 
the  southwest,  he  saw  what  appeared  to  be  a 
GREAT  TRRR 

hurled  through  the  air  apparently  fifty  feet 
high.  Then  he  knew  that  a  tornado  was  upon 
them,  and  he  immediately  turned  his  attention 
towards  closing  (he  doors  and  windows  of  his 
store  and  residence.  This,  though  done  iu  a 
.shorter  time  than  it  takes  to  tell  it,  had  not 
lieen  completed  lieiore  the  storm  pis-sed  over 
the  ridge  before  mentioned,  and  struck  the 
towu.  At  this  time  the  widtii  ol  the  tornado 
was  not  more  than  a  hundred  fe  t. 

THE  FlKST  HOUSE 

in  its  track  was  located  «>n  the  northeastern 
slojie  ol  the  ridge,  soiue  ten  rods  south  of  the 
track  o  Ihe  St.  Paul  and  Sioux  City  railroad. 
The  Sou.'^e  was  a  small  Inmie,  usually  denom- 
inated a  shanty,  the  proj)erty  of  Patrick  Tully, 
and  was  entirety  demolished.  Mrs.  Tully  was 
the  only  o^upant  at  the  time.  She 
received  quite  a  severe  cut  on  tlie  temple,  and 
<Dme  severe  bruises  on  the  right  shoulder, 
i'liat  she  pscapt-d  more  eev^re  injuries  is  a 
won<ler.  The  next  hou.se  was  the  jToperty  of 
Mr.  John  Shields,  occupied  by  J.  M.  Warner 
and  situatfd  some  12  rods  to  the  northeast  of 
the  first,  this  was  a  one  story  fiaine  with 
kitchen.  The  latter  j>art  was  entirely  deuiol- 
ished,  the  roof  tak^-n  off  the  main  buildiug 
and  the  iii-ide  partitions  b^ru  out.  Mrs.  War- 
ner and  ht-r  cluld  were  in  the  building  at 
the  timp,  but  what  api)ears  almost  a  luiracl", 
neither  sulfeied  any  biKlily  injury.  Mr.  War- 
ner, who  had  just  stepped  outride  of  the 
house,  seeing  the  storm  coming,  t»x)k  refuge 
under  a  nile  of  piles,  and  to  this  he  ascribes 
thfr  fact  that  he  is  alive  to-day. 

Still  lurther  to  the  uorthea.st  some  lour  rods 
was  the  house  of  Louis  Lf'Claire,  from  which 
the  chimney  was  kn<xtked  off,  and  thirty-two 
panes  of  gliks."  broken.  On  the  b;w:k  of  this 
la-st  was  a  .small  barn,  whic-h  was  entirely  de- 
stroyed. 

The  next  house  struck  on^lhls  side  of  the 
railroiwt  was  that  of  Louis  Robiiiette,  situated 
some  (our  io<ls  east  ol  the  latter  This  was  a 
small  liame,  Irom  which  the  roof  was  carried 
off  and  d>'i)osited  a  few  feet  trom  the  house. 
Mrs.  Robinrtte  and  child  were  in  the  house  at 
the  time,  but  neither  suffered  injury. 

The  direction  of  the  storm  then  ,->arried  it 
across  the  railroad, tearing  away  both  telegrajh 
wires  a  di^^tanue  of  from  two  to  three  hundred 
feet. 

The  first  hou-^e  north  of  the  railroad  to  feel 
♦he  effects  of  the  storm  Wiis  a  small  frame  l)e- 
longiiig  to  Michael  Lyiu  h  and  occuiiied  by 
Mrs.  Au^Infyre  and  child,  her  husband  l>eing 
alfrent  in  Cali'ornia.  This  house  was  com- 
plete'y  demolished,  :)nd  the  stove  and  most  of 
the  hou.seliold  lurniture  broken.  A  more  com- 
plete wreck  it  is  hard  to  imagine,  wliatwus  left 
of  the  building  laying  flat  upon  the  ground. 
The  last  seen  of  the  roof  was  when  it  went 
sailing  over  the  Miss  ssi|,pi.  At  the  t  me  Mrs. 
Mclntyie  was  sitting  in  the  house  holdinsr  her 
young  idiild,  and  a  chiUl  ol  a  Mr.  Nehely 
was  sitting  near  bv.  Mrs.  Mc- 
Intire  was  thrown  out  into  tlie  lot  l>y  the  force 
ol  the  wind,  and  the  child  torn  from  her  arms 
and  carried  some  twenty  f^et  and  landed  iu  » 
iHitato  patth.  Mr.  Nehely's  child  was  also 
lilown  out  into  the  lot.  Mrs.  Mclnfyre  escaped 
witli  only  a  lew  slight  bruises,  but  her  child 
was  not  so  fortunat»',  receiving  severe  and  at 
first  tlioiight  tangerous  Iruises  aliout  the  face 
Mild  he  id.  This  morniuf,  however,  it  ap- 
}>eared  in  a  very  comlortable  condition,  and 
the  physicians  do  not  anticipate  a  fatal  termi- 
nation' of  its  injuries.  Mr.  Nehely's  child 
escaped  with  a  lew  scratches  on  the  shoulder. 
A  few  feet  to  the  north  of  this  building  was 
the  small  fiame  of  Mrs.  TwigtS.  This  escaped 
will)  only  broken  elass  and  the  demolition  of 
the  Iront  porch.  Mrs.  Twiegs  had  12  shirts 
on  the  line  d  ying,  nnd  these,  with  the  line, 
disappeared  and  have  not  since  lieen  seen. 

Next  to  the  east  of  'hiswa.'*  a  small  frame, 
with  addition  for  kitchen.  The  force  of  the 
wind  took  effect  on  the  riH>f  of  the  main  build- 
ine,  knocking  it  in,  ai  d  completely  riddling 
the  inside  of  tlie  biiihling.  A  small  sh^-d  I  am 
(snthesnme  lot  wa-;  •  l.-o  fl.ittffil  to  the 
eart  ,  Mia  Scott  \^  as  in  the  hous«*,  but  es- 
caned  injurv. 

Some  twelve  rods  further  east  was  the  house 
*nd  l)a»n  of  D.  Haji»e.  The  house  was  de- 
stroyed and  the  Inrn  unroofed. 

Across  the  street  from  the  house  occupied 
by  Mrs  Mclntyre  wns  the  store  and  residence 
of  Mr.  L\'T)ch.  This  esaaj.ifd  all  injurv.  Im- 
medfately  adjoining  to  the  east  was  a  small 
frame  residence,  on  which  some  of  the  shin- 
gles wf  i-e  torn  off.  In  the  comer  ol  th"  vard 
next  adjoining  Mr.  Lynch'g  stoi>d  a  tree  about 
six  inches  in  diameter.  This  was  twisted  off 
about  6  feet  from  the  roots. 

Further  to  the  north  and  a  few  rods  from  the 
river  bank  stood  the  blacksmith  shop  of  Wm. 
Morris^ey.  This  was  entirely  swept  away,  the 
tools  and  all  e)M  it  ooutalued  being  so^ttcred 


anmnd  for  rods,  the  roof  following  off  after 
that  on  Mrs.  Mclntyre's  house  across  the  river. 
The  next  building  and  the  last  one  to  suffer, 
was  an  unoccupied  liouse  owned  by  Cyril  Rob- 
eson, which  was  completely  gutted,  nothing 
but  the  frame  being  left  standing. 

THE  DAMAGE. 

The  above  comprises  all  the  damage  sus- 
tained in  Mendota,  so  far  as  our  reporter  could 
ascerUiin,  but  how  this  number  of  buildings 
could  l>e  either  totally  demoli.'*hed  or  wrecked, 
ami  most  of  them  occupied  at  the  time,  with- 
out being  a'^i^muaniedoy  loss  of  life,  is  a 
mysterythat  the  reporter  will  not  attempt  to 
solve. 

The  buildings  were  all  small,  and  hence  the 
destruction  of  pro^^rty  is  l)y  no  means  lanje, 
three  thousand  dolUra  probably  covering  the 
entire  lo.<'\ 

To  show  the  force  and  peculiar  action  of  the 
wind,  the  reporter's  attention  was  called  to  the 
house  next  south  ol  that  oconpied  b^  Mrs. 
Mclntyre.  Here  the  corner  of  the  roof  in  the 
direction  of  the  storm,  had  evidently  been 
lifted  up  aj?  the  wind  jiasted,  and  before  set- 
tlim^  a  piece  of  board  some  eight  feet  in  length 
and  from  one  to  three  iiiclies  iu  width,  and 
coming  from  the  opposite  direction,  was  blown 
into  the  o{)eninfi:  ami  there  CJiught,  where  it 
still  remains,  defying  the  efforts  of  strong  men 
to  pull  it  out. 

A  two-horse  wagon  .standing  in  the  yard, 
southeast  of  Mr.  Lynch's  place  whs  picked  up 
and  Ciirried  several  rods  and  depo-ited  on  a 
wood  pile,  right  side  up  aud  nothing  broken. 
Several  other  peculiar  jierformauces  of  the 
storm  were  pointed  out,  snch  as  driving  a 
lioaid  six  feet  into  the  ground,  and  many 
other  tilings  of  the  kind,  but  time  and  space 
will  not  permit  mention  at  this  time. 

The  next  sufferer  of  which  the  facts  were 
ascertained  is  Mr.  Pera,  two  miles  southwest 
of  Mendota,  and  he  is,  by  far  the  heavie>it  eui- 
ferer  of  ali,  having  his  hou«e  demolished, 
three  wagons,  a  reaper  and  seeder  broken  to 
pieces,  ten  sheep  and  two  calves  killed,  and 
nearly  all  his  fences  destroyed. 

Mr.  Thomas  Lubbey,  living  near  Mr.  Pera, 
also  had  his  fencins;  broke  down.  ^ 

About  a  mile  nearer  .V.endota  is  the  fann  of 
Lcuis  and  Meda  Le  Claire,  ti  which  point  the 
repoiter  went  in  following  up  the  tnick  of  the 
storm,  and  hei-e  be  saw  tlie  mo-t  couvinciiig 
evidence  of  its  terrible  force. 

Bt'tween  Mr.  I^e  Claire's  place  and  Mr.  Pera'.s, 
are  cleared  fields  and  open  prairie.  The  Le 
Claires  have  some  20  acres  iu  wheat,  the  track 
of  the  >torra  quartering  across  it 
and  passing  some  twelve  rtvis  to  the  east  ol  his 
liouse.  /Across  the  wheat  field  in  spriees  Irom 
five  to  eight  rods  ai>art,  the  wheat  has  been 
flattened  as  if  struck  with  som**  lieavy  wei!,'lit, 
the  ground  here  and  there  being  torn  nji, 
sometime  Kouged  for  a  distanc*;  of  fire  or  six 
feet,  similar  to  that  made  by  a 
rifled  cannon  ball  when  it  .strikes  tlie  ground 
and  ricochets.  Again  the  ground  would  l>e 
torn  up  in  a  semi-circle,  nnd  agnin  a  spaie  lor 
a  rod  wide  would  be  all  torn  up 
ctraight  ahead  as  if  gone  over  with 
a  dozen  heavy  weighted  drays. 

Near  the  norlhea-t  side  oi  the  field  the  re- 
porter found  two  large  oak  trees,  Ijetween 
thirty  and  forty  feet  in  length 
and'  twelve  to  fourteen  inclies  in 
diameter.  The  body  and  limlw  of  these  trees 
w  ere  covered  with  mud.  Mr.  Le  Claire  says 
these  trees  were  landed  there  l>v  the  wind, 
and  as  llifre  is  no  tiuil)er  n^an'r  thau  the  bluli 
southwest  of  Mr.  Pera's  place,  a  mile  or  more 
away,  the  suppo.-ition  is  that  thee  trees  came 
Irom  that  timber.  This  was  verified  by 
following  the  track  of  the  storm  toward  Men- 
doti. 

On  leaving  the  wheat  field  of  Mr.  Le  Claire, 
the  direction  of  the  storm  carried  it  into  a 
shallow  ravine,  alx'Ut  ten  rods  wide  at  its 
head.  In  this  ravine  small  willow  trees  were 
growiug  from  fimr  to  six  feet  in  height  These 
In  fs  were  almo-t  denuded  ol  kirk  and  fuliaae, 
whiles  the  ground  was  cut  un  as  if  dragged  lor 
tl  e  reception  of  wheat.  Fuither  down  thi-i 
ravine  large  trees  were  broken  ofl' twenty  feet 
Irom  tlie  ground  as  if  struck  by  some  weighty 
object,  driven  by  an  irresistible  f<  rce. 

The  sweep  of  destruction  through  this  ra- 
vine, for  the  first  quarter  oi  a  mile,  is  com- 
plete, not  a  whole  tree  oeing  left.  B«'yond  this 
j»oint  toward  Mendota,  '^  is  not  so  great,  many 
trees  escai)ing  a  tomb,  showing  that  the  force 
of  tlie  storm  was  lieing  expended,  gtill  it  was 
powerlul  <or  damage  even  then,  large  fnes 
being  torn  up  by  the  roots  or  bioken  on.  The 
reporter  es}ieo'ally  noticed  a  number  of  hick- 
ory trees,  .some  six  inches  in  diameter,  which 
hi.d  lieen  struck  by  the  wind  and  twisted 
around  two  or  three  feet  fn  ni  the  ro«»ts. 
Splintering  the  hard  timlfr  into  hun- 
dreds ol  fine  strings.  Passing  over  the  bluff 
bounding  Mendotji  on  the  sonthwest,  lieflire 
mentioned,  the  destruction  in  the  timlier  was 
still  lighter,  it  fin:illy  expending  its  strength 
on  the  town,  with  the  results  as  given  in  the 
first  ol  the  article. 

Following  the  wind  came  a  terrific  rain,  the 
water  falling  in  solid  sheets  lasting  for  about 
an  hour,  rain  standing  in  many  places  on  its 
conclusion,  on  level  ground,  lo  the 
depth  ol  4  to  6  inches.  All  in 
all  it  wa.s  one  of  the  most  fearful 
St  >ims  that  ever  visited  this  section,  and  those 
living  in  its  immediite  track  have  cau.^e  for 
congratulatiim  that  tlie  lo.s.ses  of  property,  and 
personal  injury  to  individuals  are  no  greater. 

A  Biinaiiay  %%'l<>icoii!»in  lliikhnnd  Fol' 
loived  to  Florida  an«l  .Tlurdcrcd. 

Florida  papers  of  lato  dates  co.'itain  an 
account  of  a  peculiarly  interesting   trag- 
edy, in  which  a  Mr.  Kecch,  long;  missing 
from  Fond  du  Lac,    Wif;.,  enacts   a   very 
important  part.     He  arrived    in    Florida 
about  a  year  and  a  half  ago.       He    pur- 
chased a  farm  in    St.  John.s  county,  fiot 
far  from  Matanzas  inlet.     He  wa.s    iiidu^- 
triou.s  and   energetic,  and    soon    I  ccame 
noted    as    one  of  the    most     prosperous 
farmers  in  the  country.     Mr.  Keech  was 
accompanied  by  his  wife,    or    a    woman 
suppo.scd  to  be  his  wife.     To  all    appear- 
ance the  two  lived  together  in  the  utmost 
peace  and  tranquility.     Sonic  time  ago  a 
man  calling  him.self    J.    Smith    Ncwlon. 
aud  representing  himself  as  a  land   pros- 
pector, made  hi.s  appearan<  c  in  the  Kecch 
neigbborhood  and  remained  several  ilays. 
He  Anally  left,  and  neither  Mr.  Kecch  nor 
his  neighbors  thought  any    more   of   the 
slranger.     A  few  days  ago,    however,   he 
again  made    hi.s    appearance,    nnd    after 
making  some  inquiries   of    a    Mr.    Wil- 
liams, proceeded  to    Kccch's   hou.se.      It 
happened  that  Mr.  Kecch  owed  Mr.  Wil- 
liams a  .small  sum    of    money,    and    had 
promised  to  call  and  pay  it  the  ne.xt   day 
after  Newton  made  his  appearance.    That 
day,  however,  and  the  next   passed,   and 
still  Kcech  did  not  appear   to    fulfil    his 
promise.     Knowing  his  neighbor   to  lie   a 
very  prompt  man  in  his   business   affairs. 
Mr.  Williams  at  once  proceeded   to  inves- 
tigate the  cause   of   the    unusual    delay. 
Mounting  a  horse„he  rode  to  the  farm  of 
Kecch,  and  there  discovered  that  a    most 
atrocious  murder    had    been    committed. 
Mrs.  Keech    was     found  in     her     room, 
shot     to     death,       while      Mr.      Kecch 
lay     near     by,     with     his     throat    cut, 
a         bullet-hole         in       the      back     of 
his  head,  and  his  skull  crushed  in.       Mr. 
Keech's  neighbors    immediately    assem- 
bled and  organized  two  pursuing   parties 
—one  under  the  comm  md  of  Mr.   Virgil 
Dupunt  and  the  other  under  command  of 
the  sheriff  of  St.  John's  county.       They 
followed  the  murderer  nearly  fifty  miles, 
sparing  neither  whip  nor  spur,  and  finally 
come  up  with    him    in    Volusia    county, 
where  he  was  endeavoring    to    make    hi 
way  on  foot  to  the  St.  John's  river.    Th^ 
confession  of  the    murderer,    which    has 
been  made,  it.vesis  the  crime  with  myste- 
rious interest.       His   name  is    J.  Smith 
Newton,  and  he    says    he    was    born    m 
Buenos  .\yrcs,  of  Engli..h    parentis.      He 
.says  that  his  purpo.se    was  not    robbery 
but  the  hope  of  ultimate  gain.     He  states 
that  the    woman   known   as    Mrs.    KUen 
Keech  was  not   ihe  wife  of  Mr.    Keech, 
but  his  mistress,  and  that   the  real    Mrs. 
Kcech  is  a  resident  of  Fond  du    Lac,  Wis. 
Keech  deserted  his  real  wife,  took  up  with 
the  murdered  woman,  and  fled  lo  Florida. 
The  prisoner  says  he    was  employed  by 
Mrs.  Keech,  who  is  his  aunt,  to  follow  her 
truant  husband  and  murder  him  and   his 
mistress.     As  a  reward  for    his  trouble, 
Newton  was  to  receive  a  share  of  the  es- 
tate of  Mr.  Keech.  which    is    said    to  be 
worth  about  $30,000.     An    attempt  was 
luftde  by  lome  of  the  oitiseas  of  Orange ' 


county  to  lynch  Newton,  and  it    was  the 
fear  of  this  that  led  him   to    confess  his 


crime. 


The  FllKlit  of  miMOurl  L.ocu*ts. 

[Oregon,  Holt   County^  Mo.,  June    18,    Cor- 
respondence Chicago  T.ibune.] 

To  give  you  gome  idea  of  the  locust 
plague,  let  me  describe  briefly  their 
ilight.  Eleven  days  ago  they  began  to 
pass  here  overhead.  They  begin  to  rise 
about  y  o'clock,  and  by  10  they  are 
nearly  all  on  the  wing.  They  go  as  the 
wind  drives  them.  Excepting  one  da}-, 
when  we  had  a  wind  from  the  north, 
their  flight  has  been  from  the  south  north- 
erly. Looking  up,  at  any  time  between 
the  hours  of  10  and  4,  towards  the  ^uii, 
ihey  may  be  seen  passing  like  large  snow 
tlakes,  rapifUy  as  their  wings  and  the 
wind  can  make  them.  By  a  large  spy- 
glass I  judge  the  swarm  to  be  about  half 
a  mile  deep.  And  so  they  go,  day  after 
day.  By         night  they         settle 

down.  On         the         evening  of 

the  day  before  yesterday,  wc  concluded 
the  swarms  were  about  exhausted,  as  not 
nearly  so  maTiy  had  passed  during  that 
afternoon,  and  we  congratulated  our- 
selves on  pos.sible  future  exemption.  But 
yesterday  the  air  was  again  full  of  them  ; 
and  last  evening,  about  six  miles  north 
of  this,  they  came  down  in  a  line  ex- 
tending all  across  the  country,  in  snch 
tremendous  clouds  as  to  frighten  people 
Many  persons  that  were  out  ran  indoors. 
f taring  lest  they  might  be  smothered.  A 
gentleman.  Judge  Ru.sseli,  who  was  rid- 
ing along,  said  that  for  some  time  he  re- 
garded it  as  a  vast  storm-cloud  coming 
down  over  the  whole  land,  and  the  sound 
vas  said  by  one  to  resemble  that  made  by 
a  locomotive  and  long  train  of  cars. 
Now,  to-day,  with  a  southea.st  wind,  the 
air  is  again  tilled  with  them,  flying  to  the 
northwest. 

Just  think,  then,  that,  as  they  fly  with 
an  average  velocity  of  15  miles  per  hour, 
and  the  width  of  the  swarm  is  ,  not  less 
than  30  to  75  miles,  and  that  this  is  now 
the  sixtieth  hour  of  a  ccntinuoub"  north- 
erly Ilight,  and  that  the  swarm  is  at  least 
half  a  mile  deep,  with  the  locusts  not 
over  four  inches  apart  from  each  other  in 
any  direction,— just  think,  I  say,  what 
numbers  of  them  arc  here.  They  are  the 
very  ?ame  kind  as  described  in  the  Agri- 
cultural Keport  for  18G2  that  many  years 
ago  afflicted  Lancaster  county.  Pa.  There 
is  no  mj'stery  or  peculiarity  about  these. 
An  accidental  chance  then  favored  their 
over-production  there,  just  as  circum- 
stances out  West  on  the.-e  plains  isalways 
favoring  them  iu  some  places,  so  that 
occasionally  they  are  ovcr-producod, 
swarm  oil,  lay  eggs,  and  die.  These  eggs, 
being  laid  in  the  fall  late,  do  not  hatch 
till  spring,  and  thus  come  such  myriads 
of  them  as  now.  But  one  might  imagine 
that  their  leader,  if  they  have  one,  weep- 
ing like  another  Xerxes  at  the  mortality 
of  his  followers,  for  those  now  hatched 
and  Hying  will  deposit  their  cgcs  in  such 
mistime  that  they  must  be  all  hatched 
in  late  October,  and  all  perish  during  the 
winter.  This  Ibt  will  come  to  an  end  .soon 
after  laying  its  eggs.  It  seems  to  be  an 
error  about  the  r  being  destroyed  by  the 
red  parasites;  as  Mark  Twain  would  sa}-, 
thoy  rather  like  th'  m  and  are  proud  of 
them.  I  have  tested  that  point  thor- 
oughly. They  leave  them  on  their  old 
clothes  when  the}'  shed  off,  and  new  ones 
come  on  them.  Iu  fact,  like  thclndians, 
locusts  are  lousy.

A  St.  Louis  telegram  of  the  2-d  says : 
Capt.  John  N.  Boflner,  one  of  the  oldest 
and  wealthiest  of  the  lower  Mi-ssissippi 
steamboatmcn,  and  al.so  one  of  Captain 
Kads'  chief  associates  in  the  .scheme,  ar- 
rived here  to-day  direct  from  South  pass. 
lit  considers  the  prospects  exceedingly 
encouraging.  The  work  is  already  going 
forward  The  necessary  wharves  have 
been  built  at  the  river  s  mouth.  Two 
long  buildings  have  been  put  up  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  workmen,  and  on 
Monday  the  pile-driving  out  into  the  j^ea 
was  commenced  for  tho  retaining 
walls  of  the  jetties,  Ten  thousand 
feet  of  sheet-piling, 
foot  wi'ic  '  and 
thick,  will  be  driven, 
of  itself  will  form  an  almost  water-tight 
wall,  and  will  retain  the  material  for  the 
Jetties  in  place  during  all  kinds  of  weath- 
er while  they  arc  being  built  up  solid  to 
the  surface  of  the  water  It  is  calculated 
that  this  sheet  piling  alone  will  give  10 
feet  of  water  in  the  pass  by  ntxt  October. 
The  jetty  builders  find  the  pass  now 
about  700  feet  wide,  and  the  artificial 
banks  preserve  the  .same  width.  The 
current  is  nbout  three  and  a  half  miles  an 
hour  with  the  full  tide.  The  jetties  wi'd 
be  two  nnd  a  quarter  miles  long  on  the 
ca.^t,  and  one  and  one  half  miles  long  on 
the  west.  Capt.  Eads  has  constructed  a 
pile  driver  with  which  he  can  work  unin- 
terruptedlj'  in  all  kinds  of  weather.  It 
is  to  III'  placed  on  a  pile  and  run  out  in 
the  water — driving  tho  piles  and  finishing 
its  work  as  it  moves  out.  The  work  will 
progre.ss  more  rapidly  in  this  way  than 
by  using  flat  boats  for  the  driving. 


An  Old  ITIan  ^Tlurdcred  to  Prevvnt  llii> 
4ilvin((  Evidence. 

Great  excitement  prevailed  at  Holland, 
Mich.,  on  the  23(1,  owing  to  facts  being 
discovered  rej;ar<ling  the  fate  of  Wils-n 
Pound,  who  has  been  missing  since  June 
5th,  which  show,  as  was  suspected,  that 
he  wa.s  deliberately  murdered.  A  man 
named  Thomas  Watson  turned  State's 
evidence,  and  informed  the  prosecuting 
attorney  that  John  L.  Fuller  and  his  son. 
Mdvin  C.  Fuller,  were  the* murderers; 
also  showing  where  they  concealed  the 
body,  about  tnrec  miles  down  Black  Lake 
in  shallow  water,  having  staked  il  down 
and  covered  it  with  weeds  and  brush. 
The  old  man  Fuller  wa.s  arrested  and  is 
now  in  Grand  Haven  jail.  His  .son  has 
escaped.  The  body  was  recovered  and  a 
coroner's  inquest  hel  i.  The  body  is 
badi}'  decomposed.  The  luad  is  crushed 
and  a  deep  cut  appears  in  the  side.  It 
seems  that  Pound  was  an  important  wit- 
ness in  a  trial  now  pending  in  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Ottawa  county,  against  the  Ful- 
lcr>  for  tearing  up  the  track  on  the  Mich- 
igan Lake  Shore  railroad,  near  there, 
some  two  years  ago.  which  is  supposed 
to  be  their  reason  forcommittir  g  the  hor- 
rible crime.  He  was  also  said  to  have 
had  several  hundred  dollars  with  him  at 
the  time  of  his  disapf»eaiance,  which 
cquld  not  be  found  on  his  body  at  the 
time  of  discovery. 

**Go  On  Witb  Your  Killlngr.'* 

James  Sayers,  in  jail  at  Trenton.  Mo., 
for  the  murder  of  James  Evans,  in  March 
last,  cut  his  throat  on  the  23d  with  a 
razor  which  had  been  given  him  by  the 
sheriff  to  shave  himself.  He  cut  into  tho 
wind-pijie  and  just  grazed  the  jugular 
veins.  There  is  but  little  hope  for  his  re- 
covery. It  will  be  remembered  that  he 
confessed  to  murdering  Evans  and  after- 
wards robbing  and  burning  the  hou<;e.  He 
implicated  two  other  men,  named  Crom- 
well and  Bellupd,  as  assisting  in  the  mur- 
der. His  wife  was  arrested  a  few  days 
ago  and  coufioed  in  an  adjoining  cell  (or 
flghtiug  with  another    woman.    He  tried 


to  have  her  make  np  their  past  difBcul- 
ties,  and  kiss  him  through  the  cell  door, 
but  she  contemptuously  refused  to  do  so. 
He  then  told  her  that  if  she  did  not  he 
would  cut  his  throat.  She  answered, 
"Go  on  with  your  killing.  I  have  eaten 
better  men  than  yoH."     He  then  stepped 


back  from   the    cell  door    and   drew  the    ing  considerably   crestfallen  at  the  pros- 


razor  across  his  throat.  She  laughs  and 
jokes  about  him  being  a  fool,  and  says 
she  hopes  he  will  die. 


Estranged. 

The  trial  of  a  very  peculiar,  and  in 
many  of  its  aspcct.s,  one  of  the  most  ex- 
traordinary cases  that  ever  came  before  a 
court  of  law,  was  commenced  in  the  U. 
S.  Circuit  Court.  Judges  Miller  and  Nel- 
son presiding,  at  bt.  Paul,  Minnesota, 
on  the  24th  instant.  The  case  was 
originally  instituted  in  the  District  Court 
of  Scott  county  Minnesota;  but  was  on 
application  of  defendants,  who  are  citi- 
zens of  Philadelphia,  removed  to  the 
court  before  which  it  was  tried.  The 
right  of  removal  being  indubitable  under 
the  law,  no  objection  was  made  on  the 
part  of  the  plaintiff,  further  than  tha<  the 
costs  of  the  suit  would  necessarily  be 
greatly  enhanced  thereby,  while  at  the 
same  time  it  was  alleged  that  the  real 
cause  of  the  removal  was  the  fact  that 
public  sentiment  in  that  county  was 
largely  iu  favor  of  the  plaintiff. 

THE  PARTIES. 

The  parties  to  the  suit  are  Geo.  Giles, 
plaintiff,  and  Ann  Main  and  husband  of 
Philadelphia,  defendants.  The  plaintiff 
is  the  son  of  A.  P.  Giles,  Esq.,  of  Belle 
Plainc,  Scott  county,  who  is  the  brother 
of  Hon.  Wm.  F.  'Jiles,  Judge  of  the  U. 
S.  District  Court  of  Baltimore,  and  is 
consequently  connected  with  one  of  the 
oldest  and  most  aristocratic  fami- 
lies of  the  Monumental  City. 
He  has  also  connections  in 
this  city  of  the  highest  respectability  and 
character — being  the  nephew  of  Mrs 
Smith,  the  wife  of  the  well-known  physi- 
cian. Dr.  F.  R.  Smith.  He  came  to  this 
State  in  18G8,  from  Virginia,  and  settled 
near  Belle  Plaine,.on  a  farm  which  he 
purchased  and  which  he  cultivated  with 
considerable  success.  The  defendants, 
who  are  the  plaintilfs  father  and  motlier- 
in-law,  are  wealthy  Philadelphians,  with 
the  blue  blood  of  the  Quaker  City  circling 
in  their  veins. 

It  appears  from  the  testimony  offered 
thit  tho  defendants  came  to  Belle 
Plainc  in  1869  and  took  up  their  resi- 
dence for  a  brief  period,  bringing  with 
them  their  daughter,  Ann  R.,  then  a 
beautiful  and  accomplished  young  lady 
of  20  years,  with  a  taste  for  the  fine  arts, 
and  drawing  and  painting  in    jiarticular. 

With  those  accomplishments  and  the 
glamour  of  wealth  with  which  she  was 
surrounded,all  ihe  aristocracy  of  the  coun- 
try village  were  sov>n  at  her  feet  with  pro- 
testations of  'Hidying  love  and  afl'cction, 
and  giving  promise|of  a  prosperous  voyage 
throujih  life  with  flowing  sails.  Of  all 
the  ardent  swains  who  courted  and  flat- 
tered her,  the  plaintilf,  who  at  that  time 
was  some  2G  or  28  yea.  s  of  age,  and  a 
man  of  a  high  order  of  intelligence  and 
very  considerable  culture,  was  the  chosen 
one,  and  they  became  engaged,  with  hat 
parents'  consent,  and  with  every  possible 
indication  of  a  happy  future.  The  nuptials 
were  aflerwards  consummated  at  Phila- 
delphia, and,  as  plaintiff  alleges, 
for  a  year  thereafter  and  after 
their  return  to  their  home  near  Belle 
Plaine  their  cup  of  happiness  was  full  to 
the  brim  and  running  over.  They  were 
living  in  a  comfortable  home  and  with  all 
the  surroundings  ol  cosy  independence  if 
not  actual  wealth,  when  the  mother-in- 
law  entered  the  Eden  of  their  home,  on 
the  plea  of  i  eing  present  and  a-ssisting  at 
her  daughter's  first  confinement  which 
occurred  in  February,  1871.  Previous  to 
this  their  life  had  been  one  of  unbroken 
happiness,  nor  did  any  serious  difference 
occur  at  this  period  to  break  the 
prevailing  harmony.  During  the  sum- 
mer of  1871  after  the  daughter's  recov- 
ery, she  with  her  parents  vi.sited  their 
home  in  Philadelphia,  whither  the  new 
son-in-law  hied  him.sclf  away  and  spent 
.some  time  with  them  at  their  residence. 
In  th^  fall  of  that  ysar  the  wife  ?and  her 
parents  returned  to  the  husband's  home 
at  Belle  Plainc  and  the  whole  party  took 
up  their  permanent  residence.  Then 
commenced  the  c.nango.  Their  hitherto 
prevailing  harmony  was  broken,  and  as 
the  result  is  fully  detailed  in  the  evidence 
wc  need  not  further  allude  to  it.  'Ihe 
whole  alPiir  appears  to  be  a  medley  of 
matrimony,  mother-in-law,  medicine,  pol- 
itics and  religion — principally  mother-in- 
law. 

Tho  plaintiff  being  a  Southerner  by 
imbued  with  those  principles  which  birth 
reigned  supreme  in  that  section,  and 
which  culminated  in  the  recent  unhappy 
war,  of  course  received  no  sympathy, and 
not  even  toleration  from  his  mother-in- 
law,  who  was  of  the  bluest  political  stripe, 
which  would  do  no  discr<.dit  to  the  most 
hide-bound  descendant  of  Jonathan 
Edwards  or  Cotton  Mather.  The  wide 
domain  of  the  State,  let  alone  the  nar- 
row confines  of  an  ordinary  dwelling, 
were,         of        course,         unable  to 

contain        and  keep         in  har- 

mony two  such  discordant  elements. 
In  religion  they  came  no  nearer  together. 
The  irrepressible  motherin-law  was  a 
true  blue  Presbyterian,  after  (in  the 
words  of  Paul)  the  most  straightest  sect 
of  her  religion,  while  the  sonin'law  was 
an  Episcopalian,  and  prided  himself  upon 
the  liberality  of  his  opinions.  Nor  did 
they  agree  upon  the  question  of  physic — 
the  lady  being  a  homeopathist  and  dep- 
recating everything  belonging  to  the  reg- 
ular .-school,  while  plaintiff  based  all  his 
hopes  of  cure  for  sublunary  ills  upon  the 
theories  and  practice  of  the  regular  disci- 
ples of  Galen. 

One  of  the  complications  of  the  mys- 
terious affair  's  the  insanity  of  the  father- 
in-law  who  has  been  in  an  a.sylum  since 
liis  wife  (the  mother-in-law)  took  her 
daughter  away  from  Belle  Plaine. 

The  suit  was  brought  for  enticing 
plaintiffs  wife  away  frou.  her  home, 
preventing  her  return,  alienating  her  af- 
fections from  him,  depriving  him  of  her 
society  and  refusing  him  all  communica- 
tion with  her  during  her  enforced  absence, 
and  the  damages  ai  e  laid  at  820,0#0.  Hon. 
J.  L.  MacDonald  and  Morris  Lamprey 
represent  the  plaintifl',  and  H.  J.  Horn, 
W.  H.  Gaston  and  Henry  Hinds  are  the 
defendant's  attorneys. 

The  juiy  was  brou;^ht  in,  and  after  be- 
ing polled,  was  asked  by  Judge  Miller  if 
they  had  agreed  to  a  verdict,  to  which 
the  foreman  responded  in  the  negative. 

Judge — Is  ther.  any  prospect  of  your 
agreement,  Mr.  Foreman  ?  la  it  any 
question  of  law  you  want  to  be  in.-tructed 
on  ? 

Foreman — No,  sir.  There  is  no  chance 
whatever  of  an  agreement.  We  differ  al- 
together on  questions  of  fact. 

Judge  Miller— Well  then,  gentlemen, 
all  I  have  to  fhy  is  that  it  is  rather  un- 
fortunate. It  is  too  bad  that  these  parties 
come  here  again  at  great  expense  to  try 
this  matter.  It  is  fortunate  that  we  have 
got  through  with  the  jury  cases,  so  that 
you  will  not  be  needed  again.  Under 
these  ciicumstancesl  think  I  shall  give 
you  further  t<me  to  try  and  arriye   at   a 


conclusion.  T  shall  give  you  until  Mon- 
day or  Tuesday  next,  and  any  further 
time  that  you  may  require — in  fact  as 
long  as  I  shall  remain  in  the  city.  You 
may  retire. 

A  burst  of  laughter  greeted  the  judge's 
remarks,  and  the  jury  again  retired,  look 


pcct  of  an  indefinite  confinement 

In  about  an  hour  after,  the  jury  came 
into  court  with  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff 
for  S500  damages. 

This,  we  understand,  ends  the  proceed- 
ings, there  being  no  appeal  to  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  United  States  for  any 
amount  less  than  S  1.000. 

The  Witieontiin  \%  tie's  Kevvnge  Upon 
llcr Runaway  Husband  and  Para- 
niour.

The  Henry  Keech  who  was  nearly 
killed  near  St.  Augustine,  Fla.,  a  short 
time  since,  proves  to  be  the  Keech  who 
was  formerly  a  lumberman  in  this  city, 
and  who  went  to  Florida  for  his  health 
seven  or  eight  years  ago,  leaving  his  wife 
in  this  city.  The  woman  who  was  killed 
at  the  time  he  was  wounded  was  not  his 
wife,  but  it  seems  they  had  lived  as  man 
and  wife  for  some  years.  The  following 
letter,  received  in  this  city,  shows  that 
the  assassin  has  been  captured,  and  that 
he  confesses : 

St.  Acocstine,  Fla.,  June  13,  1875.— Dear 
AoT  Eliza  :  I  am  very  sorry  tliat  I  have  to 
write  you  this  letter.  Aunt '  Mary  took  me 
trom  work  to  come  down  here  and  kill  Kcech 
and  that  woman  he  was  living  with.  She 
came  to  Chicago  and  bought  me  a  ticket  and 
pisloL  I  came  down  here  and  done  the  deed 
as  she  told  me  to.  She  ofien-d  me  8 15,000  to 
do  so.  I  did  it.  Now  I  am  in  j  dl  to  be  tried 
lor  my  lite,  a  murderer.  Mary  Ann  gave  me 
no  money  to  get  away  with.  I  am  feeling 
very  iKid,  and  want  a  la\vyer 
to  try  and  save  jxsy  U'Je.  I  have  no 
money,  and  can't  get  a  lawyer.  I  am  .sorry 
the  day  1  ever  s.iw  aunt  Mary  Ann.  Th:it  wo- 
niiii  ibat  Henry  Keedi  was  living  with  I  put 
four  bullet-holes  through  her  head.  She  is 
dead.  Keech  is  not  expected  to  recover.  I 
think  Aunt  Mary  ought  to  sufl'er  with  me  if  I 
am  to  sutler,  :iS  she  put  me  up  to  the  deed  1 
have  done.  Let  her  have  her  share  of  it.  I 
wish  I  had  g<iiie  to  work  in  Neeiiah.  I  would 
have  Ijecii  all  right  now.  Want  to  see  if  jou 
can  get  me  a  Iswycr.  I  am  here  lor  murder. 
May  God  forgive  me.

"I  send  my  love  to  all.  i  am  iu  jail.  I  will 
send  you  a  picture — that  of  a  murderer.  Write 
soon.  Direct  to  William  Newton,  St  August- 
ine, Fla.,  U.  S" 

The  Aunt  Mary  Ann  is  the  wife  of 
Mr.  Keech,  left  in  Fond  du  Lac.  Upon 
learniniT  that  her  husband  was  living 
with  another  woman  she  became  enraged, 
and  it  docs  not  much  surprise  th«.se  best 
acquaiiite<l  with  her  that  she  has  been 
charged  with  hiring  this  young  man  to 
kill  Keech  and  his  mistress.  The  matter 
can.-^es  much  excitement  in  this  part  of 
the  State,  where  all  the  parties  except 
the  murdered  woman  were  well  knewn.

Terrible  Lioun  off  Life  and  Property 
Soul  hern   France. 

[Faris  Telegrams  of  June  25.] 
The  loss  of  life  by  the  fleod  at  Toulouse 
is  appalling.  At  St.  Cyprian  quarter  215 
corpses  hove  been  found.  The  violence  ol 
the  torrent  frustrated  all  efforts  to  rescue 
the  unfortunate  inmates  of  the  houses. 
Several  men  were  drowned  in  the  attempt. 
Twent}'  thousand  persons  were  deprived 
of  the  means  of  subsistance  in  Toulouse. 
Disasters  elsewhere  are  of  almost  equal 
magnitude.  The  lower  part  of  the  city 
of  Mousac,  on  the  Lorn.e,  is  under  water. 
At  Tremsullet,  in  the  department  of  Ar- 
riege,  five  houses  only  remain  standing 
out  of  four  hundred.  In  the  district  of 
Faix,  sa;me  department,  two  villages  aie 
completely  submerged  and  many  dead 
bodies  found.  Crops  of  all  kinds  through- 
out the  inundated  districts  have  been 
destro^-cd.  President  McMahon  and 
Minister  Buffet  have  left  Pari5  for  the 
scene  of  the  destruction. 

Gen.  Do  Cissey,  minister  of  war.  ac- 
companied the  president  and  minister  of 
the  interior  to  the  scene  of  the  inunda- 
tion. The  municipal  council  of  Paris 
has  devoted  S20,00U  for  the  relief  of  the 
sufferers.  Eighty  persons  were  drowned 
in  Verdun.  Eight  hundred  houses  have 
fallen  in  Toulouse.  At  Bordeaux  the 
Garinne  is  much  swolen,  but  no  serious 
catastrophe  is  reported.  It  is  said  that 
altogether  one  thousand  lives  have  been 
lost.

The  Black  Hills  Mincralogical   Survey- 
ing Expedition  moved  from  Camp  Jenney 
on  the  9th  inst.,  and  marched  to  Harney's 
Peak,  arriving  there   on    the    lolh    inst. 
One  hundred  miners  were  found   at    work 
in  the  pulch  on  the    branch    of   French- 
man's Fork.     They  have    been    at   work 
this  spring  preparing  sluices  and  ditches. 
Tiiey  taki-  from  this  gulch  from  .seven   to 
twenty-five  colors  to  the  pan.      This    has 
been  done  repeatedly  in  the   presence   of 
the  officers  of  the  command    and    can  be 
relied  on.     Tho  highest  prospect,    tliirty- 
.seven  cents,  is   reported    as  having  been 
fi.shcd  out  from  bed    rock.      How    many 
other  gulches  there  are  having  gold  is  not 
known.     It    is    supocsed   that    all  those 
running  from  the  Peak    will   show    gold. 
Prof.  Jenney   is    making   an  exhaustive 
prospect  as  far    as    practicable.       He    is 
cautious  in  giving  an  opinion.     Rich  gold 
quartz  mines  are  reported   found,  but   as 
no  prospect  has  been    made,  an  estimate 
of  their  value  cannot  be   given.      No    In- 
dians have   disturbed   the    command    as 
j-ct.     They  arc  suppo.sed  to  be    north   of 
tliis  point.     The    probabilities    are  that 
the  command  will  move  north  as   soon  as 
the  supply  train  reaches  this  camp. 

Tliirty  YearM  Ago  a    Foreign  I?Iini»tcr 
at  \%'a«liintBton. 

(From  the  Sioux  City  Journal.) 
Wm.  M.  Bell  of  Tictown,  the  old  man 
who  was  stabbed  and  beaten  on  the  head 
by  a  squaw,  a  week  .since,  is  still  alive, 
though  his  chances  of  recovery  are  very 
slim.  Mr.  Hale  of  this  city,  who  is  some- 
what acquainted  with  the  subject  of  this 
item,  gives  us  some  additional  particulars 
regarding  the  mystery  surrounding  the 
old  man's  life.  lie  is  over  seventj'-  years 
of  age,  but  before  rcceivmg  the  attack 
from  which  he  is  now  .suffering,  he  was  as 
spry  and  wir}'  as  a  boy.  He  is  presumed 
to  be  of  royal  blood.  Thirty  years  ago, 
as  near  as  am  be  learned,  he  was  a  repre- 
sentative of  a  foreign  government  at 
Washington,  but  for  some  reason  was  dis- 
missed, and  he  remained  in  that  cit)' 
teaching  foreign  languages  for  several 
years,  when  he  went  to  St.  Louis  and  from 
there  to  bis  present  location.  Mr.  Hale 
.says  Bell  is  .in  assumed  name.  It  is  the 
opinion  of  citizens  of  Tietown  that  the 
old  man  is  worth  a  large  sum  of  money, 
which  they  think  he  has  buried  upon  his 
premises.  He  has  never  been  known  to 
squander  any  money,  and  for  the  past  few 
years  he  has  enjoyed  a  rather  extensive 
and  profitable  trade.

According  to  the  latest  reports  from 
Fiji,  the  me.asles  epidemic  continues  with 
fearful  mortality  among  the  natives. 
They  are  paralyzed,  and  refuse  to  assist 
each  other.  All  the  head  chiefs  arc  dead. 
Three  hundred  natives  have  died  in  the 
island  of  Ovalau  alone,  and  in  the  other. 
i.<lands  agrcater  number  have  succumbed. 
The  disease,  which  is  always  followed  by 
dysentery,  has  assumed  a  form  of  plague. 
Several  of  the  native  towns  arc  depopu- 
lated. At  one  town  the  bodies  la}-  for 
days  uncovered,  and  were  mangled  by 
pigs.  The  natives  are  onl}'  burying  the 
bodies  a  few  inches  below  the  surface, 
and  the  late  rains  have  wa.shed  the  soil 
off.  The  effluvium  emitted  is  sickening, 
and  the  worst  results  are  anticipated. 
The  natives  are  too  panic-stricken  to 
obey  the  directions  issued  b^'  the  govern- 
ment for  the  suppression  of  the  malady. 
Fifty  thousand  Fijians  have  filtoady  died. 

Three    Children    l>ro«%'nvd     iu     \Xis' 
con^ln. 

A  heart-rending  accident  occurred  Sun- 
day afternoon,  the  20th,  at  Council  Bay, 
in  the  town  of  Holland,  sixteen  miles 
northeast  of  La  Cro.sse.  Three  children 
of  Goodin  Swenson  —a  boy  of  fifteen,  and 
two  girls,  aged  thirteen  and  seven,  found 
a  watery  grave  while  in  bjithing  in  tho 
bay.  It  is  reported  that  the  child  May 
fell  into  the  deep  water,  and  Matilda, 
aged  13,  hastening  to  her  ro»!cue.  lost  her 
footing,  when  Smith,  the  boy.  jdunged  to 
the  re.«cue  of  his  two  .sisters,  and  none  of 
them  being  able  to  swim,  the  current 
soon  took  them  under  and  down  the 
stream.  The  sa<i  calamity  crc-ated  the 
mo.st  intense  excitement,  and  during  yes- 
terday the  banks  of  Black  river  and 
Council  Bay  swarmed  with  men,  women 
and  children,  patrolling  and  looking  for 
the  bodies  of  the  drowned  children.  May 
floated  down  the  river  about  a  mile, 
where  her  body  wasfound  f'unday  nigiit. 
The  other  two  bodies  were  found  Tues- 
day morning. 

Hull  and  Kain  at  Decorah,  Iowa. 

Tho  most  terrible  storm  ever  known  in 
Northern  Iowa  passed  over  Decorah, 
on  the  23d.  The  storm  seemed  to  be  Ihe 
concentration  of  three  storms  from  the 
northwest,  west,  and  .southwest,  accom- 
panied by  hail  and  .severe  lightning  and 
terrific  thunder.  Hail  stones  weighing 
three  ounces  were  picked  up  in  the  streets. 
Not  a  .sky-light  was  left,  and  many  of 
the  windoAs  were  broken.  At  10  p.  m. 
\hy  Run,  an  insignificant  stream  dividing 
the  town  began  to  rise,  and  at  12.30  this 
morning  the  fl..od  culminated,  and  came 
tearing  through  the  town  with  terrible 
force,  rising  in  two  hours  over  seven  feet. 
About  fifty  hou.^cs  were  di.-lodged.  and 
over  three  miles  of  sidewalks  and  fences 
destroyed.

IN  LOVE  WITH  A  VOICE. 

I  was  in  Vienna,  intent  upon  seeing  all 
the  sights  of  that  magnificent   city.     It 
was  a   hot  summer  Sunday,   a  day  which 
at  home  wouM  have  been  spent  in  read- 
ing   the    new^pai)er   and  trying   to   keep 
cool ;  but  sucli  indolence  could  not  be  in- 
dulged  in   the   capitol   of  Austria,  when 
time  was  prccius  and   places  of  interest 
unnumbered.     My   traveling    companion 
was  a  yoimg   Scotch  physician,  who    was 
making  a  tour  of  the  continent  before  set- 
tling down  to   practici-  in  Glasgow.     lie 
hail  just  finished  his  studies,  but  had  al- 
ready seen  a  good  deal  of  t:ic  world,  and 
was  an  excellent  man  to  travel   with.     I 
had   fallen  in    with  him  at    Dresden,  and 
we  were  about  the  same  age,   and   both 
"o.i   pleasure    bent," — he    u    Scotchman, 
with  as  little  Scotch  stillness  and  preju- 
dice about  him  as  possible,  and  I  an  Am- 
erican, of  cosmopolitan  tastes  and  varied 
exiicritnces— we  formed  a  co-par tncr.'^hip 
which   only  terminated  with   the  end  of 
our  travels. 

On  this  particular  Sunday,  as  we  sat 
down  to  breakf,kst,  I  took  out  my  well- 
worn  guide-book  to  find  out  what  the  in- 
telligent btrantier  is  going  to  do;  for 
whatever  may  be  said  against  these  little 
volumes  of  extravagant  description  and 
superfluous  advice,  1  have  always  consid- 
ered it  a  great  comfort  to  have  my  day's 
work  all  planned  out  for  me,  and  the  re- 
sponsibility of  properly  disposing  of  my 
time  taken  oft"  my  shoulders.  I  found 
that  we  should  go  to  St.  Stephen's  cath- 
edral for  early  service,  and  happen  in  at 
St.  Augustine's  in  time  to  hear  tho  won- 


derful music,  which,  according  to  our  au- 
thority, was  the  best  in  Vienna,  and  not 
to  be  overlooked  by  the  conscientious  pil- 
grim. 

Acting  upon  this  advice  wc   hastened 
to  the   grantl  St    Stephen's,  tried  to   un- 
derstand    what   the   bourse   priest     was 
saying,  strolled  about  the  spacious  aisles 
looking   at    tombs,  pictures,   and    monu- 
ments, puzzled  over  some  old  inscriptions 
which     we     couldn't    read,    got     chilled 
through  from    the  contrast  between  the 
sweltering  weather  outside  and  the  ever- 
cool   interior,  and   then   left.     Taking   a 
fiacre,  wo  drove  to   St.  Augustine's,  the 
church  where  the  beautiful  monument  to 
Queen    Somebody    is.       Wc    took    back 
scats  nearly  under  the  organ,  and   busied 
ourselves  looking  at  the  church  and  the 
people  entering,    until  the   music  began. 
This  is  what  everybody   seemed  to   have 
come  <"or.     The  scats  were  filled,  the  aisles 
were   crowded,  and  every  one   waited  pa- 
tiently for   the  first   notes  of  the   organ. 
At  last  the   service   began.     A  few   low 
chords  led    to  a  chorus,  well,  but  not  ex- 
traordinarily  sung.     1  began   to  be  a  lit- 
tle disai)pointed.     Was  this  the  best  mu- 
Kic  in  Vienna  ?     We  could  do  better  than 
this  in  New  York.     My    unmusical    com- 
panion,   to  whom   all    singing    was    the 
same,  nurged  me  and  asked  if  I  were  not 
about  ready  to  move  ou.     Wc  would  wait 
a  minute,  1  suggested,  as  the  cr  )Wil  was 
so  dense  that  it  would  be  dillicult  making 
one's   way    though  it.     Another  chorus, 
boisterous  and  contrapuntal ;  then  a  bass 
solo,  commonplace  and  wearisome ;  then 
a  short  organ  prelude,  and — a  revelation. 
Yes  it  seemed  a  revelation  of  divino  m"l- 
ody,  a  very  unfolding  of  the  gates  of  par- 
adise     It  was  a  female  voice,  rich,  sweet, 
full,  and  fresh.     I  cannot  at   all   describe 
it,  but  t?        lemory  of  it  will  go  ever  with 
me.     So  tender,  t»o  su'jliuie   was  her  song 
that  my  soul  was  roused  from  its  leth- 
argy,  and   even  my    Scotch    companion 
whispered:     "That's  what  we  came  for— 
listen!''     The  audience  was  hushed  as  by 
magic;  those   who   had    been    restlessly 
moving   about  the   aisles,  after  tho   man- 
ner of  irreverent  Eilropuan  church-goers, 
stood  still  ;  all  wore  attentive;  all  turned 
their  head>  and  drank  in  those   eloquent 
tones.     It   was  a   pathetic   little  adagio 
she  sang,     I   have   no  id«a   what    mas'er 
composed  it.  or  from   what  it  was   taken. 
I  have  never  tried  to  find  out  that,  but  I 
know  that  it  exprcsse«l  the  deepest,  dear- 
est religious  longings  of  a  great  heart,and 
was  rendered  with  a  conscientiousness  of 
its  full  signiticance,  an  appreciation  of  its 
meaning  that  was  nothing  short  of  a  rev- 
elation to  me.     I  strained  my  neck  to  see 
the  singer,  but  she  was  hidden  from  view. 
The   song   went  on   increasing  in   fervor 
and  tenderness;  some  wept,  all  were  sub- 
dued, the   chuich    secme<l    sanctified    by 
heavenly  melody,  and  we  sat  wondering 
at    what   we   heard,  as   St.   John  did  at 
what  he  saw.     The  clo^e  came  with  a  sol- 
emn,    loiii]^-drawn     cadence,    the      voice 
ceased,  the  spell  lingered  a  moment,  and 
was    broken    by   the   rough   voice    of  a 
priest    from  the  altar.     '•Come,"  I   said, 
'•this    is     enough;  let    us   go;"   and  we 
backed  out  of  the   church,    staring    tho 
while  u))  into  tho  oriian-loft  in  hopes  that 
we  mig'nt  catch  a  glimd.-e  of  tho   sweet 
singer.     But    we   could    not.     She    had 
gone,  or  wus    out  of  si^ht,  and    we    went 
out  into  the  bustling,  noisy  street,    both 
of  us,  I  think,  feeling  that  something  had 
been   gaine<l  that   morning,  and  that   our 
thoughts  had   been  lifted  to  heights  un- 
km>wn  in  everyday-experience. 

"I  U'.ver  heard  anything  like  it  be- 
fore." said  Dr.  Scott.

I  have  always  held  a  kind  of  theory 
that  a  beautiful  voice  was  expressive  of  a 
beautiful  soul,  and  that  a  beautiful  soul 
generally  iohabitf d  a  Buitably  "earthly 


tabernacle."     I  have  not  held  this  opin- 
ion fanatically,  nor.have  1  considered  my 
rule  without  exception;  think    I    have 
known   exceptions,  in    fact,  but    believed 
them   only    evidences  substantiating  its 
general   truth.     Frankness,  benevolence, 
avarice,  cruelty,— do  not  all  these  leave 
their  mark  on  the  human  countenance  ? 
Does  not  a  business  man  acquire  a  cer- 
tain character  of  face,  manner,  carriage 
consistent  with   his    habits  of  life   and 
thought  ?     Docs  not  the  student  show  by 
every  line   of  his   face   his   occupation  ? 
Why  should   not  loveliness  of  character 
impress  itself  on  the  features?     It  does. 
A  sweet   and  gracious  soul  will   leave  a 
charm  in  the  smile,  a  tenderness  in  the 
heart,  and  will  impart  a  noble  bearing  to 
the    person    possessing    it.       Is    it    not 
equally    true    that    a  voice    tells  much 
about   its   owner  ?     Can    a    bad-hearted 
woman  sing  sweetly?     I  do  not  believe 
it.     Beauty  and  ugliness  never  go  hand 
in   hand.     Beauty   rcproducto  itself,    re- 
flects itself,  nudtiplies   itself.     What    is 
more  reasonable,  then,  than  to  infer  from 
a  voice  like  the  one  we   heard  that   Sun- 
day morning  a  simple  religious  nature ; 
a  deep,  thoughtful,  earnest  mind,  a  true 
heart?     How  could  I   imagine  all   these 
qualities  linked    to    any    other    than    a 
beautiful  young  Vienese?     How  could  I 
picture  the  unseen  singer  other  than  an 
open-faced  German   beauty,  light-haired, 
blue-eyed,   ^ladonna-like !     She   must  be 
tho  ideal    German  maiden.     These  were 
my   inferences  from  my   theory  of  con- 
gruity,  stimulated  by  a  warm  tancy,  and 
a  disposition  to  "imagine  vain  things."   I 
grew  enthusiastic  over  the  pretty  vision 
I   had  conjured    up  out   of  a   song,  and 
drew  a  likeness  in  eloquent  words  of  the 
fair  singer  for  the  benefit   of  my  friend 
the  do.itor.     To  all   of  which  he  simply 
replied :

I  once 
got   asleep  during   the  sermon,— which  I 
don't   hear   a  word  of.  you  know,  sir,— 
and  didn't  wake   up  when   the  little   bell 
tinkled  for  me    to  begin.     Tt  was    then  I 
found  out  th'U  tho  organist  was  a  partic- 
ular   n.an  ;     he    insists     on    my    keeping 
awake  all  the  time,  listening  for  his  little 
bell." 

And  then  he  went  on  with  other  per- 
personal  reminiscences,  which  threw  no 
light  on  my  lady-love,  her  whereabouts, 
or  her  charms ;  so  I  left  the  garrulous 
old  fellow,  batfled  in  my  first  attempt  at 
tracing  an  unknown  person  in  a  strange 
city.

DIFFERENT  KINDS  OF  SNOBS. 

Thackeray,  an  authority  on  the  subject, 
defines  a  snob  to  be  that  man  or  woman 
who  is  always    pretending    to    be  some- 
thing better — especially    richer  or   more 
fashionable— than  they  ^re.     In  this  city 
we  have  snobs  of  divers  orders ;  the  com- 
monest and  most  conspicuous  being    the 
social,  the  financial,  the  journalistic,  the 
literary,  the  artistic,  the  influential,   the 
friendly    and  the   boastful.     Not    infre- 
quently these    orders    run  into  one    an- 
other, but  generally  they  have  a  certain 
kind  of  distinctness,  and  excite  their  own 
»ort  of  contempt.     A  man  may  be  a  snob 
without  positive  pretense — that  is,   with- 
out falsity  of  assumption;  becoming  such 
by  constant  parading  of  the  facts  or  cir- 
cumstances   he   piques    himself     upon. 
Usually,  however,  he  is  an  arrant  hum- 
bug ;     projecting    his   verities   from  his 
imagination,       and       develop^ig       his 
merits        from         his        inner        con- 
sciousness. The  social  snobs 
prevails  unlimitedly,   and  is  of    epicene 
gender,  but  often  feminine.     He  (or  she) 
is  perpetually  talking  of  society,  of  what 
constituies  the  best   society,    of  true  re- 
finement, of  shocking   vulgarity,  of  per- 
fect breading;  leaving    you    to  suppose, 
and  generally  intimating,  that  all  the  so- 
cial virtues,  graces  and    distinctions   are 
monopolized  by  him.    In  his  assumptions 
he  is    essentially    anti-democratic,  anti- 
republican  ;  reckoning  honest  worth  un- 
gentecl,    and    inherited    property    illus- 
trious. 

Family  blood,  is  one  of  his  favorite 
themes.  He  is  fond  of  saying  that  it  re- 
quires six  generations  to  produce  a  gen- 
tleman or  lady;  that  tho.so  deprived  of 
that  number  of  generations  may  be  esti- 
mable, excellent  peoplv,  but  then  they 
can't  be— of  course— exactly  what  they 
should  be.  He  likes  occasionally  to  de- 
clare himself  a  thorough  democrat,  but 
only  for  the  sake  of  being  contradicted. 
He  smiles  serenely  wh.  n  he  is  called  a 
great  aristocrat ;  denying  the  charge  so 
amiably  and  feebiv  that  you  see  that  he 
does  not  want  to  be  believed. 

What  are  his  antecedents?  It  is  not 
well  to  inquire  too  closely.  He  is  really 
whatever  it  suits  him  to  be,  and  his  ante- 
cedents arc  of  his  own  making.  If  he 
have  money,  little  or  much,  and  lives 
upon  his  income,  he  regards  labor  as  un- 
worthy and  debasing.  He  is  aware  that 
tho  great  ma.s^  must  work;  but  there  are 
a  few  of  the  privileged  and  elect  who 
would  not  stain  their  hands  with  toil. 
And  he,  necessarily,  is  of  the  few.  If  he 
be  poor  and  obligetl  to  earn  his  own  livli- 
hood,  he  resents  his  circumstances  in- 
dignantly; IS  always  deploring  his  ill  lot, 
and  informing  his  acquaintances,  that  his 
father,  or  grandfather,  or  great  grand- 
father was  very  rich;  that  reverses  came, 
and  that  the  sensitive  and  haughty  family 
were  forced  i\to  the  supreme  wretched- 
ness of  poverty.  He  tells  how  hard  it  is 
for  him  to  reconcile  himself   to    his  sur-

HOW  TO  MAKE  FISH  CAKE. 

Take  codfish,  either  fresh  or  salt,  that  ha 
l»een  boiled  the  day  before.  Carefully  re- 
move the  bonea  and  mince  the  fish.  Mix 
wi'h  a  quantity  of  mashed  potatoes,  mashed 
with  butter  and  milk  in  the  proportion,  of 
one-third  codfish  and  two  tnirds  mashed  po- 
tatoes. Add  sufficient  beaten  egg  to  make 
the  whole  into  a  smooth  iMiste.  Season  with 
cayenne,  and  if  the  mixture  seems  dry 
moist«H  and  enrich  it  with  a  little  batter. 
Make  it  into  cakes  about  an  inch  thick  and 
as  large  round  as  the  top  of  a  coniuion-fcized 
teacup,  or  into  round  balls.  Sprinkle  them' 
well  with  Hour.  Fry  them  in  lard  or  beef 
dripping.  Whfn  one  side  is  done,  turn  Ihem 
over.  If  approved,  you  may  add  to  the 
mixture  tro  or  three  onions  boiled  and 
minced.  Any  large  codfish  may  le  dressed 
in  thii  manner  for  next  morning's  breakfast. 


mauently  enlarged.  The  effect  is  frequently 
to  cause  the  cow  to  lose  her  inilk,  and  her 
last  condition  is  worse  than  the  first,  To 
perform  this  operation  with  a  kmfe  is  dan- 
gerous. 

Borers,  if  allowed  to  remain  in  the  holes 
which  they  have  made,  will  destroy  tlie  tree ; 
they  should  be  cut  out  or  punched  to  death 
with  a  wire  thrust  in  the  holes  ;  and  in  fu- 
ture key.t  out  by  tying  broad  strips  of  tarred 
paper  around  the  lower  part  of  the  stems  ol 
the  trees,  removing  some  of  the  earth  lor 
this  purpose. 

There  is  no  Ijetter  time  to  thresh  grain 
than  when  it  is  hauled  from  the  field,  but 
on  most  farpas  this  plan  is  hardly  practica- 
ble. As  soon  as  suflicieutly  cured,  pack 
away  in  the  barn  or  in  well-formed  stacks 
and  let  it  stand  until  it  is  done  heading. 
Save  the  straw.  If  there  ts  not  room  for  it  in 
the  barn,  stack  it  well  and  rake  the  stack 
down  thoroughly  so  that  it  will   shed  well.

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RECIPE  FOR  PRESERVING  MEAT. 

As  warm  weather  has  come  at  last,  the 
following  by  a  writer  in  the  N .  Y.  Times  will 
prove  both  seasonable  and  serviceable. 

There  is  no  good  rwison  why  farmers  aHd 
their  families  should  eat  so  much  salt   pork . 
leaving  all  the  fresh  meat  to  the  inhabitants 
of  cities  and  villages,   whf'n   the  following 
method  will  keep  meat  fresh  lor  weeks  even 
in  the  warmest  weather.     I  have  tried  it  for 
several  years.     As  soou  as  the  animal  heat  is 
out  ot  the  meat,  slice.it  up  ready  for  cooking. 
Prepare  a  large  jar   by  scalding  it  well  with 
hot  salt  and  w:iter.     Mix  salt  and  pulverized 
saltpeter.     Cover   the  bottom  of  the  jar  with 
a  sprinkle  of  salt  and  pepiH.r.     Put  down  n. 
layer  of  meat,  sprinkle  with  salt  and  pepper 
the   same  as  if  it  was  just  going  to  the  table, 
and  continue  in  this  manner  until  the  jar  is 
full.     Fold  a  cloth    or  towel  and   wet  it  in 
strong  salt  and    water  in  which  a  litle  of  the 
saltpeter  is  dissolved.     Press  the  cloth  closely 
over  the  meat  and  set  it  in  a  cool  place.     B»* 
sure  and   press  the  cloth  in  tightly  as  each 
layer   is  removed ,  and  your  meat  will  keep 
for  months.     Theu   drain  off    all  the  blood 
th«t  oozes   from  it.     It  will  be  necessary  to 
change  the  cloth  occasionally,  or  take  it  cff 
and  wa.>ih  it  first  in  cold  water,  then  scald  in 
salt     and    water  as   at  first.     In   this   way 
farmers   can   have   fresh   meat    all    the  year 
round.     I  have  kept  l>eef  that  was  killed  the 
12th"of  February  till  ti.e  21st  of  June.    Then 
!    packed  a  large  jar  of  veal  in  the  same  was 
during  the  dog  days,  and  it  kept  six  weeks 
This  receipe  a  one  is  worth  the  price  of  any 
newspaper  in  the  land.

He  never  allows  you  to  find  out  any- 
thing concerning  him.  He  is  ever  in  ad- 
vance of  you  in  respect  to  whatever  ho 
wants  to  have  known.

AU   arc   well  aware,  says   the  New  York 
Times,  that  a  clean,  well-ordered  house  ex- 
ercises ov»*r  its  inmates  a  moral  as  well  as  a 
physical    influence,   and   also  has  a   direct 
tendency  to   make  the  members  of  a  family 
peaceablp,    temperate,  and  conhidei6te  of  the 
feelins's  and  happiness  of  each  other,  and  U 
is  not  difficult  to  observe  a  connection  be- 
tween habitual  feelings  of  this  sort  and  the 
formation  of  habits  ot  respect  for  properity, 
and   even  for  higher  obligations  and  duties, 
the  observance  of  which  no  law  can  enforce. 
Most  persons,  however,  have   rules  ot  their 
own   for  housecleaning,  yet  a  few  practical 
hints   may    not   come  amiss  to  many  young 
housekeepers.     It     seems    an    easy   task   to 
to   sweep  and    dust   a  room,   yet  there  is  a 
right  and  a  wrong  way  of  doing  even  such  a 
simple   thing  ;   and  the  right  way  is  to  have 
a  good  supply  ot  damp  tea  leaves  to  scatter 
over  it,  or  elSe  to  tear  up  newspaper  in  small 
strips   and   dampen   them,    and  then  throw 
them  all  over  the  caipet,  and  they  will  check 
the  rising  of  the  dust,  and  also  help  to  sweep 
the  carpet  much  cl^-aiier.     The  window-cur- 
tains should   be  carefully  tucked  up  above 
the  floor,  and  it  is  very  desirable  to  cover  all 
the    articles   of   (uruiture  with  old  sheets,  or 
with  pieces  of  uubl»ached  cotton  bought  ex- 
pressly    for     the    purpose,    and  after   each 
sweeping   they  should  be  well  shaken  out  ot 
doors.     JJy   doing  this  the    upholstery     is 
protected  from  all  minnte  particles  of  dust, 
and   is  preserved  in    beauty.     For  dustinir, 
various  brushes  of  different  sizes  are  needed, 
yet  silk  or  linen  dusters  are  the  l)est  for  up- 
holstered  furniture.     The  wings  of  turkeys, 
geese,  and  chickens  art  also  excellent  for  all 
kinds  of  furniture,  particularly  carved  work. 
In  dusting  mantel-pieces,  great  care  fihould 
be   taken   not  to   touch  the  japer.  as  it  will 
make  a  black  stripe   upon    it,    which  \yill 
.spoil  the  api>earance  of  the  room.     Looking 
glasses,  gilt  frames,  and  similar  ornamental 
articles   should   be  dusted  with   a  soft  silk 
duster  or  a  chamois  skin.     Gilt  will  not  bear 
much  rubbing,   but  if  it   be  really  good  it 
can  be   washed   once   a  year  with  a  sponge 
dipped  in  lukewarm  soap  sups  made  w.-ak, 
or,   letter  yet,   a  little  weak  tea  ;  then  wip^ 
it  off  very  lightly   with  a  silk  handkerchiel. 
The    glasses   can   be    cleaned   with  the   tea 
rubbed  on   with  a  sponge,  and  the  windows 
in  the  same  manner.

VALUE  OF  POULTRY  ON  THE  FARM. 

Mr.    Mochi,  an    eminent  English  agri^-ul- 
turist,  speaks  as  follows  with  regard  to  poul- 
the  farm  ;     No  one  item  on  a  turm 
well  as   a  good  stock   of  poultry, 
properly  managed.     With  them   everything 
is   turned    to  account.     Not   a  kernel    will 
seed,     or   insect  escapes  their    scrutinizing 
•yes!     Their   industrious  cHws   are   ever  at 
work    uncovering,  ready  for  appropriation, 
every   hidden    but  consumable    subsUince, 
Fowls   must  have  aecess  to  chalk  or  lime  for 
the   shell    of  their  eggs,  and  grit  or  gravel 
(o  grind  the  food    in  their  gizzards.     They 
luxuriate    on    grass  or  clover  which  is  a  ne- 
cessity  lor  them.     In  winter  they  like  man- 
golds or  swedes.     They  must  have  aecess  to 
plenty    of  pure   water.     Tne   quality  (.f  the 
Pggs   depends   upon  the  quality  ol  the  lood. 
Tfiey,  like  ourselv.>^s,  like  shade  in  summer, 
Piid     warm,     sheltered  corners   in   winter. 
Tliey  mu.st  have  some   access  to  .shelter  in 
wet  weatli'T.     Fowls  will  not  be  lon^'  healthy 
on  the   same    ground  or  yards.      The  ertrth 
gets  tainted.     Therefore,  to  prevent  disease, 
lime  and    salt   your   yards   and  their  u.<ual 
pasture  once  a'vear— say  in  autumn,  when 
the   raini  will   wash  it  well  in  and  swef  Un 
tt.ft|  surface.     Broods  of  chickens   never  do 
Ijetter  with  us  on  the  grassy  brows  or  patcb- 
es    abutting  upon    the  growing  crops,  eitber 
of  corn  or  pulse,  info  wiiich  they  run  either 
for   insects   or   'or   shelter.     The  roof  of  the 
coop  should   he   water- light, 
should   often   be  _.  . 

natural  ground  for  the  floor.  The  ground 
hoon  gets  tainted  unless  you  remove  the 
coop.  You  cm  hardly  make  gome  people 
good  maikgers  of  poultry  if  they  lack  ob- 
servation  and  judgment.  These  are  espec- 
ially necet^8ary  to  the  bi  ceding  of  poul'ry. 
Your  male  birds  should  le  often  changed— 
sityat  least  once  n  two  years;  and  the^ 
should  be  young  and  vigorous.  Breeding 
in  and  in  will  not  be  any  more  than  it  will 
with  other  animals.  I  consider  winged 
ganie— poultry  and  birds— the  farmers 
field.  My  poultry  have  acce  3  at  all  times 
to  my  fields.  Fowl  are  very  useful  in  clean- 
ing off  flies.  I  have  olten  beeu  amused  at 
seeing  the  neat  and  quick  manner  o!  the  tak- 
ing fliea  from  reposiug  cattle.

PRACTICAL  SUGGESTIONS. 

It  is  not  advisable  when  planting  a  hedge 
to  sow  the  seed  in  a  row.  It  is  b.tter  to 
sow  them  ui  a  nursery  bed  and  raise  thr- 
plants  while  the  htdge  row  is  in  course  of 
of  breaking  and  preparation.  Then  plants 
of  equal  vigor  can  be  selected  which  by  trans

cause  ot  his  act.  Condon  w;is  sixty-five  and 
his  wile  lorty  years  ot  age.

Is  there    any  American    lady  in   these 
parts  who  left  a  boy  baby  named  Arthur 
in  England  some  live  years  ago,  and  forgot 
all  about  h.iii?

IlydropbidMu    wc     ma} 
have  and   do    have,  and   it  is   not   pei- 
cepliblc    how    wc    can     avoid      an      oc- 
casional      ca.sc,       until         society         ai 
large  makes  war  on  dogs   and   extermin- 
ates the  species;  and  then  cats  and  foxes 
and  wolves  will  remain  to    do  what  they 
may  as  substitutes  for  the  friend  of  man. 
And  so  long  as  there   is   by.lropbobia   it 
will  have  the  spurious  and  in  certain    as- 
pects most  ridiculous   double   hydropho- 
bic mania,    the   delusion    in    which    men 
frighten  tr.eniselves  to    death     with     the 
liincy  that    they    have    been    bitten    by 
rabid  animals,  a  case    of    which   has   al- 
ready come  this  summer  as  several    came 
last  summer.     That   there   is  disease   in 
these  ca.ses  is  probable  enough,    but    not 
hydrophobia.     There  is  evidently   disor- 
dered brain,    tending    to    mania    in    all 
probability,  and    tlie  character    of    the 
mania  is  determined  Viy   a   bite   received, 
which  would  be  otherwise   harmless,  and 
the  apprehensions  in  regard   to  it,    upon 
which  the  victim  broods  day    and   night. 
People  should  not  permit    themselves    to 
accept  on  any  terms  a  notion  .so  contrary 
to  ages  of  e.\'i>erience  as  that    hydropho- 
bia can  be  given  by  the  bite  of  a  dog  not 
evidently  rabid.

To  the  Etiitor  of  the  Triliuiie : 

Sir  :     The  telling  strokes  that  you  have 
been    dealing    the     Indian      Department 
through  the    columns    of     the     Tribune 
have  been  keenly  appreciated  by  all    dis- 
iuterested  readers.     For  more  than  three 
years  past  I  have  Ijcen  so  situated    as   to 
be  frequently  brought  into   contact   with 
the  tribes    of     Sioux    and    Arrapaboes, 
sometime  for  weeks  together,  and  my  op- 
portunities for    observing    tbeir    habits, 
customs,  and  manner  of  living  have  been 
particularly  favorable.      My    experience 
has  convinced  me  that  these  people    have 
Ummi  more  sinned   against   than   sinning, 
and  that  instead    of    being    universally 
condemned  for  their    misdeeds   they  de- 
.scrve  infinite  credit  for  their  forbearance 
under  long-continued  abuse  and  injustice. 
The  result  of  my  experience  is  that  in 
every  case  of  Indian   outbreak,  ol    raids, 
murders,  or  other  outrages  commiiled  by 
them,  if  wc  investigate    the  matter  thor- 
oughly and  penetrate  to  the  root    of  the 
evil,  we  will  invariably  find  a  white  man. 
I  do  not  preLend  to  be    an  admirer  of  the 
Indian;   far    from    it.     But,    unless   one 
resolutely  shuts  his  eyes  to  the  transac- 
tions of  daily    occurrence   about  us  here, 
or  is  dead  to  the  barest  principles  of  jus- 
tice, he  can  only  admit    that  the  Indi.ins 
in  this  district   are  euduring    oppression 
that   the    meanest   spirited  whiles  would 
rather  die   than  tolerate.     It  is  no  exag- 
geration to  say  that    some  of  these  Indi- 
ans are  literally    starving,  and  in  this  as- 
sertion I  do  not  hesitate  to    say    that    I 
will  be  supported  by  any  white  man,  civil 
or  military,  now   at  this  ag.'iicy.  and  not 
m  some  way  connected  with    tlie    Indian 
Department. 

Within  two  miles  of  the  military  post 
of  Camp  Robinson  is  a  village    of    about 
200  lodges  of  Arrapahoes.     These  In  iians 
are  .juie*,  peaceable,    poorly  armed,    and 
have  only  a  few  ponies.     As  this  country 
is  destitute  of    game,  they     are    entirely 
dependent  for    fooil    on    the  agency  here. 
Ihcy  are  supposed  to  re.eivc  every  tenth 
dav  rations  of  pork.   H.)ur,    coffee,  sugar, 
and  tobacco.    They  have  not  received  any 
rations  since  May  .".Oth,  the  issue  that  day 
consisting  of  salt  pork    ami  tobacco,  botii 
of  decide.liy  inferior    quality,  ami.    I    am 
I. .1.1  by    the     Indians,    one  third     of    the 
u>iial  ration.     The    satpe    day     they    re- 
ceive.l    a    few     small    sleer.s,     the  first  in 
twenty  days.     They   are   thronging   the 
po-l  and  cavalry   camp    here,  begging  for 
brea.l,  meat,  or  any  articleof  food.     .Men 
and  women  visit  the  back  yards  and  slo«> 
barrels,  and  eat  with  avidity  siicli  .scraps 
as  th.y  can  gather.

I'bc  Indians  are  without  the  gift  of  nuxl- 
eration.  If  you  give  to  one  of 
them,  be  conies  next  day  and 
brings  half  a  dozen  cronies.  If 
you  give  to  them  you  have  twenty  next 
day,  and  so  in  regular  proportion  until 
you  would  .soon  have  an  entire  tribe  on 
your  bands,  and  having  received  from 
you  once,  they  seem  to  feel  injured  if  you 
refu.se  them  on  a  .second  applicatioj.  So 
it  is  ptdicy  to  harden  your  heart  and  lock 
up  your  pantry.

A  tornado  swept  over  the  northwestern 
part  of  the  city  this  evening,  demolishing 
some  tliifty  or    forty  houses,  killing  four 
persons,  an.l   injuring   many   others.     It 
hi.l  been  raining  hard  for  an  hour  or  two, 
and  ba.l  cleared  off  beautifully  when    the 
tornado  came.     It  struck  the   city   at  Us 
we.stern  limit,   near   Twenlyfirst  .street, 
and  continued   to    the   corner   of    (.rand 
River  an.l  Twelfth  streets,  and  a  mile  and 
a  quarter   northeast.     This   part   of  the 
uiiy  is  thinly  settled,  with    wide  areas  of 
open  common,  an.l   all    the    houses    are 
siiLill,     cheaplv-built    frame    structures. 
Every  building  in  the  path   of  the  hum- 
I  cane  was  either  utterly  demolished  ornn- 
roo'ed.     The  air  was    filled    with     lying 
debris,  planks,  roofs,  shingles,  and  cloth- 
i,rr      Many  saw  the  danger  and    rushed 
from     their     houses,     but    were  caught 
in         the         wbirlwin.l         and     carried 
for    rods.     Others    were    caught  in    the 
rooms  of  their  houses.     The    »o»^«  «/ ''f«^. 
however,  was  surprisingly  small.  Charles 
Pcike  a.i.l    Mrs.  Fred     Ka-Umacker  were 
fatally  injured.     An    infant  child    of  Mr

years  old,  named  Richard  Hates, was  blown 
through  the  air  500  feet,  whe:^    be  struck 
in  an  elm  tree,  50   fcH;t  from    the  ground, 
and  wius  .seen  to  fall.

The  Depopulutiou  of  the  Fiji  iHlandw. 

The  London  Spccfufor  gives  the  foJlow- 
in<'  account  of  the  fearful  depopulation 
of'^tbe  Fiji  islands  by  disease  since  their 
r«rent  acquisition  bj  Great  IJritain:  "A 
British  ship,  it  appears,  landed  there  some 
returned  emigrants  ill  with  measles,  and 
these  men  scattered  to  their  homes,  'fhe 
disease  being  considered  trivial  by  Euro- 
peans, no  precautions  were  taken,  but,  as 
usual  Then  an  inferior  race  catches  an 
infectious  disease  fr.un  a  superior  one.  its 
virulence  was  intensifted.it  speedily  be- 
came a  i>lague.  and  the  natives,  naturally 
believing  that  it  had  Ik'cu  designe  lly  in- 
troduced lokill  them  otl*,  refused  medicine 
and  rushed  into  the  sea  to  alleviate  the 
torment  of  the  ra.sb.  The  bathing  pro- 
duced acute  dysentery,  and  it  is  believed 
that  most  of  the  chiefs  and  a  third  of  the 
population— say  50.000  per.«ons— have 
died.  There  is  no  certainty  that  the 
worst  is  pa«:t,  or  that  the  pestilence  may 
not  be  followed  by  a  native  outbreak, 
airainst  whie'.i  the  colonial  office  has  tak. 
#1  precautioni.  TbentiiveconBtabulajy, 
who  ar»  under  discipline,  have  been  com.

htreams,  respecting  his  lord,  his  priest, 
and  his  rirniin.  llis  hard  toil,  liko  that 
of  a  bi-a-l  oT  burden,  ceased  only  upon 
►Sunday,  when  he  shaved,  went  to  mass, 
and  t;ot  dead  drunk.  I  talked  ol  liberty 
to  .Stepan— this  was  the  name  of  my 
guardian.  But  the  impassiveness  of  8te- 
]»an  to  my  dis<-ourse  upon  liberty  was 
ehanged  to  lively  emotion  it-s  the  evening 
alvanceil.

In 
the  field,  in  the  public  hou.sc,  and  at  the 
church,  the  men  group  themselves  on 
one  sitle  anil  tlie  women  upon  the  other  ;

late ;  tell  her  you  are  a  very  old  and  in- 
timate friend ;  jtraise  me  for  my  good 
ijualities — you  know  them;  but  talk  also 
how  odd,  how  inconstant,  how  impetuous, 
how  much  accustomed  to  women  of  in- 
trigue. Ask  gravely,  "Pray 
don't  you  think  there  is  seme- 
thing  of  madness  in  that  family?"' 
Talk  of  my  various  travels,  (ierman 
prince,  Voltaire  and  ilous.seau.  Talk  of 
my  lather,  my  strong  desire  to  have  my 
own  hou.se.

my  hand  upon  her  waist,  fshe  was  in  tears 
and  rather  leaned  to  ine.'

"I  confess  I  am.     I  wiih  I  liked  you 
well  as  Auctiinleck." 

"Her  candor  would  have  put  an  end  to 
most  men's  hopes  and  passion.s,  too.  I«ut 
Boswell  went  on  for  months  provoking 
her  sarcasms,  until  he  saw  the  game  was 
up.

PRACTICAL  SUGGESTIONS. 

The  annual  inquiry  for  a  good  white- 
wash has  commeoced,  and  the  following 
maybe  found  useful;  Take  half  a  bush- 
el of  freshly  burned  lime,  slack  it  with 
boiling  water ;  cover  it  during  the  process 
to  keep  in  the  steam.  Strain  the  liquid 
through  a  fiae  sieve,  and  add  to  it  seven 
pounds  of  salt,  previously  well  dissolved 
in   warm  water ;  three   pounds  of  ground 


rice,  boiled  in  a  thin  paste  and  stirred  in 

jboiling  hot ;   onehalf  pound  of  powdered 

they  were  all  taken    in  good  part,  only  I  [Spanish  whiting,  one  pound  of  clean  glue, 

which  had  been  previously  dissolved  by 
soaking  it  well  and  then  hanging  it  over 
a  slow  fire  in  a  small  kettle  within  a 
large  one  filled  with  water.  Add  five 
gallons  of  hot  water  to  the  mixture,  stir 
it  well,  and  lei  it  stand  a  few  days  cover- 
ed from  dirt.  It  must  be  put  on  quite 
hot.  For  this  purpose  it  can  be  kept  in 
a  kettle  on  a  portable  furnace.  About  a 
pint  of  this  mixture  will  cover  a  square 
yard. 

No  poor  man  can  afford  to  buy  goods 
on  credit,  for  if  he  does,  he  usually  pays 
more  for  the  same  article  than  he  would 
if  he  paid  cash  for  it; he  is  more  liable 
to  buy  goods  he  does  not  need,  and  is

in  financial  trouble  and  ruin.  A  man 
who  habitually  buys  goods  on  credit  is 
like  a  man  who,  in  an  open  boat,  risks  the 
current  of  the  Niagara ;  the  current  of 
debts  get  stronger,  and  it  carries  him 
down. 

The  worst  of  everything  is  the  greed- 
iness of  men  for  land.  A  ne*^-comer  will 
put  his  last  dollar  in  land,  and  go  in  debt 
for  his  house  and  farming  tools,  after 
striving  hard  and  living  poor,  find  him- 
self, at  the  end  of  a  dozen  years,  worse 
ofl"  than  when  he  first  began.  This  is  the 
general  rule  of  those  who  choose  farming 
for  their  profession. 

We  have'  heard  of  a  skinflint  in  town 
who  had  a  novel  way  last  year  of  getting 
his  two  cows  pastured,  says  the  Sara^o- 
sian.  He  hired  pasture  for  one,  but 
would  alternate  the  two  beast.s,  driving 
number  one  home  when  shohad  filled  her 
stomach  with  gra.ss,  and  putting  number 
two  in  the  lot  to  take  the  place  of  num- 
ber one.  In  this  way  he  fed  two  cows, 
but  only  paid  for  the  pasturage  of  one. 
And  yet  he  had  but  one  cow  in  the  pas- 
ture at  one  time.

One  of  the  most  common  prejudices  of 
housewifesand  mothers  is  that  hard  eggs 
are  difficult  to  digest,  espeeially  the  white 
and  that  the  less  they  arc  boiled  the  bet- 
ter they  are  for  weak  and  dyspeptic 
stomachs.  The  rever.se  is  the  case,  as 
there  is  more  danger  of  raw  and  soft 
white  of  an  egg  passing  through  the  di- 
gestive apparatus  without  being  really 
digested,  th.an  when  thoroughly  boiled 
and  hanl.  In  fact  then  it  constitutes  a 
most  excellent  fomi  for  dyspeptics,  as 
experience  is  proving.  A  writer  in  tlie 
Medical  Joxirnal  says :  "Wo  have  seen 
dyspeptics  who  have  sufTered  untold  tor- 
ments with  almost  every  kind  of  food. 
No  liqued  could  betaken  without  suiTer- 
ing ;  bread  became  a  burning  acid ;  meat 
and  milk  were  solid  and  liquid  fires. 
We  have  seen  these  same  sufferers  trying 
to  avoid  food  and  drink,  and  even  going 
to  the  enema  syringe  for  sustenance. 
And  we  have  seen  their  torments  pass 
away  and  their  hunger  relieved  by  living 
upon  the  whites  of  <  ggs  which  had  been 
boiled  in  bubbling  water  for  thirty  min- 
utes. At  the  end  of  a  week  we  have 
given  the  hard  yolk  of  the  egg  with 
the  white,  and  upon  this  diet  alone,  with- 
out fluid  of  any  kind,  we  have  seen 
them  begin  to  gain  flesh  and  .strength 
and  refreshing  sleep.  After  weeks  of  this 
treatment  they  have  been  able,  with  care, 
to  begin  upon  other  food."  And  all  this 
the  writer  adds,  without  taking  medicine 
He  says,  what  we  also  have  alway.^  main- 
tained that  hard-boiled  eggs  are  not  half 
so  bad  as  half-boiled  ones,  and  ten  times 
as  easy  to  digest  as  raw  ones  ;  and  we 
have  no  doubt  that  an  animal  may  be 
starved  to  death  by  eating  only  the  raw 
white  of  egg ;  for  ihe  same  reason  that 
dogs  have  been  starved  by  eating  gelatin 
alone.  Only  toothless  babies  can  digest 
soft  food,  such  as  milk. 


HOUSEHOLD  HINTS. 


Doughnuts.— Three  eggs,  1  cup  of  su- 
gar, 1  quart  of  flour,  butter  size  of  1-2 
an  egg,  3-4  cup  of  milk,  1  teasoonful  of 
cream  tartar,  1-2  tcaspooonful  of  soda, 
nutmeg,  salt.  Beat  eggs  and  sugar  to- 
gather,  Rub  the  cream  tartar  in  the 
flour,  and  cut  the  butter  in  it.  Dissolve 
the  soda  in  the  milk.  To  the  beaten  eggs 
and  sugar  add  the  milk  with  soda,  nut- 
meg, salt,  and  flour  with  the  cream  tar- 
tar, and  butter.     Fry  in  hot  lard. 

To  remove  paint  splashed  upon  win- 
dow panes,  use  a  hot  solution  of  soda  and 
soft  flannel.

The  he.st  method  of  easing  a  cough  is 
to  resist  it  with  all  the  force  of  will  po.ssi- 
bic,  until  the  accumilation  of  phlegm  be- 
comes greater ;  then  there  is  something 
to  cough  against,  and  it  comes  up  Tery 
much  easier  and  with  half  the  coughing. 
A  great  deal  of  hacking  and  hemming  and 
coughing  in  invalids  is  purely  nervous, 
or  the  result  of  mere  habit,  as  is  shown 
by  the  frequency  with  which  it  occurs 
while  the  patient  is  thinking  about  it, 
and  i^its  comparative  i  arity  when  he  is  so 
niHch  engaged  that  there  is  no  time  to 
think,  or  when  the  attention  is  impelled 
in  another  direction. 

To  make  a  good  servant  let  the  mis- 
tress of  the  house  take  two  pounds  of  the 
very  best  self-control  a  jwund  and  a  half  of 
patience,  a  pound  and  a  harf  of  justice,  a 
pound  of  consideration,  and  a  pound  of 
discipline.  Let  this  be  sweetened  with 
charity,  let  this  simmer  well,  and  let  it 
be  taken  in  daily  or  (in  extreme  cases)  in 
hourly  doses,  and  be  kept  always  on  hand. 
Then  the  domestic  wheel  will  run  quite 
smoothly- 

To  clean  a  brown  porcelain  kettle,  boil 
peeled  potatoes  in  it.  The  porcelain  will 
he  rendered  nearly  as  white  as  when  new. 
Cold  green  tea,  very  strong  and  sweet- 
ened with  sugar,  well,  when  set  around 
the  room  in  saucers,  will  attract  flics  and 
distroy  them. 

Sprigs  of  wintergreen  or  ground  ivy 
will  drive  away  red  ants ;  branches  of 
wormwood  will  serye  the  same  purpose 
for  black  ants. 

A  teaspoonfuU  of  nitre(per  gallon  of 
milk),  dissolved  in  as  much  water  as  it 
will  take,  and  put  in  the  pail  before 
milking,  it  will  lessen  the  taste  of  tur- 
nips or  other  vegetables  in  the  milk. 

Water  containing  lime  compounds- 
very  common  in  country  wells— may  be 
rendered  fit  for  use,  for  many  purposes  in 
the  arts,  by  the  addition  of  a  little  chol- 
ride  of  ammonia. 

An  ink  stand  was  turned  over  upon  a 
white  tablecloth ;  a  servant  threw  over 
it  a  mixture  of  salt  and  pepper  plentiful- 
ly, and  all  traces  of  it  disappeared. 

Picture  frames  and  glasses  are  preserv- 
ed from  flies  by  painting  them  with  a 
brush  dipped  in  a  mixture  made  by  boil- 
ing three  or  four  onions  in  a  pint  o(  wa- 
ter.

Black  Hnl.8,  D.  T.,  June  24,  1875.  \ 

A  train  of  ten  wagons  starts  for  Fort 
Laraciie  in  a  few  moments,  and  I  drop 
you  a  hasty  letter. 

This  camp  is  on  what  is  supposed  to  be 
French  Creek,  and  wis  reached  the  16th 
inst.  by  th«  detachment,  accompanied  by 
headquarters,  that  passed  up  north 
through  the  western  foot-hills  of 
the         Black         Hills  to  Cus- 

ter's trail,  which  it  followed 
down,  with  a  few  deviations,  to  this  point. 
Two  companies  of  the  command  came 
quickly  through  from  Camp  Jenny,  leav- 
ing the  20th  inst.  and  arriving  the  22d 
inst.  The  other  company  of  cavalry  re- 
mained at  Camp  Jcnney  until  the  arrival 
of  the  supply  train  escorted  by  the  com- 
panies of  infantry,  and  came  through  with 
it  in  two  days,  arriving  last  night  late. 

General  Custer  has  described  Floral 
valley  and  the  country  passed  over  bv  a 
part  of  this  command,  and  I  would  like 
very  much  to  describe  that  between  here 
and  Camp  Jenncy,  but  time  debars  it,  as 
it  oven  does  this  section.  But  suihce  it 
to  say  that  the 

CHARACTER  OF  THE  COUNTRY 

is  entirely  changed  from  that  of  the  west- 
ern portion  of  the  liills,  and  that  the 
streams  here  have  water  in  them,  and 
soft  water  at  that,  and  they  wind  and 
twist  between  high  hills  or  mountains, 
not  unlike  the  Ozark  Mountains  in  South- 
east Missouri.  In  fact,  this  country  re- 
sembles very  much  the  country 
around  Pilot  Knob,  with  the  diflerence 
that  the  hills  here  look  like  a  view 
through  the  small  end  of  a  telescope,  and 
there  like  one  through  the  large  end.  In- 
stead of  iron  rocks,  there  are  micaschist 
and  micaceous  quartz.  The  soil  of  this 
stream  is  black  loam,  sparkling  with  a 
large  portion  of  mica  and  now  and  then 
gold,  and  every  foot  of  it  is  taken  u|>  by 
miners  for  placer  diggings. 

Right  on  our  camp  ground  colors  are 
found  in  every  wa.sh-basin,  but  we  are 
too  fur  down,  and  all  the  gold  found  here 
is  very  light,  but  quantities  as  also  the 
quality  increase  as  we  go  up. 

A  man  from  some  claims  some  five 
miles  up  was  in  camp  yesterday  and  s.ays 
a  sluice  he  has  been  making  from  lumber 
his  party  has  whip-sawed  out  will  Ije  run- 
ning in  a  day  or  so,  and  bets  two  baskets 
of  champagne  that  he  will  take  out  from 
tieo  to  1150,  tr  S17.00  to  $25.00 
a  day  per  man.  As  yet  your  corres- 
pondent has  not  had  ample  opportunity 
to  examine  thoroughly  and  report  deti- 
nitely  upon  the  matter  of  whcthea  or  not 
the  gold  is  in  large  paying  quantities,  but 
the  simple  fact  that  at  this  point  is  a 
largo  expensive  stockade,  and  that  others 
are  being  erected  along  the  streams  and 
all  the  ground  taken  up  by

a«  the  risk  of  their  lives  and  with  the 
knowledge  that  by  so  doing  they  become 
outlaws,  foices  one  into  the  conviction 
that  the  gold  is  here  in  paying  (juaiili- 
ties.  Moreover,  these  same  miners  sav 
that  I'rof.  Jenney  was  sent  out  lure  to 
find  no  gold,  and  that  his  report  was 
made  out  in  the  Interior  Department  in 
Washington  before  ho  started,  and  all  he 
has  to  do  on  his  return  is  to  sign  it,  and 
this  is  strongly  concurred  in  by  a  large 
part  of  the  command. 

Besides  this  creek,  others  have  been 
found  to  the  north  and  west  that  it  is 
claimed  are  better  than  thi.s,  the  gold 
bearing  coar.ser.  Several  quartz  lodes 
suppo.sed  to  be  rich  have  been  di.scovered 
and  specimens  are  en  route  to  be  a.ssayed. 
The  trouble  is,  the  country  is  so  little 
known  that  nothing  deliiiite  about  the 
extent  of  the  gold  region  has  been  a.scer- 
tained. 

The  fact  is  sufficiently  established  that 
there  is  gold  here,  and     nothing    yet  has 
proved  a    bar  to  the    miners"  intrepidity. 
Gold  is  too  scarce  an  article  in  this  paper 
flooded  country  to  allow  a   gold  country 
to  remain,  even  unexplored,  or    when  ex- 
plored,   undeveloped.     Public    sentiment 
will    open      the    Black    llill.s    notwith- 
htaniling      the       opposition      of        that 
all      powerful      and       corrupt       Indian 
ring,  which  know  that  opening  the  Black 
Hills  will  conquer  the  strongest  tribes  of 
Indians  in  the   whole   land,   and   destroy 
the  richest  harvest  to  them.     The  Indian 
ring  has  fought  long    strongly,  and    will, 
but  it  has  found  a  merciless    enemy  now. 
It  has  secured  millions   of  <lollars   everv 
year  against  the  opposition  of  the   army 
and  its  minor   opponent    rin;:K,   and    has 
grown  to  such    preponderous   dimensions 
that  It  defied  everything,    but   when   the 
<[uestion  comes  down  to  Gold  vs.    Paper, 
the  ring  must  "cave." 

The  miners  seem  to  be  well  dispo.scd 
here,  and  they  will  offer  no  resistance  or 
opposition  to  authority;  that  all  they 
want  is  twenty  minutes  notice  and  thev 
will  "vamose,  '  but  that|they  will  watch, 
and  when  the  opportunity  comes  they 
will  swoop  down  like  the  falcon. 

The  great  trouble  on  this  stream  is 
not  sufficient  fall  and  no  place  for  tail- 
ings, audit  is  thought  that  thecieek  will 
not  hold  out  the  entire  year.  Moreover, 
the  bed-rock  is  covered  with  water,  so 
that  all  these  difficulties  have  to  be  con- 
tended with  here,  but  those  who  know 
the  most  are  the  most  hopeful ;  nor  arc 
they  trying  to  sell. 

The  mail  came  day  before  yesterday, 
having  been  forwarded  from  Camp  Jen- 
ney by  a  dotachm-nt  of  cavalry  upon  the 
arrival  of  the  supply-train.

The  Creiv  of    liie    Scbooner  Fiorinda 
and  Tlteir  Marti inir  lliatorr. 

[From  the  New  Orleans  Picayune.] 
Recent  revelations  have  excited   an  in- 
ten.se  and  growing  interest  in  the  fate   of 
the  fifteen  or  twenty  men  who,  more  than 
a  quarter  of  a  century  ago,  chartered  the 
s(  hooner     Fiorinda  and  set   sail    for  the 
golden  shores  of  California.     For  twenty- 
six  years  the  families  of  the  adventurers 
have  mourned  them  as    lost.       The    last 
news  of  the  Fiorinda  was  received   late  in 
the  year  1849,  from   Rio  Janeiro.     She 
had  put    in    at  that  port  some  time  pre- 
vious, and   th^n   proceeded  on  her  way, 
leaking    badly,    it    was    said.     A   ves.sel 
touching  at  Rio  Janeiro  shortly  afterward 
reported    having    spoken    the    Fiorinda 
in      the      Pacific,     just      beyond     Cape 
Horn.       From       that       time       forward 
nothing     more      was      ever      heard      of 
the  Fiorinda,  and  it  became  an   accepted 
theory  that  she  had  been  c-ist  away    and 
her  crew  lost  .somewhere  on  the  southern 
Pacific  coast.     No  tidings    reached    the 
families  of  the  ill-fated  argonauts,  and  2G 
years  slipped  by  without  a  waif  or  whis- 
per to  disturb  the  melancholy  conviction 
which  had  sealed  the  record  of  their  mel- 
ancholy   lives.       Their    childoen      have 
grown  to  manhood  and  womanhood  with- 
out the    knowledge,     with    scarcely    the 
memory,  of  a  father"s    love.     The    hopes 
that  clustered    around    them    have   long 
ago  been  transferred  to  that    other  world 
in  which  they  are  believed  to  be. 

Such  is  the  story,  as  it  has  passed  cur- 
rent all  this  time,  with  the  general  public 
and  with  the  greater  number  of  the  rela 
fives  of  the  Fiorinda  company.  At  first, 
of  course,  there  were  doubts  and  fears 
and  expectations,  more  or  le.ss reluctantly 
resigned  for  certainty,  but  to  this  con- 
clusion all  eventually  came,  and 
the  loss  of  the  schooner  with  all 
on  board  has,  for  fully  a  quarter  of  a 
century,  been  regarded  as  a  fact  about 
which  there  could  be  no  .sort  of  question 
The  unfortunate  men  have  been  as  utter- 
ly given  up  as  though  their  burials  had 
taken  place  in  the  presence  of  the  whole 
community,  and  to  have  told  any  of  their 
families  that  they  were  still  alive  would 
have  been  to  ask  them  to  believe  that  the 
dead  had  ri.seii  after  twenty-five  lyears  of 
sepulchre,  and  walked  forth  once  more 
among  the  living. 

Within  the  past  few  days,  however,  pre- 
cisely this  proposition  has,  in  effect,  been 
made.  The  strange  and  startling  state- 
ment has  transpired  that  Harmon  Jones 
and  his  fellow-voyagers  were  not  lost,  as 
we  have  thought,  but  arc  now  alive  on 
some  nameless  and  undiscovered  island 
in  the  lower  Pacific. 

About  a  month  ago   a   friend   of  Mrs. 
Harmon  Jones  read  in  an  English    paper 
an  account  of  some  Briti.sh  vessel    having 
been  driven  out  of  her  course  in  a   storm 
and  sighted  an    unknown   island.     Much 
to  the  surprise  of    the   crew,    the    island 
turned  out  to  be  inhabited,  and  still  more 
astonishing,  by  men  who  spoke  the    Eng- 
lish language.     The  rest  of  the  story,    as 
given  iu  the  paper  referred  to,  is  that  the 
castaways  told  the  ship's   company    that 
they  vvere    the    Florida   party,    who  had 
sailed  from  New  Orleans   in   1849,  bound 
for    California;     that    they     had     been 
wrecked  on    the    island    and    had  dwelt 
there  ever  .since,  it  being  t'  en  more  than 
twenty-five  years  that  they  had  not  .seen 
a  human  face  or  a  sign  o(  the  world  from 
which  they  were   so   utterly   eliminated. 
The  paper  gave  the  names  of  several,   all 
of  whom  are  known  to  have  been   of  the 
Florida's  crew,  and  in  many   other  ways, 
according  to  the  version   of  Mrs.  Jones" 
friend,  the  identity  of  the  party   was    es- 
tablished, as  none  but    themselves    could 
have  established  it.   It  was  further  .stated 
that  the  Britishj  vessel    offered    to    tak« 
the      men     on     board,     but      they     de- 
clined,    saying     they     had     been       lost 
for  a  quarter  of   a    century;     that    they 
knew  not  in  what  situation    they    would 
find  the  families  they  had  left,   and   that 
they  preferred  staying  and  ending  their 
days  there  rather  than   venture   back    to 
.such  a  doubtful    and    uncertain    future. 
This  paper   was   four   months  old   when 
Mr<.  Jones'  friend  saw  it,  one  month  ago, 
and  the  events  narrated    were    described 
as  having  occurred  four  months   previous 
to  the  issue  of  the  paper,     It  is  just  nine 
months,  then,  since  the   i.sland    was   dis- 
covered by  the  British  vessel,  and  at  that 
time  all  or  nearly    all,    of    the    Florida 
party  appear  to  have  been  alive. 

It  need  not  be  said  that  this   news  has 
aroused  the  deepest    interest.       To    the 
community  at  large  it  recalls  the  familiar 
occurrence  of  the  Florida's  sailing  from 
New  Orleans  with  its  adventurous   com- 
pany.    To  the    families   of    the   ill-fated 
men  it  comes  like   a    message    from    an- 
other world,  and  is  as  though  it  were  the 
announcement        of      a        resurrection. 
Within  the  past   few    days  the   reHttives 
have    been    living    in    a    state    of    con- 
stant excitement,  and   many  of  them,  es- 
pecially the  sons  of  Harmon  Jone.s.  John 
A.  Sidney,  and  Capt.  Kenmure,   the  skip- 
per of  the  Fiorinda,  have    devote<l  them- 
selves to    the  task  of  following  the   clew 
given  by  the  friend  who    saw  the  English 
paper.     Extensive  inquiries   are  now  on 
foot,  and  the   British   consul  has   kindly 
interested    himself  in  the    affair  so  far  as 
to  apiee  to   for  vai d  to   the  war   office  in 
London  a  full    statement  of  the    circum- 
stances, so  that  the    name  of  the    ves.sel 
which  touched    at  tlie  castaway's   home 
can  bo   asjcertained    and  the    bearings  of 
the  island  taken   from  her  log.     It  would 
greatly  facilitate  thir  end,  however,  if  the 
copy  of  the  paper  giving   the  original  ac- 
count were    found,    it  is  still  hoped    that 
some  one  who  .sees    this  publication    may 
hhve    noticed  the    paper,  and  be    able  to 
tell  us  where  a  number  can    be  had.     On 
that  contingency  depends  much  that  will 
simplify  and  expedite  the  que.st;  but  it  is 
certain  that  in  any  case  the  friends  of  the 
Florinda"s  crew  will  never  rest  agam  until 
the  mystery  is    fathomed    to  its    utmo.^t 
depth.

I  fully  approve  yonr  platlorm  iu  regard  to 
corporations.  S>me  people  niny  say  that  the 
Oraiivers  wi.^h  to  sma.sh  the  railroads,  but  in 
reality  there  i^  no  class  of  i«ople  mtue  friend- 
ly to  railroads  thnn  the  Orangers.  They  rec- 
ognize the  ntoe>sity,  the  power  and  important 
material  uselulness  of  these  railroads  in  the 
rtrvel (.piiient  ol  the  State.  They  only  say  that 
iriesp«jusible  power  should  not  bc'vestedin 
these  oorfioratious,  nor  should  they  be  per- 
mitted to  practice  extortion  or  uniirst  discrimi- 
nation.

A  RACE  HORSE'S  INSTWCT. 

The    following,     says     the    Baltimore 
Anitrican,  is  one  of  the  most  remarkable 
instances   on   record    of  the  instinct  of  a 
horse.     Immediately  after  the   last  day's 
meeting  of  tho  Maryland  Jockey  Club  at 
Pimlico     this   spring,     Business,     Artist, 
George    West  and   two   or   three   other 
broken-down   racers  were   put  up  at  auc> 
tion  by  their  owner,  Mr.  Joseph  Uonabnc. 
As  is  generally    the   case,   however,    no 
one  wanted  to   purchase  them,  and  with 
tho   exception   of  Jim  Crow,   none   were 
sold.     They    were  taken  back  to  the  sta- 
bles,  and   on   tho   following  da}'  George 
W^est,    tho  renowned   steeple  chaser  was 
sent    to  the  farm   of  Captain    Powers  in 
Baltimore    county,    and   turned  out   to 
pasture  with  a  number  of  common  work- 
ing horses.     Strange  to  say,  however,  the 
old   racer   refuses  to  a.«sociate  with   the 
common  bores,  and  will  not  even  remain 
in   the   same   part  of  the  field  with  them 
except  in  certain  hours.     Every  morning 
and   evening   during  a  raccs's  training  he 
is  walked  .slowly  around  a  .small  circle  for 
an  hour  or  so.     These  walking  circles  can 
be  found   near    the  stables  at  every  race 
track,    and   they    are    usually  about  100 
feet  in  diameter.     On    the    first   morning 
after  old  George  West  was  turned  out  ol 
the   stable    at   Captain  Powers'  farm,  he 
waited   around   the  stable  doors  for  .some 
time,  and  neighed   as   if  impatient.     The 
old  horse  sjient  the  entire  tirst  day  walk- 
ing  up   and  down  in  front  of  the  stables. 
On  the    following  morning  he  was  turned 
out   again,  and  after  standing  around  the 
stable   for   some    time  he  walked  oil' to  a 
distant   corner  of  the  field,  where  he  pro- 
ceeded to  walk  around  in  a  circle  of  about 
tifty  or  si.xty  yards.     The  walk  was  kept 
up  fur  an  hour  as  steadiiy  as  he  had  ever 
done  in  his  palmiest  training  days.     After 
exrcising   about   an    hour   the  old  horse 
left     his    walking    ground    and    capered 
around   the   field  as  if  delighted.     In  the 
cveninij  it  was  noticed  that  shortly  before 
sundown  he  threw  up  his  head,  and,  after 
neighing   once  or    twice,  gallopc<l  aiound 
the  entire  field  seven  or  eight  times.     He 
then  .suddenly  stopped  and  went  to  the 
same   circle   used  by  him  in  the  morning 
and  walked  around  it  regularly  for  about 
an  hour.     At   the  wxpiration  of  that  time 
he  went    to    the  stable.     These  exercises 
of    walking     and     galloping    have    been 
repeated  regularly  ever  since,  and  Captain 
Powers  Slates  that  the  time  George  West 
begins  exercising  each  day  does  not  vary 
over    half  an    hour.     IU    was  kept  in  the 
stable    two  days  without  getting  out,  but 
when  turned   out  on  the  third  he  at  once 
began  his    walk    and   kept  it  up  as  usual. 
The  other  hoiscs  in  the  lield  have  follow- 
ed his  example,  and   n"w  every    morning 
and  evening  seven    common    horses  mav 
bo  seen  moving  regularly  around  the  sin  ill 
circle   like   a    string  of  ric-iy.  headed  by 
George  West.     The    .siglu    )■>  a  iiovlI  one, 
and  hundreds  of  pcr.sons  have  visited  ific 
farm  during  the  past  week    to  witne-s  it. 
Beyond    the   walking   George   West  docs 
not  mix  with  the  common  herd  at  all,  and 
takes  his  gallops  entirely  alo.ie.     George 
West  is  now  over  six  years  oM,  but  there 
is  probably  no  steeplcchas-i  now  living  in 
this   country  that  in  his  loiii  tli  and  tilth 
year.H  won   as   many   gallant  racta  us  ho 
has  done.     He  was  sired  by  A.^teroid  oui 
of  that  fast  old  mare,  Katie  Hayes.     Jlc 
came  into  Mr.  Donahue's  pos.scssion  when 
a  three-year-old,  and  after  running  on  ihe 
tiat   for  sonic  time  with    moderate  speed, 
was  in    the    fall    of  the  same  year  tried 
across  countr}'.     He  was  very  successful, 
and  in  his  four-year-old  form  won  no  less 
than  eight  of  the  sixteen  races  he  started 
for.      It    was,  however,  as  ii  live-3'ear-old 
that    he    biTamc   moit  famous,  and  with 
Hugh    (Jartney  on    his  back,  was  by  bet- 
ting men    considered  inVmcjble.     In  that 
year    he    won    no    less  than  eleven  races 
and  lost  two,  being  beaten  only  b}'   Bullet 
and  Limestone.     The   hard  work  attend- 
ing   the    training    for    thirteen  rcccs  and 
winning  eleven  of  tlnin  w.is  too  great,  and 
the    gallant    h'>rse    was  brought  back    to 
Pimlico    last    fall  in  badly  used-up  condi- 
tion.     During     tiu     winter  he    improved 
greatly,    and    at    one    time  this  spring  it 
was    thought    that  he    would    be   able  to 
run  again,    but    his    legs    could  not  stand 
the   severity   of  the  course    of  training 
pursued  in  the  Donahue  .stable  and  he  was 
ritired.      During    his    racing  days  George 
West   defeated  at  one  time  or  another  all 
the    great  steeplechaser.^  in  the  country. 
The  most-wideiy  known  hor.scs  beaten  by 
him    were   LMiHy,    Milesinn.   Blind   Tom, 
Limestone,   Bullet,  and  Jack  the  Barber. 
During   one  of   George    West's    greatest 
races    his  rider  fell  ott'in  cro.ssing  a  water 
pump  in  the  tir.*-t  half  mile  of  the  contest, 
but    the    horse    kept  on,  taking  hurdles, 
ditches,  and      walls     in     fine  style,     and 
secured-  a    second  place    after    running  a 
mile  and  a  half  without  a  rider  and  with- 
out going  off  the  course.     As   he  was  not 
ridden  to  the  string,  however,  the  judges 
did  not  give  him  a  i)lacc. 
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A  STRANGE  STORY. 

[From  the  Wanviek  (N.  Y.)  Advertiser,  July  l.J 
In  the  fail  ef  1861  Sylvanys  Q.iacken- 
bush,  a  thriving  farmer  residing  near 
WarwicK,  went  to  New  York  with  a  drove 
of  cattle,  which  he  disposed  of.  He  then 
returned  to  northern  New  Jersey  to  pur- 
chase .some  sheep.  At  Patcr.ion  he  was 
met  by  (jeorge  W.  Sanford,  to  whom  he 
paid  ft200,  which  was  the  last  seen  of  him. 
His  friends  afierwanl  traced  him  to  New 
York,  where  he  had  disposed  of  the  .sheep 
purcha.sed  in  New  Jersey,  and a.sccitainrd 
that  he  lunched  at  the  Girard  House,  now 
the  Cosmopolitan  Hotel,  at  Hud.son  and 
Chambers  streets.  From  that  time  until 
about  five  years  ngo,  nothing  was  heard 
of  him,  and  by  most  people  it  was  l)e- 
lieved  that  he  had  been  murdered  for  bis 
money,  as  it  was  certain  that  he  had  be- 
tween S3,000  and  »5,000  with  him  at  the 
time. 

About  five  years  ago  his  wife  received 
a  letter  from  some  one  in  the  West,  stat- 
ing that  be  was  there  sick.  As  Mrs. 
Quackenbush  had  been  left  penniless  af- 
ter the  settlement  of  bis  estate,  and  once 
before  parties  had  swindled  her  (or  her 
friends)  of  some  two  hundred  dollars,  by 
representing  that  he  had  died  at  some 
distant  place  and  left  considerable  prop- 
erty, no  attention  was  paid  to  the  letter.

BREEDING    AND     MANAGEMENT  OF 
FARM  HORSES. 

From   what   has   been  already  written 
on    this  subject  in  the  Inteb-Ocean,  it  is 
very   evident  that  it   requires  more  than 
ordinary   experience   in  order  to  select  a 
suitable   male     for     breeding    purpo.ses. 
Such   a    hor.se   should   not  only    be  free 
from   all    blemish,   and  vice,  but  should 
also    be    pos.ses.sed    of  the    qualifications 
wb  ch  are  most  likely  to  produce  a  breed 
of  horses  suitable    for   agricultural  pur- 
poses.    The  breeder  should  select  a  horse 
large     and    powerful,  and  yet  compact, 
standing    perhaps   nearly    sixteen   hands 
high,    and  yet  comparatively  short  in  the 
legs,  so  as  to  deceive  a  bystander  with  re- 
gard to   his   height.     There   is  no  point 
more    desirable     than     that    the    horse 
should   appear  smaller  than  he  really  is  ; 
it  IS  at  once  a  sure  proof  that  the  animal 
is  symmetrically   formed.     However,  we 
take  it    lor  granted  that  the  stallion  is  a 
fine,  handsome  animal,  and  these  observa- 
tions will    be   more  useful — which  point 
out  tho  delects   that   may   co-exist  with 
this    fine    appearance.     First,   then,    we 
may   notice  that    to  which  large,  coarse- 
bred  horses  are  so  very  much  predisposed, 
the   po.sscRsion   of  large   ring   bones    on 
the   pasterns.     It   is  scarcely  po.ssible  to 
find   a    suitable  horse  entirely  free  from 
this  defect,  but  we  should  at  any  rate  se- 
lect  one    that   is  the  least  objectionable, 
and  reject  altogether  a  hor.sc  that  is  lame 
Irotn  such  causes.     The  hock  is  a  most  im- 
portant joint,  being  severely  cali-d  upon 
in   the  act  of  progression,  particulary  in 
draught,      and     consequently    liable    to 
strains.     The  existence  of  any  di.scasc  of 
this    joint,    whether    curbs,    spavins,  or 
thoroughpins,   should  therefore    be  suffi- 
cient to  condemn  the  horse.     The  hocks 
should    be  broad  in  front  and  neither  too 
straight   nor  too   crooked,    nor   yet  cat- 
hammered.     When   we    consider    that  a 
heavy  draft  hor.so  has  often  a  load  of  four 
or    five   tons  behind  him,  which  in  going 
round   a  corner   devolves   on  him  alone, 
and    in    the  action  of  walking  must  thus 
be  thrown   alternately   on  each  hock,  the 
importance   of  having  this  joint  free  from 
disease   and  from  all  tendency  to  disease 
must    be   apparent.     Next  in  importance 
are    the    eyes,    which    in    the  old  horse 
should   be   free  from  every  semblance  of 
defect    (unle.ss  through    accident),  and  in 
the    young    horse  should  also  be  free  not 
only    from    disease,  but  from  all  appear- 
ance of  tendency  to  it.     The  eyes  should 
be  full  without  being  too  convex,  for  the 
small   sunken   eyes    is    certainly     much 
more    liable  to  disea.se  than  a  large  clear 
eye.     The    fore   legs  of  the  horse  should 
be    strong    and    flat  below  the  knee,  and 
by   no   means  round  and  gummy,  either 
before   or  behind,  for,  cart  horses  having 
always  a  stronger  predisposition  to  swell- 
ng  and  humors   than   other  horses,  it  is 
most    ei^sential    to  guard  against  this  evil 
by    selecting  the  stallion  as  free  as  possi- 
ble from  such  predAposition  ;  and  for  the 
same   reason   the   less  white  hair  there  is 
about   the   legs   the  bettc  ;  and,  indeed, 
there  should  not  be  too  much  hair  of  any 
color.     The    forearm   should    be    strong 
and    mu.scular,    and  .should  not  stand  too 
much   under  the  body,  for,  although  this 
is    not    of    the  same  importance  as  with 
o:ber   horses,   yet  it  is  extremely  desira- 
ble ;  so  likewise  with  regard  to  the  shoul- 
ders— they   should    be  tolerably  oblique, 
for    when    the     shoulders    are  good  the 
horse    is    likely    to    be    a  good  aalker, 
which    is    a    very     important    point    in 
draught    horses.     The  elbows  should  not 
be  too    close    to    tho    cb»st,    but  there 
.should  be  plenty  of  room  to  put  the  hand 
between    them.     This   pinning  of  the  el- 
bows   to    the    ribs    is  the  principal  fault 
with    some   of  our    finest-bred    draught 
horses  and   it   causes  the  animal  to  have 
very    bad    action.     With    regard   to   the 
neck,    it    had  better    be  rather  too  thick 
than  too  thin,  of  the  average  length,  and 
if    moderately    arched   .so    much    better. 
It   is  a  great  fault  in  all  horses  but  patic- 
ularly    draught    horses — to    have  a  sore 
neck.     The   angles   formed    by  the  junc- 
tion  of  the    neck  with  the  body,  and  by 
the   head    with    the  neck;  shouM  not  be 
too  acute,  for  such  horses  are  very  liable 
to  poll  evil,  from  the  disposition  induced 
of  throwing  up  their  heels  suddenly  and 
thus  striking    their  poll  violently  against 
some   object   above   them — such  as  a  low 
door-way.     With     regard   to    the   other 
points,   the   back   should  be  straight  and 
broad,  the  ribs  well  arched,  and  the  fal.«e 
ribs  of  due  length,  so  as  to  give  the  abdo- 
men   capacity   and   roundness,    the    tail 
should   be    well   set   out — not  too  droop- 
ing- and    the   quarter  should  be  full  and 
muscular      If  a   large   horse,   he  should 
be  eight  feet  in  circumference.     The  foot 
is   a   matter   of  very    great  importance. 
The   tendency   of  many  heavy  horses  is 
to  have    thjn,  flat  feet,  but  a  stallion  so 
constructed  is  exf^eedingly  objectionable. 
An  abundance  of  horn,  .so  as  afford  a  firm 
holding   for  nails  and  heavy  shoes  which 
such  animals  are  obliged  to  wear,  is  ex- 
tremely desirable,  and    the  feet  had  bet- 
ter  be   too   large   than  too    small.     One 
precaution  in   breeding  is  strongly  to  be 
recommended,   whic^   is  never    to  breed 
from    animals   of  a    vicious    dispo.sition. 
It  is  unfortunate  enough  for  society  that 
the   vicious   among  mankind  are  enabled 
to  perpetvate  themselves;  it  were  folly, 
indeed,   in    the    highest  degree  to  permit 
the     vices    of  quadrupeds   to   be   added 
systematically  to  the  catalogue  of  crimes. 
Biters,   kickers,  gibbers,  and  horses  diffi- 
cult to  shoe  should  be  therefore  carefully 
avoided,   and     .so    likewi.sc     should     the 
po.ssessors    of  the  minor  vices  and  other 
hereditary  faults. 

MYSTERIES  OF  THE  SEA . 

The  bark  Albert,  Capt.  Reede  of  Bath, 
from  Padang  on  Februaiy  10,  loaded  with 
coffee,  encountered  a  hurricane  in  lat.  17 
40  S.,  Ion.  83  21  E.,  on  the  7th  of  March, 
which  lasted  sixteen  hours.  Heavy  seas 
from  every  direction  broke  o\er  the  ves- 
sel fore  and  aft,  filling  the  cabin  and  for- 
ward house,  staving  in  doors,  windows, 
and  blinds,  damaging  all  the  medicine 
and  a  large  amount  of  stores  ;  cut  away 
bulwarks  on  both  sides  to  let  the  water 
off;  ves.sel  lying  under  bare  poles  on  her 
l>eams  end.s,  with  her  yards  in  the  watper  ; 
laboring  and  strainiue  Tery  he»v)Iy ; 
w»ibed  away  all  lh«>  ho&d  H^iU.  billot 
bHd  i»d  jpiit  ot  outAdt«t , Btir')oard  cftti 


and  main  topgallant  mast ;  blew 
away  nearly  a  whole  suit  of  Eails  from 
the  gaskets;  pump.s  constantly  going;, 
pumping  up  coffee  and  discolored  water; 
the  men  lashed  and  standing  up  to  their 
armpits  in  water.  The  morning  after  the 
hurricane  John  Williams,  a  seaman,  had 
a  shock  of  palsy,  caused  by  fright  during 
the  hurricane;  his  left  arm  being  para- 
lyzed In  a  month,  by  constant  bathing, 
he  recovered  the  use  of  his  arm.  We  be- 
calmed 17  days  between  lat.  1  to  3  N.,  it 
raining  in  torrents  most  of  the  time.  Z. 
Peterson,  Peter  Weggren  and  H.  Logan, 
seamen,  became  blind  as  the  sun  went 
down,  their  sight  returning  as  it  rose 
again.  Not  able  to  account  for  the 
cause. 


The  attempt  to  clear  the  convicted  Ku- 
Klux,  of  Owen  county,  Ky.,  on  legal 
technicalities  having  failed,  four  have 
been  sentenced-  three  for  th' ee  years  at 
hard  labor  and  one  for  two  years.  The 
murder  of  Russell,  a  witness  against 
them,  is  supposed  to  have  been  com- 
mitted by  friends  of  these  convicts. 

The  races  at  Detroit,  Mich.,  closed 
Thursday  with  a  free  to  all  for  a  purse  of 
S2,500,  with  Judge  Fullerton,  American 
Girl  and  Lady  Maude  as  starters.  Lady 
Maude  won  the  first  heat  and  Fullerton 
the  next  three.  Time  2:20,  2:211-4, 
2:22  1-4,2:19  3-4.  The  race  was  wit- 
nessed by  fully  5,(XK)  people. 

Tho  New  York  Herald's  train  last 
Sunday  ran  from  New  York  to  the  Sus- 
pension Bridge,  470  miles,  in  11  hours,  or 
nt  the  rate  of  about  43  miles  an  hour.

There  are 
over  1,000  men,  women,  and  children  in 
the  company,  nearly  100  horses,  includ- 
ing the  blooded  stock  of  i-ace-lior.se.s,  bc- 
.sides  droves  of  elephants,  camels,  buffa- 
loes, and  ponies,  a  pack  of  fifty  imported 
English  stag  hounds,  about  one  hundred 
of  the  most  gorgeous  chariots  and  tab- 
leaux cars  It  has  a  large  force  of  cooks 
and  a  number  of  cooking  tent.s,  and  pro- 
vides meals  for  about  eight  hundred  ein- 
plo3'ces,  the  balance  going  to  hotels.  It 
carries  its  own  blacksmith.s,  wagon-mak- 
erg,  armorers,  wardrobe-makers,  and  an 
army  of  carpenters,  builders  and  survey- 
ors, some  of  whom  precede  the  show  ten 
days  to  erect  the  seats  and  lay  out  the 
track.  The  renowned  Philadelphia

Owatonna,  Monday,  Aug.  16  ;  Minneapo 
lis,  Tuesday,  Aug.  17;  Saint  Paul,  Wed- 
nesday, Aug.  18 ;  Red  Wing,  Ihur.sday, 
Aug.  19;  Winona,  Friday,  Aug.  20;  La 
Crosse,  Saturday,  Aug.  21st. 

Excursion  trains  will  be  run  to  these 
places  at  reduced  fares.  Not  the  least 
attractive  part  of  the  mammoth  concern 
are  ihe  balloon  ascensions  of  Prof  Don- 
aldson who,  each  day  where  sufficient 
gas  can  be  procured,  will  take  several 
companions  beyond  the  clouds.

Crimes* 

A  serious  riot  occurred  in  Lawrence,  Maas 
on  the  ISth  ingt.,  on  the  occasion  of  the 
hundred  and  fiity-flith  anniversary  of  the  lat- 
tle  of  Boyne.  A  mob  of  Catholics  attacked 
ftbont »  dozen  Orangeinen  and  their  families, 
AS  they  were  returning  from  ft  pic-nic.  The 
party  took  relug-?  in  the  t>olice  station,  after 
nearly  every  member  of  them  had  received 
Bome  injurj',  and  the  Mayor  was  gent  for.  By 
this  time  the  street  through  which  they  must 
pass  to  tlieir  homes  was  filled  tor  half  a  mile 
by  the  mob.  Several  policemen  were  badly 
injured  by  bricks,  in  attempting  to  conduct 
the  party  home,  when  they  drew  their  revol- 
vers and"  with  a  lew  effective  shots  dispersed 
the  mob.  No  one  was  killed,  but  many  were 
wounded. 

A  council  of  Baptist  clergy  in  Phila'ielphia 
after  considering  charges  of  improper  conduct 
to  certain  ladies  on  the  part  ol  Rev.  Mr.  Bott, 
fully  acquitted  him. 

A  well  dresse<i  man  entered  a  private  resi- 
dence in  New  York  the  other  day,  stating  that 
he  was  a  sanitary  inspector,  and  tinding  an  old 
lady  the  only  occupant  of  the  premises,  chok- 
ed her  until  insensible,  when  lie  robbed  her  of 
a  gold  watch  and  a  sum  of  money. 

Very  lew  have  forgotten  the  "Mountain 
Meadow  Massacre,"  in  Utah,  some  yeai-s  ago, 
in  which  a  large  number  of  immigrants  were 
murdered  by  the  Mormons,  as  was  supposed. 
A  man  named  Lee  has  l)een  charged  with  the 
crime,  aUo  a  man  named  Dame.  Lee  has  turn- 
ed States  evidence,  and  the  trial  has  com- 
menced. Lee  became  SJiti^fied  that  the  Mor- 
mons were  preparing  to  swear  the  entire  re- 
sponsibility upon  him,  in  order  to  shield  Dau.e 
and  other  intluential  Mormons,  consequently 
he  will  tell  all  he  knows.  The  Mormon  wit- 
ue.-sesare  eonsjregating  in  large  nurakiers. 

A  Mempliian,  who  was  shot  in  the  neck, 
through  the  chest,  and  through  the  arm  on  the 
lltl^  was  on  tlie  streets  three  days  after,  as 
lively  as  a  flea. 

A  white  man  and  a  negro  were  lynched  in 
Florida  lor  rape,  and  the  Coroner's  verdict  was, 
"Hanged  by  parties  unknown,  and  served 
them  right." 

A  distressing  case  of  infantio'de  is  reported 
in  Moiine,  III.  A  Belgian  girl  gave  birth  to  a 
child  which  she  killed  by  blow  behind  the  ear 
after  which  the  body  was  buried  in  a  Catholic 
cemetery. 

A  man  named  Potter,  in  Raleigh,  N.  C,  last 
winter  murdered  his  wife  and intant  child,  and 
cut  up  tbeir  bodies  joint  by  joint,  denning  and 
scraping  the  bones.  He  attempted  to  burn  the 
mutilat-^d  remains,  but  tinally  buried  them  in 
a  swamp,  where  they  have  Just  been  found.  A 
good  opportunity  forjudge  Lynch. 

A  chap  stole  a  ki.ss  Irom  a  lilteen  year-old 
girl,  at  Currolton,  111.,  and  left  town  on  the 
next  train.  Ho  was  arrested  and  brought  back 
and  barely  escaped  lynching  by  an  infuriated 
mob.  A  fine  of  tliirty  dollars  wis  the  result 
of  the  court's  inver;tig:ition.

More  Biv  Shakem  to  Come. 

[Chicago  Times.] 
Look  out  for  more  earthquakes.  An 
examination  of  the  history  of  these  sub- 
terranean disturbances  shows  that  each 
great  earthquake — say  of  the  dimensions 
of  the  recent  one  at  t'ucuta,  in  which  ten 
th'usand  lives  wi're  lost-  has  been  fol- 
lowed for  a  certain  perJod*by  innumera- 
ble les.ser  ones.  In  the  summer  of  1868, 
the  coasts  of  Chili  and  Peru  were  shaken 
by  terrible  earthquakes,  in  which  many 
lives  and  a  vast  amount  of  property  wore 
lost,  and  just  two  month.s  later,  on  Octo- 
ber 21st,  San  'Francisco  was  shaken  so 
violently  that  buildings  cracked  from  top 
to  foundation,  and  fissures  throwing  forth 
iets  of  water  opened  in  the  streets.  In 
the  s»me  year  the  Hawaiian  volcanoes 
had  violent  eruptions,  and  the  subjects 
of  Kamehameha  were  made  sea-sick  by 
the  continued  swaying  of  their  islands. 
In  the  sani-*  year,  Vesuvius  opened  out 
with  a  fre.«;h  eruption.  The  great  earth- 
quakes of  Caracas,  in  Venezuela,  and 
New  Madrid,  in  the  United  States,  oc- 
curred just  six  months  apart.  It  we  are 
to  rejijard  these  precedents,  another  great 
upheaval  may  be  expected  somewhere  on 
the  American  continent  between  this 
time  and  the  1st  of  January.  Tice  has 
booked  us  for  catacly.sms,  cyclones  and 
earthquakes,  and  .similar  lively  occur- 
rences during  the  month  of  October, 
Takin?  it  altogether,  the  prospect  for  the 
remainder  of  1875  is  decidedly  uncom- 
fortable for  everybody  except  Elder 
Thurman  and  his  followers.

An   Old    Yam    Revived—A     Horrible 
Aiitttmlian  Plant* 

If  you  can  imagine,  says  the  South 
Australian  Register,  a  pine  apple,  eight 
feet  high  and  thick  in  proportion,  resting 
upon  its  base  and  denuded  of  leaves  you 
will  have  a  good  idea  of  the  trunk  of  the 
tree  which,  however,  was  not  the  color  of 
an  ananas,  but  was  a  dark,  dingy  brown, 
and  apparently  as  hard  as  iron.  From 
the  apex  of  this  truncated  cone  (at  least 
two  feet  in  diameter)  eight  huge  leaves 
sheer  to  the  ground,  like  doors  swinging 
back  on  their  hinges.  These  leaves  which 
are  joined  at  the  top  of  the  trees  at  regu- 
lar intervals,  were  about  eleven  or  twelve 
feet  long  and  shaped  very  much  like  the 
leaves  of  an  American  agave  or  century 
plant.  They  arc  two  feet  through  at 
their  thickest  part  and  three  feet  wide, 
tapering  to  a  sharp  p«int  that  looked 
very  much  like  a  cow's  horn,  very  con- 
vex on  the  outer  (but  not  under)  surface 
ai^d  on  the  under  (no  upper)  surface 
slightly  concave.  This  concave  surface 
was  thickly  set  with  strong  h«rny  hoolis 
like  thoae  on  the  head  of  a  teazle.  These 
leaves  hanging  thu.s  limp  and  lifeless, 
dead  green  in  color,  had  in  appearance 
the  ma.ssive  strength  of  oak  fiber.  The 
apex  of  the  cone  was  a  round  concave 
figure  like  a  smaller  plate  f,et  within  a 
larger  one.  This  was  not  a  flower  but  a 
receptacle,  and  there  exudes 

a  clear,  treacly,  liquid  honey,  sweet  and 
possessied  of  violent  intoxicating  soporific 
properties.  From  underneath  the  rim  (so 
to  speak)  of  the  undermost  plate,  a  series 
of  long,  hairy,  green  tendrils  stretched 
out  in  every  direction  towards  the  hori- 
zon. These  were  seven  or  eight  feet 
long  and  tapered  from  four  inches  to  a 
half  an  inch  in  diameter,  yet  they 
stretched  out  as  stifHy  as  iron  rods 
Above  these  (from  between  the  upper  and 
under  cups)  six  white  almo.it  transparent 
palpi  reared  themselv»s  towards  the  .sky, 
twirling  and  twisting  with  marvelous  in- 
cessant motion,  yet  constantly  reaching 
upward.  Thin  as  reeds  and  frail  as  quills, 
apparently,  they  were  yet  five  or  six  feet 
tall,  and  were  so  constantly  and  vigorous- 
ly in  motion,  with  such  a  subtile,  sinuous, 
silent  throbbing  against  the  air,  with 
their  suggestions  ol  serpents   flayed. 

My  observations  on  this  occasion  were 
suddenly  interrupted  by  the  natives  who 
had  been  shrieking  around  the  tree   with 
their  shrill    voices,    and    chanting    what 
Hendrick      told     .me     were      propitia- 
tory      hymns       to       the       great      tree 
devil.      With    still    wilder    shrieks    and 
chants  they  now  surrounded  one   of    the 
women,  and  urged  her  with  the  points  of 
their  javelins,  until  slowly,  and  with  des- 
pairing frfte,  she  climbed  up  the  stalk  of 
the  tree,  and  stood  on  the   summit  of  the 
cone,  the  palpi  whirling    all    about    her. 
Tsik  !    Tsik  !     (drink  !  drink  !)   cried  the 
men.     Stooping  she  drank  of  the    viscid 
fluid  in  the  cup,   rising    instantly   again, 
with  wild  frenzy   in  her  face,  an«l  convul- 
sive cords  in  her  limbs.     But  she  did  not 
jumj*  down  as  she  seemed    to   intend    to. 
Oh,  no!     'Ihe   atrorious    cannibal    tree, 
that  had  been  so    inert  and  dead,  came  to 
sudden  savage  life.     The    delicate    jtalpi 
with  the    fury  of  starved  .serpents,  quiv- 
ered a  moment  over  her  head,  ihea  as  if 
instinct  w.th  demoniac  intelligence,  fast- 
ened upon  her  in  sudden  ceils  around  and 
\  around  her  neck  and  arm.s,  and  while  her 
awful  screams  and  yet  more  aAful  laugh- 
'  ter  rose  wildly  to  be  instantly   strangled 
down  again  into   a    gurgling    moan,   the 
tendrils    one    after    another,   like   great 
!  green  serpents,  with  brutal    energy   and 
;  infernal  rapidity,  rose,   protracted  them- 
j  selves,  and  wrapped  her    about    in    lold 
after  fold,  ever  tightening  with   the  cruel 
swiftness  and  savajre  tenacity   of  anacon- 
das fastening  upon  their  prey. 

It  was  the  barbarity  of  the  Laocoon 
without  its  beauty — this  strange  horrible 
murder.  And  now  the  great  leaves  rose 
slowly  and  stiffly,  like  the  arms  of  a  der- 
rick, erected  themselves  in  the  air,  ap- 
proached one  another  and  closed  about 
the  dead  and  hampered  victim  with  the 
silent  force  of  a  hydraulic  press  and  the 
ruthless  purpose  of  a  thumb  screw.  A 
moment  more,  and  while  I  could  see  the 
basis  of  these  great  levers  pressing  more 
tightly  toward  each  other  from  their  in- 
sterstices  there  trickled  down  the  stalk  of 
the  tree  great  streams  of  viscid  honey 
like  fluid,  mingled  horribly  with  the 
blood  and  oozing  viscera  of  the  victim. 
At  sight  of  this  the  hordes  around  me, 
yelling  madly,  bounded  forward,  crowded 
to  the  tree,  clasped  it,  and  with  cups, 
leaves,  hands  and  tongues,  each  one  ob- 
tained enough  of  the  liquid  to  send  him 
mad  and  frantic.

And  now  it  looks  as  if  the  little  Repub- 
lic of  Venezula  was  to  be  put  upon  the 
ragged  edge  it  will  be  remembered  that 
Venezuela  is  indebted  to  the  United  States, 
the  debt  having  originated  in  injuries  to 
some  of  our  citizens  by  the  Venezuelan 
authorities,  prior  to  1866,  The  indebt- 
edness has  been  the  subject  of  special 
comment  in  the  messages  of  the  Presi- 
dent to  Congress,  the  last  in  his  annual 
message  of  187.3.  when  he  said: 

"It  is  apprehended  that  that  govern- 
ment does  not  realize  the  character  of  its 
obligations  under  that  convention.  There 
is  reason  to  believe,  however,  that  its 
hesitancy  in  recognizing  them  springs  in 
part  at  least  from  the  real  di'hculty  in 
discharging  them  in  connection  «ith  its 
obligations  to  other  governments.  The 
expediency  of  further  forbearance  on  our 
part  is  believed  to  be  worthy  of  your 
consideration,"  Since  then  our  minister 
to  Venezuela  has  been  repeatedly  in- 
structed to  urge  the  payment  of  deferred 
installments,  until  at  la-^^t  the  Venezuela 
government  has  expressed  a  disposition  to 
do  so,  but  claims  the  privilege  of  desig- 
nating the  particular  parties  to  whom 
the  money  shall  be  paid.  To  this  our 
government  will  not  consent.  The  propo- 
sition, apart  from  other  considc-ations 
being  contrary  to  the  items  of  the  con- 
vention, the  Venezuela  government  will 
be  informed  of  the  rejection  of  its  propo- 
sition, and  unless  the  money  sbtll  be  paid 


A   Delaware    Woman   ^Vbo  Has  Had 
8evcn  Husbands. 

On  the  30th  ult.,  Benjamin  Abbott  and 
Mrs.  Mary  Pratt  were  wedded  at  Smyr- 
na. Del.  This  is  the  seventh  time  the 
bride  has  been  led  to  the  altar,  and  the 
Smyrna  Times  prints  .some  intere.sting 
gossip  concerning  her  past  life.  The  con- 
tracting parties  to  these  nuptials,  it  says, 
are  well  up  the  ascending  grade  to  eighty 
years.  The  groom  is  a  quiet,  unassum- 
ing old  man,  a  widower,  with  means 
enough  (particularly  if  combined  with 
her  income)  to  meet  his  not  very  numer- 
ous wants.  The  bride  was  the  relict  of 
the  late  ex-sheriff  Henry  Pratt  of  Kent 
county,  who  was  the  last  anti-Democratic 
bheriif  who  filled  that  office  in  that 
county.  He  was  elected  sheriff  in  1844 
by  the  Whigs.  His  descendants,  child- 
ren, grandchildren  and  great-grandchild- 
ren, at  the  time  of  his  marriage,  num- 
bered over  156,  and  yet  he  had  never  then 
had  but  one  death  in  his  family,  his  first 
wife,  Mrs,  Abbott's  names  have  been 
eight  in  all :  Miss  Williams,  Mrs  Truax, 
Mrs,  Farrow,  Mrs.  Riggs,  Mrs,  Wallace, 
Mrs,  Berry.  Mrs.  Pratt,  and  now  Mrs, 
Abbott.  "In  every  instance,"  says  the 
Times,  "save  the  first,  she  has  married  a 
widower,  .some  of  them  with  a  goodly 
number  of  children.  She,  however,  has 
never  sustained  the  maternal  relation  by 
consanguinity.  She  was  reared  in  this 
community,  as  have  been  all  her  hus- 
bands, so  far  as  we  can  learn,  and  hence 
her  )  ecord  has  been  as  an  open  book  to 
a!l  her  seven  companions,  yet  record,  age, 
nor  aught  else  seems  to  work  fatally  to 
'the  charm  that  wins,'  whatever  that  may 
be,  and  to  find  that  oat  is  the  rub.  The 
five  years  and  over  of  widowhood  that 
exists  between  her  last  and  her  present 
husband  is  the  longest  that  she  has  en- 
durci.  This,  however,  may  not  be 
wholly  her  fault,  as  we  are  certain  that 
in  one  instance  at  least  she  offered  to 
share  her  comfortable  home  with  one  of 
our  most  worthy  old  citizens,  but  the 
mere  proposition  filled  him  with  fear  and 
trembling,  and  to  avoid  a  repetition  he 
hurriedly  mat  ried  a  young  lady  in  her 
teens,  with  whom,  and  his  little  prattler, 
he  is  now  enjoying  the  fullest  share  of  do- 
mestic bliss.  We  have  no  intimation, 
however,  that  her  numerous  conquests 
have  been  made  by  open,  direct  as.sault. 
On  the  contrary,  we  think  they  have  not. 
It  has  been  asserted  on  good  authority 
that  she  has  confessed  to  a  presentiment 
that  she  should  have  seven  husbaads. 
She   now   enjoys  the  fulfillment  of  this 


prophetic  notion,  and  hale,  seventy  odd, 
she  wears  her  bridal  wreath  with  becom- 
ing dignity. 

Horrible    Suicide— Wlilakr     Insanltjr 

The  New  York  Herald  relates  the  fol- 
lowing horrible  incident :  "A  most  ghast- 
ly sight  was  presented  yesterday  after- 
noon in  th«  squalid  ten-ment  house.  No, 
380  Third  street.  Frederick  Ackerman, 
living  at  the  above  place,  committed  sui- 
cide by  shooting  himself  with  a  musket. 
About  2  o'clock  the  people  of  the  neigh- 
borhood were  startled  by  the  report  of  a 
gun  coming  from  a  small  room  in  the 
rear  house,  and  on  going  to  ascertain  the 
cause,  found  Ackerman  s  body  reclining 
against  the  door  leading  to  an  adjoining 
room.  The  head  was  entirely  gone,  and 
brains,  pieces  of  bone,  and  flesh  lay  scat- 
tered all  over  the  apartment.  The  un- 
fortunate man  had  taken  an  old  army 
musket,  loaded  it  with  a  quadruple 
charge  of  powder  and  two  leaden  bullets, 
placed  the  muzzle  in  his  mouth,  and  with 
his  toes  pulled  the  trigger.  He  was  sit- 
ting at  the  time  on  a  pillow  and  was 
leaning  against  the  door  above  alluded 
to.  Nothing  whatever  was  left 
of  his  head  save  a  portion 
of  the  lower  jaw.  Part  of  the  skull  was 
driven  entirely  through  the  door,  the  nose 
and  the  upper  lip  were  found  on  the  bed 
at  a  distance  of  .six  or  eight  feet  from  the 
body,  and  a  handful  of  brains  lay  on  the 
floor  beside  the  bodv  in  as  perfect  a  state 
as  though  they  had  been  taken  out  by 
the  most  skillful  surgeon.  Portions  of 
the  skull  and  scalp  were  found  in  every 
part  of  the  room,  and  an  ear  hung  sus- 
pended from  a  nail  in  the  wall  over  the 
bed.  The  charge  with  which  the  gun 
had  been  loaded  was  so  great  that  the 
stock  was  broken  off  and  the  hammer  re- 
cocked  by  the  explosion.  The  right  hand 
was  also  terribly  lacerated  by  the  action 
of  the  musket  in  recoiling.  Ackerman 
has  been  a  hard  drinker  for  the  last  three 
years,  and  has  several  times  had  the  de* 
lirium  tremens.  It  is  .supposed  that  he 
committed  self  destruction  while  laboring 
under  one  of  these  attacks.  He  leaves  a 
wife  and  four  children,  the  eldest  17  and 
the  youngest  three  years  of  age.

The  full  length  portrait  of 
Lincoln  that  was  ordered  by 
York  Legislature  two  years 
Francis  B.  Carpenter  has  been  completed 
and  prepared  for  the  inspection  of  Speak- 
er Mctiuireand  Lieut.  Gov.  Dorsheiiner. 
It  is  of  life-size,  painted  on  a  canvas  six 
feet  wide  and  nine  feet  high.  The  studies 
for  the  picture  were  made  in  Mr.  Carpen- 
ter's six  months'  stay  in  the  White 
House,  when,  through  the  influence  of 
Owen  Lovcjoy,  Mr.  Carpenter  was  able  to 
procure  the  btate  dining  roDin  in  the 
White  House  as  a  studio.  The  completed 
portrait  represents  Mr.  Lincoln  standing 
on  the  portico  of  the  White  House.  His 
right  foot  is  forward  and  his  right  hand 
rests  on  a  large  copy  of  the  Bible,  which 
is  on  a  velvet-covered  table.  In  his  left 
hand  is  the  immortal  emancipation  proc- 
lamation, and  from  it  depends  the  great 
.seal  of  the  United  States.  The  lower 
part  of  the  parchment  is  unrolled,  and 
on  it  the  closing  words  of  the  proclama- 
tion are  painted  as  follows  : 

Upon  this  act,  sincerely  l)elieved  to  Ix*  an 
act  of  justice,  warranted'  by  the  Constitution 
upon  military  necessity,  1  invoke  the  consid- 
erate fudginent  of  mankind  and  the  gracious 
f.vorol  Almightj  God.  A.  LINCOLN. 


The  Evening'  Paper. 

[From  the  Hartford  (Conn.,  TJjmes.] 
In  New  York  the  paper  of  t!ie  largest 
circulation  is  an  evening  paper ;  and  there 
are  other  evening  papers  in  the  same  city 
which  compete  in  the  size  of  the  editions 
with  the  morning  papers.  But  outside  of 
New  York  the  evening  papers  have  decid- 
edly the  best  of  it.  For  example  in  Bos- 
ton, the  evening  papers  largely  exceed 
those  of  the  morning  in  the  number  of  pa- 
pers they  print.  The  Boston  Herald,  with 
a  circulation  five  times  as  large  as  that  of 
any  other  Boston  daily,  depends  upon  its 
afternoon  paper  for  the  great  bulk  of  its 
circulation.  We  thing,  too,  that  the 
Boston  Journal,  and  Traveller,  and 
Transcript  in  their  circulation  rather 
lead  the  morning  papers.  The  same 
thing  appears  to  be  true  of  Providence, 
where  the  afternoon  edition  of  the  Jour- 
nal— the  Evening  Bulletin — increased 
at  such  a  rapid  rate  as  to  requ  re,  not 
long  since,  the  erection  of  a  new  fast 
press;  and  now  the  coTitinued  increase, 
chiefly  of  the  afternoon  edition,  requires 
another  and  faster  press.  The  same 
state  of  things  as  to  the  evening  and 
morning  papers  exists  in  Hartford. 

Hoiv  Renponnibie  CSovemment  Clerks 
are  Tempted. 

Washington  Correspondence  Chioigo  Times.] 
The  developments  in  the  Avery  case 
have  called  attention  to  the  possibilities 
of  illicit  gains  in  the  numerous  subordi- 
nate offices  of  the  government.  A  gov- 
ernment official  who  holds  a  position 
where  he  comes  into  possession  of  infor- 
mation, is  daily  besought  by  the 
most  seductive  bribes  to  sell  the  infor- 
mation, and  become  the  paid  servant  of 
some  ring.  A  former  secretary  of  a 
n.an  who  was  once  a  high  official  in  the 
treasury,  informed  the  Times  correspon- 
dent that,  although  the  salary  of  his 
position  was  a  small  one,  he  was  con- 
stantly shadowed  and  tempted  with  offers 
of  large  amounts  of  money.  The  agents 
of  Wall  street  think  nothing  of  paying 
fi5,000  to  $10,000  nr  information  of  a 
financial  nature  that  will  enable  them  to 
forestall  some  movement  on  the  street. 
These  offices  of  trust  in  the  depkrtment 
are  many,  and  as  the  average  of  them  are 
almost  irresponsible  in  their  management, 
it  is  a  wonder  that  more  clerks  do  not 
succumb.  The  examples  of  those  above 
them  teach  them  nothing  in  the  way  of 
virtuous  resistance,  and  the  bribes  daily 
offered  are  of  too  tempting  a  nature  to  be 
continually  rejected. 

A  »iomnambuli*tt*»  Capen. 

On  the  night  of  the  llth  a  strange  case 
of  somnambulism  occurred  at  Spring 
Lake,  Mich.,  the  principal  actor  being  a 
lad  named  Robbie,  son  of  David  Patter- 
son, a  prominent  lumberman.  At  about 
1  .V.  M.,  a  neighbor  hearing  a  noise,  and 
fearing  burglars,  arose,  and  looking  out 
of  the  window  saw  what  he  supposed  to 
be  a  man  climbing  the  lightning  rod  of 
Patterson's  residence.  He  immediately 
gave  the  alarm,  when  it  was  noticed  that 
the  object  made  no  attempt  to  escape, 
and  acted  strangely.  Curiosity  leing 
aroused,  his  movements  were  very  clo.sely 
watched.  The  boy  climbed  to  the  high- 
est point  of  the  Gothic  tower,  aoH,  al- 
though the  surface  was  very  uneven,  ex- 
plored the  whole  top  of  the  building 
without  a  misstep.  After  remaining  upon 
the  roof  for  nearly  an  hour,  he  returned 
to  the  rod,  climbed  down  to  the  second 
story,  and  getting  into  the  window  of  his 
own  room,  went  to  bed,  where  he  was 
found  sound  asleep  soon  after.  Upon  be- 
ing awakened,  he  remembered  nothing  of 
his  strange  trip,  and  was  very  much 
frightened  when  told  where  he  had  been. 
Next  day  he  was  much  exhausted  and 
^iiite  sick.

[Boston  Cor.  N.  Y.  Herald.] 
The  case  of  the  American  Express  rob- 
bery and  attempted  murder  of  the  mes- 
senger at  Albany  a  few  years  ago  is  re- 
vived by  the  story  that  the  skeleton  of 
John  1.  Filkins,  the  supposed  robber,  has 
been  found  in  one  of  the  sewers  leading 
from  the  Clinton  Prison.  The  robbery 
and  the  circumstances  surrounding  and 
succeeding  it  were  all  of  a  singular  and 
interesting  character,  and  the  events 
which  have  developed  from  time  to  time 
since  the  imprisonment  and  escape  of 
Filkins  are  of  such  a  remarkable  nature 
as  to  excuse  the  suspicion  that  this  skele- 
ton story  is  more  romantic  than  truthfuL 
Nothing  in  the  line  of  American  crimes 
was  ever  bolder  or  more  skillfully  planned 
and  executed  than  was  this  one  in  ques- 
tion, and  that  the  perpetrator  was  ever 
found  was  due  more  to  a  series  of  Provi- 
dential happenings  than  to  any  skill  of 
the  detectives. 

THE  STORY  OF  THE  ROBBERY, 

as  well  as  the  events  which  immediately 
followed,  awakened  an  almost  universal 
interest  at  the  time.  One  evening  in 
midwinter,  when  the  owl  train  for  Boston 
arrived  at^he  Greenbush  or  East  Albany 
station,  one  of  the  attaches  of  ^hc  train 
named  Colson  heard  groans  from  the  di- 
rection of  the  express  car,  and  upon  in- 
vestigation he  found  that  Halpine,  the 
me.».senger,  had  been  shot  several  times, 
the  keys  of  the  safe  taken  from  him,  and 
the  contents  of  the  safe  appropriated  by 
the  robber  and  woul'3-be  murderer.  Al- 
though several  bullets  had  been  put 
through  his  head,  Halpine  was  yet  con- 
scious, and  before  being  taken  from  the 
car  he  gave  a  minute  account  of  what 
happened,  and  his  statement  was  written 
down  by  the  conductor  of  the  train.  He 
said  that  just  as  the  train  left  Albany,  a 
man  jumped  into  the  car,  and  after  firing 
upon  him  sevetal  times,  took  away  the 
keys  and  went  hurriedly  through  the 
safe  and  then  loft  the  car  just  as  the  train 
had  crossed  the  east  end  of  the  Hudson 
river  bridge.  He  described  the  robber 
as  a  tall  man,  with  heavy  black  beard, 
and  was  very  particular  in  the  descrip- 
tion of  his  dress  and  general  appearance. 
One  or  two  parties  were  arrested  on  sus- 
picion and  afterward  released.  In  the 
course  of  a  few  days  suspicion  fell  upon 
Filkins.  He  had  for  a  long  time  been 
pressed  for  funds,  and  suddenly  he  began 
paying  up  some  bills  which  were  held 
against  him.  and  in  their  pay- 
ment he  tendered  currency  resem- 
bling that  which  was  taken  from 
the  express  safe.  Another  and  more  con- 
clusive circumstance  was  the  finding  of  a 
pistol  on  the  ice  under  the  bridge,  which 
was  identified  by  an  Albany  dealer  as  one 
ho  had  sold  to  Filkins  a  few  days  before. 
It  was  then  determined  to  .arrest  him,  but 
when  the  officers  went  to  do  this  he  was 
not  to  be  found.  He  was  discovered  in 
Western  New  York  shortly  after,  and  had 
dii?T:ui.sed  him.sclf  by  cutting  off  a  full 
beard  which  he  had  worn  for  years. 
There  was  a  long  trial,  in  which  the  most 
eminent  counsel  was  employed  on  both 
.sides.  The  evidence,  as  may  be  sup- 
posed, was  very  .strong  against  the  ac- 
ccu.sed,  and  he  was  convicted  and  sen- 
tenced to  twenty  years  in  the  ."rtato 
Prison.  About  the  only  points  in  hi> 
favor  were  the  fact  that  Halpine's  de- 
•scription  was  exactly  the  reverse  of  Fil- 
kins' actual  appearance,  and  the  estab- 
lishing of  his  whereabouts  a  few  moments 
after  the  shootmg  and  robbery  must  have 
taken  place.  Neither  of  these  circum- 
stances, however,  were  sufficient  to  bal- 
ance the  weight  of  circumstantial  and 
other  evidence  brought  to  bear  against 
him. 

1  am  not  aware  just  now  how  many 
times  the  bold  and  .shrewd  genius  broke 
away  from  the  Clinton  prison  before  his 
final  leave-taking.  It  is  a  matter  of  pub- 
lic record,  though,  that  he  got  aw.iy  two 
or  three  times,  and  on  the  occasion  of  hi.s 
last  departure  it  is  related  that  he 
walked  out  boldly  in  the  middle  of  the 
day,  and  that  the  officers  were  so  dum- 
founded  that  they  did  not  realize  what 
was  going  on  until  it  was  too  late  to  re- 
capture the  prisoner,  This  is  the  story 
that  was  told  at  the  time,  and,  if  correct 
there  can  be  little  truth  in  the  statement 
that  '.t  was  his  skeleton  which  was  found 
in  the  sewer  of  the  prison  the  other  day. 
The  reported  supposition  is  that  he  en- 
tered it  vi»  one  of  the  water  closets,  and 
when  he  reached  the  end  he  found  it  se- 
cured by  strong  bars  of  iron  and  heavy 
walls  of  masonry.  The  idea  that  this 
skeleton  is  the  mortal  remains  of  the  ex- 
press robber  is  already  disregarded,  and 
the  belief  is  current  in  some  quarters 
that  he  is  still  alive  and  well  in  the  neigh- 
boring dominion  of  Canada, 

At  the  time  of  his  final  escape  it  was 
suspected  in  Albany  that  it  was  the  re- 
sult of  collusion  with  .some  of  the  prison 
officials,  and  that  some  of  the  funds  of 
the  robbery  were  employed  for  the  pur- 
pose, and  in  view  of  this  it  would  seem 
very  proper  that  the  identity  of  this 
sewer  skeleton  should  be  established  be- 
yond a  doubt.  Ordinarily  the  identity 
of  a  skeleton  would  be  an  impossibility, 
but  in  the  case  of  Filkins  nothing  would 
be  easier,  from  the  fact  that  from  one 
foot  nearly  all  the  toes  and  a  portion  of 
the  foot  itself  had  been  amputated.  An- 
other matter  of  assistance  in  identifica- 
tion would  be  a  full  set  of  false  teeth  in 
the  upper  jaw. 

I  remember  reading,  shortly  after  his 
final  escape,  an  account  of  an  attempted 
robbery  in  the  West,  and  among  the  arti- 
cles which  were  left  behind  was  a  knife, 
which  was  afterward  identified  as  belong- 
ing t©  the  Clinton  Prison,  and  which  was 
missed  at  the  time  Filkins  left  the  insti- 
tution. It  has  also  been  reported  that  he 
has  been 

SEEN  AND  RECOGNIZED, 

and  in  Albany  the  popular  belief  is  that 
he  is  now  a  fugitive  somewhere  in  Canada, 
In  view  of  all  these  circumstances  and 
rumors  it  certainly  .seems  desirable  that 
this  skeleton  story  should  be  investi- 
gated. 

Assuming  that  Filkins  is  still  alive,  is 
it  not  unrcAKonable  to  think  of  him  in 
connection  with  some  of  these  later  ex- 
press robberies  in  the  western  part  of 
the  country  ?  All  of  them  seem  to  indi- 
cate that  the  attempts  were  made  or  di- 
rected by  a  person  perfectly  familiar  with 
the  railroad  and  express  business,  and 
there  is  probably  not  in  the  whole  United 
States  a  man  any  better  posted  in  this 
re.spect  than  Filkins.  Over  twenty  years 
of  his  life  was  spent  in  a  baggage  and  ex- 
press car.  He  commenced  as  a  brake- 
man  on  a  passenger  train  between  Albany 
and  Springfield,  and  for  over  twelve 
years  he  was  through  baggage  ma.ster  be- 
tween Boston  and  Albany.  Al^terward 
he  was  a  messenger  for  the  American  Ex- 
press Company,  between  Boston  and 
Springfield,  and  8ub.sequently  between 
Albany  and  Suspension  Bridge.  In  the 
latter  part  of  his  career  in  the  exjiress 
business  he  had  charge  of  the  transfer- 
ring of  the  money  safes  of  the  American 
Company  in  Albany,  a  position  which  he 
resigned  fo'  the  purpose  of  engaging  in 
business  for  himself.  During  all  this 
time  he  was  uniformly  faithful  and  hon? 
est,  and  there  were  many  days  when  mill- 
ions of  dollars  passed  through  his  hands. 


When  he  went  into  business  for  himself 
he  was  unfortunate,  and,  to  relieve  him- 
self of  the  importunities  of  his  creditors, 
he  became  so  desperate  as  to  resort  to

lie  was  always  regarded  as  a  singular- 
ly genial  fellow  among  his  friends,  and  in 
the  qualities  of  bravery  and  recklessness 
there  are  few  who  co  ild  equal  him.  Asa 
daring  robber  he  possessed  all  the  re- 
quisites, and  that  he  ignored  consequences 
is  manifested  by  his  bold  and  successful 
attempts  to  escape  from  the  Clinton  pris- 
on, 'rhe  attempt  made  to  rjb  a  train  on 
the  Vandalia  railroad,  last  Thursday 
night,  looks  like  a  job  of  Filkins'  man- 
agement. The  engineer,  Milo  Eames,who 
was  shot  by  one  of  the  robbers,  belonged 
in  Washington,  Mass.,  and  was  employed 
on  the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad  the 
same  time  Filkins  was. 

INCIDENT  OF  THE    ALBANY  ROBBERY. 

I  was  well  acquainted  with  Filkins,  and 
at  the  time  of  the  Albany  robbery  I  in- 
terviewed him  about  the  probable  per- 
petrator, and  his  opinions  were  forwarded 
to  the  Herald.  He  expressed  much  sym- 
pathy for  Halpine,  the  messenger,  who 
was  shot,  and  hoped  that  the  assassin  and 
robber  would  be  speedily  arrested.  The 
next  time  I  saw  him  was  when  he  was 
arraigned  for  the  crime  himself,  and  he 
apologized  in  a  joking  way  for  not  fur- 
nishing me  with  fuller  particulars  on  the 
occasion  of  the  first  interview.  If  this 
correspondence  meets  his  eye,  I  hope  he 
will  furnish  the  Herald  with  an  authen- 
tic denial  of  the  skeleton  story  which 
comes  from  the  Clinton  priaon. 

Loitt  in  Home   and  Hcawu. 

[Chicago  Times,  14th.] 
She  was  joined  to  her  idol  of  sin,  and 
no  imploring  from  the  one  who  loved  her 
next  to  a  mother  could  induce  her  to  re- 
lease her  clutch  upon  that  which  was 
stinging  her  to  death  with  a  strange  fas- 
cination. This  was  the  scene,  last  night, 
over  on  the  West  side.  After  10  o'clock 
a  respectable  appearing  man  en- 
tered the  West  Madison  street 
station,  and  with  trouble  written  all  over 
his  countenance  he  asked  fc  the  ser- 
geant. Sergt.  Johnson  stepped  up  to  him 
and  made  hin^sclf  known.  The  man  sta- 
ted that  he  was  a  deputy  sheriff  in  one  of 
the  counties  in  the  not  them  part  of  the 
State,  and  that  he  had  a  story  to  relate 
that  gave  him  the  deepest  concern.  He 
had  a  daughter  who  had  forsaken  his 
home,  and  eoming  to  Chicago  had  cast 
her  life  upon  th:it  sea  that  would  certain- 
ly and  surely  hurry  her  into  hopeless  sin 
and  ruin.  Sergt.  Johnson  oflered  to  go 
with  him  to  the  place  and  use  his  endea- 
vors with  that  of  the  father  to  induce  the 
wayward  girl  to  return.  They  found  her 
in  (lie  of  the  "abodes"  on  Clinton  street. 
When  they  entered  the  daughter  was 
dressed  in  her  eveninc  attire  and  talk- 
ing as  an  abandon,  all  lius-hed  with  wine. 
When  told  that  her  father  awaited 
her  in  the  back  parlor,  she  swept 
her  skirts  hurriedly  about  the  room, 
and  approacfied  him  with  the  mien  of  a 
woman  that  had  resolved  to  die  in  the 
depths.  The  father  was  eloquent  in  his 
^rief,  and  assured  her  that  the  home  she 
bad  deserted  would  welcome  her  back 
an'l  forgive.  Sergt.  Johnson  gave  her  a 
recital  of  his  observations  of  such  a  life 
as  a|ic  was  leading,  and  taking  her  by  the 
hand  be>:gcd  her  to  li.stcn  to  the  petition 
of  her  father  But  there  never  came  a 
quiver  on  her  beautiful  but  sin-hardened 
face.  There  was  not  a  falter  of  the  lips, 
and  the  ej-es  .seemed  to  be  fixed  and  de- 
termined. She  told  her  father  he  had 
better  co  home  and  attend  to  his  busi- 
ness ;  that  she  had  started  out  to  see  the 
land,  and  proposed  to  keep  it  up.  She 
.said  after  she  had  tried  it  about  three 
years,  if  she  didn't  like  it  she  would  conic 
home.  Persuasion  lost  its  power,  and 
the  father  pulled  his  hat  down  over  his 
face,  and  went  away,  refusing  to  u.se  any 
stringent  method  to  rescue  the  girl.  She 
was  enticed  away  from  her  home  at  the 
start  by  a  variety  troupe,  and  from  that 
time  until  the  present  her  descent  has 
been  rapid,  and  her  condition  now  hasn't 
.sufficient  hope  in  it  to  encourage  the 
heart  of  the  man  who  reared  her. 


MINNESOTA  MATTERS. 


Details  of  the  Recent  Earthquake. 

The  last  steamer  arrival  at  New  York 
from  Panama  brings  later  details  of  the 
great  earthquake  in  South  America. 
Cucuta  is  in  ruins,  not  a  single  house  re- 
maining. The  killed  are  calculated  at 
5,000.  Rosario,  Sanantonio,  Capacho, 
Guieme,  Jan  Juan,  Deurano,  Tuau  Cay- 
etuno,  San  Cristobal,  Tariba,  Lobatera, 
Legrita.  and  adjoining  villages  are  in  com- 
plete ruins.  Salascan  suffered  severely, 
and  the  adjoining  country  is  nearly  de- 
vastated. Chenacata,  Cliapo,  Pamplona, 
Cucutilla,  Arbedollas,  Santiaga,  Gallindo, 
Gramatate  have  also  been  great  sufferers. 
The  number  of  dead  in  Cucuta  is  calcu- 
lated at  three-fourths  of  the  population. 
The  families  saved  are  in  the  outskirts  of 
what  was  the  city,  but  they  will  soon  be 
obliged  to  retire,  as  the  putrification  of 
the  dead  will  not  allow  them  to  remain. 
It  is  heartrending  to  see  the  wounded, 
who  have  no  care,  and  who  cannot  live 
long  in  their  present  condition.  The 
thieves  and  robbers  !?wept  down  on  the 
ill-fated  city,  and  hardly  a  single  safe  has 
been  saved  from  the  custom  house.  The 
pillage  is  general.  Four  hundred  mules 
were  killed  in  the  streets,  and  as  there  is 
no  one  to  remove  them  the  stench  is  be- 
coming frightful.  The  store-house  at 
Puerto  de  L.)s  Cachas  was  sacked  and 
burned  by  bandits.  In  Piedecurata  the 
town  hall  is  destroyed,  and  in  Pampelo 
the  cathedral  is  in  ruins.  The  Venezuela 
side  has  suffered,  if  possible,  more  than 
the  Columbian.  Thirteen  thousand  dol- 
lars have  been  sent  from  Panama  for  the 
relief  of  the  sufferers. 

The  Fonca  Aprencr  Fight. 

[Correspondence  Yankton  I'ress  and  Dako- 
tian.] 
A  war  party  of  Sioux  entered  ihe  vil- 
I^e  of  Ponca  Agency  early  Tuesday 
morning,  the  6th,  and  fired  twice  at  a 
squaw.  They  then  started  for  the  bluffs, 
followed  by  a  few  Poncas,  who  kept  up  an 
irregular  fire  for  some  time,  when  they 
disappeared  behind  the  bluffs.  Thinking 
pos.sibly  that  now  was  their  time  to  get 
a  few  Ponca  scalps,  (as  most  of  them  were 
absent  upon  a  hunt,)  they  returned  to  the 
buffs  at  ():30  a.  m,,  from  which  they  open- 
ed fire  on  the  mission  and  soldiers'  quar- 
ters. As  many  of  them  had  the  "two 
band  needle  gun"  lately  in  use  in  the 
United  States  army,  several  of  the  balls 
•strucK  both  the  soldiers'  quarters  and  mis- 
sion building,  although  they  were  1,400 
yards  distant  by  measurement.  Things 
began  to  look  serious,  as  there  were  only 
seven  i^oldiers  and  five  whites,  one  being 
sent  for  reinforcements.  With  all  the 
Ponca.s,  we  could  not  bring  more  than 
twenty  effective  guns  into  action.  Provi- 
dentially there  was  a  twelve  pound  howit- 
zer at  the  agency,  which  was  speedily 
loaded  with  boiler  rivets  *nd  discharged 
among  the  foe.  The  second  discharge 
demoralized  them,  when,  after  firing  a 
parting  volley  and  making  a  few  threats, 
they  decamped,  being  seen  at  noon  the 
same  day  opposite  Y'ankton  Agency.  It 
is  the  opinion  of  all  that  had  it  not  been 
for  the  howitzer  there  would  have  been 
many  hurt,  as  there  were  nearly  150  In- 
dians in  sight. 


Seven  children  were  born  in  Anoka  m 
one  week,  recently. 

The  prospects  of  an  extensive  cran- 
berry crop  this  fall,  are  highly  flattering. 

Crews  have  started  for  the  pineries  to 
secure  hay  for  next  winter's  logging 
operations. 

Navigation  on  the  St.  Croix  river,  in 
consequence  of  the  low  stage  of  water,  is 
highly  precarious,  and  boats  arc  daily  de- 
layed. 

The  barn  of  C.  R.  White,  of  Pino 
Island,  was  fired  by  an  incendiary  and 
utterly  destroyed  on  the  morning  of  the 
9th  inst. 

A  cheese  factory  with  a  capacity  for 
six  or  seven  hundred  cows,  is  about,  to  be 
erected  at  Franconia  in  the  St.  Croix 
Valley. 

Ascension  Church,  Stillwater,  has  or- 
dered, through  St.  Paul  dealers,  carpets 
which  are  now  being  manufactured  in 
Philadelphia. 

An  old  gentleman  named  Edgar,  aged 
86  years,  was  suddenly  killed  on  the  13th 
inst ,  by  a  runaway  team  in  Dover,  Olm- 
sted county,  which  collided  with  him  as 
he  was  crossing  the  street. 

The  trial  of  Thomas  Condon  for  mur- 
der, last  April,  of  Wm,  B.  Churchill  at 
Cherry  Grove,  commenced  before  Judge 
Crosby  at  Red  Wing,  on  the  afternoon  of 
the  13th  inst. 

James  Brown,  the  brakeraan  on  the 
Sioux  City  road,  who  while  switching  re- 
ceived fatal  injuries  at  Seney  on  the 
afternoon  of  the  3d  inst.,  died  on  the  7th 
inst.  His  injuries  were  of  an  internal 
nature. 

On  the  morning  of  the  13th,  Redwin 
Cam,  aged  11  years,  living  in  Winona, 
waded  out  into  the  river  to  ca'.ch  clams 
for  bait  and  was  drowned.  Several 
young  men  (Polanders)  stood  by  and  saw 
him  drowu  without  making  an  effort  t» 
save  him. 

Two  Indians  were  recently  committed 
to  the  Stillwater  jail,  from  Kanabec 
county,  to  await  their  trial  at  the  ensu- 
ing term  of  court.  One  was  charged  with 
attempting  to  commit  a  rape  upon  a 
Swede  woman,  and  the  other  for  stabbing 
a  man  in  a  drunken  frolic. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  7th  inst., 
while  two  bachelor  brothers  named  Pat- 
rick and  Timothy  Burns,  living  six  miles 
south  of  Rochester,  were  at  work  in  their 
field,  .some  thief  entered  their  house  and 
stole  S800  in  greenbacks  from  a  trnnk. 
No  clue  to  the  thief  has  been  discovered. 

Leoxard  Sopkr,  a  convict  from  Winona 
count}',  escaped  from  the  State  Prison  at 
Stillwater  on  the  13th  inst.,  by  digging 
under  a  fence.  He  was  sent  up  last  Octo- 
ber for  larceny  and  is  described  as  29 
years  old,  five  feet  seven  inches  high, 
brown  hair,  grey  eyes  and  light  complex- 
ion. 

A  YOUNG  man  named  Hoffman,  livinp  in 
New  Haven,  (loodhue  county,  while  cele- 
brating the  Fourth,  bond  a  hole  into  a 
stick  of  hard  wood  and  charging  it  with 
powder,  tired  it  off.  The  improvised  gun 
exploded,  filling  his  face  with  splinters 
and  burning  him  ^o  badly  that  his  eye- 
sight is  probably  lost,  even  if  he  recovers, 
which  is  doubtful.

TheKansasCity  7'tnK'sof  July  13th 
contains  a  large  mass  of  correspondence 
from  Ray,  Clay,  Cass,  Johnson,  Platte, 
Jackson,  Henry,  St.  Clair,  Bates  and 
other  counties  in  the  western  part  of  the 
State,  which  have  lately  been  afflicted 
with  grasshopi)crs.  From  the  letters  pub- 
lished, the  improvement  has  been  won- 
derful since  the  flight  of  the  "hoppers. 
The  flax,  oats,  apples,  peaches  and  other 
fruits  have  been  almost  totally  destroyed. 
In  many  ca.ses  the  buds  were  eaten  in 
such  a  manner  as  even  to  kill  the  trees. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  recently-planted 
corn  is  doing  well,  and  promises  no  far  to 
b2  the  finest  seen  for  many  years. 
In  many  places  the  farmers  have  been 
compelled  to  plant  twice  or  thrice,  and 
even  oftener,  but  are  now  being  rewarded 
for  their  labors.  They  experienced  great 
difficult'^,  too,  in  getting  seed  corn  that 
would  germinate,  and  the  rottenness  of 
much  of  the  seed  sent  them  wss  the  cause 
of  great  complaint.  The  most  of  these 
difficulties  are  now  overcome,  and,  with 
good  weather  and  seasonable  rains.  West 
Missouri  and  Kansas  will  need  no  more 
help.  A  most  singular  circumstance 
which  has  proved  the  salvation  of  the  live 
stock  is  that  directly  after  the  devasta- 
tion of  the  fields  by  the  locusts,  a  new 
kind  of  grass  sprang  up,  grew  in  abun- 
dance, and  furnished  fine  pasturage  for 
the  starving  cattle.  The  people  of  that 
section  have  shown  great  diligence,  which 
is  now  being  rewarded.  ^ 


Veritable  **Foul  Play." 

[Washington  Corre.spondent  Chicago  Tribane.] 
The  Treasury  Secret  Service  had  infor- 
mation through  its  agent  of  the  arrest  in 
San  Francisco  of  JaiEcs  M,  Lindell,  Cap- 
tain, and  Ellis  H.  Deane,mate,of  the  bark 
Union,  which  was  alleged  to  have  'oeen 
purposely  wrecked  in  Puget^Sound,  May 
1  to  defraud  the  insurance  companies. 
The  vessel  and  cargo  proved  a  total  loss, 
the  crew,  however,  escaping,  and  making 
their  way  to  Victoria,  B.C.  While  there 
the  cook  made  an  affidavit  that  be  over- 
heard the  captain  and  mate  talking  about 
"bumping  her,"  and  that  the  ves.sel  once 
struck  but  floated  off'.  Subsequently  he 
heard  one  of  the  officers  say,  "Well,  we 
will  fix  her  this  time,"  and,  shortly  after, 
the  bark  ran  on  a  rock  and  soon  sank. 
The  mate  has  admitted  his  guilt  and 
stated  that  he  was  induced  to  wreck  the 
vessel  by  the  captain,  who  told  him  he 
would  be  a  ruined  man  if  he  did  not  get 
the  insurance.  The  crime,  if  established, 
is  punishable  with  death,  and  is  of  rare 
occurrence.  This  in  the  first  case  of  al- 
leged deliberate  wrecking  which  has  come 
to  the  knowledge  of  the  United  States  au- 
thorities for  a  long  time.

The  commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue 
having  notified  the  collector  of  the  west- 
em  district  in  the  State  of  New  York 
that  a  certain  lady  cigar-maker  in  his  dis- 
trict was  apparently  deficient  in  the  num- 
ber of  cigars  reported  by  her  for  taxa- 
tion, during  the  year  1874,  her  husband 
makes  affidavit  that  he  was  employed  by 
his  wife  as  her  ag'ent  in  the  business  of 
making  cigars,  and  also  as  a  taxidermist, 
and  that  the  apparent  deficiency  in  his 
wife's  cigar  account  was  owing  to  the  fact 
that  he  had  used  a  portion  of  the  tobacco 
charged  to  her  account  in  .stuffing  birds 
and  four-footed  beasts  and  creeping 
things,  and  that  if  suitable  credit  is  given 
for  the  tobacco  so  used,  no  deficiency  will 
be  found  in  her  cigar  account.

At  last  the  divorce    suit  of   Dr.   Wm. 
Lewitt  vs.  Adelaide  Lewitt  has  come  be- 
fore the   circuit    court    at    Ann    Arbor, 
Mich  ,  for  trial.     The  high  standing  of  the 
parties  directly  concerned   in  the  suit,  as 
well  as  of  tho.se  persons  more  or  less    in- 
directly involved,    makes  the  case  a  mat- 
ter of  considerable    interest    throughout 
the  State.     Dr.  Lewitt    charges  his   wife 
with  cruelty   to  him.<!elf   and    also  with 
threatening  to  kill    him  at  various  times. 
He  further  charges  her  with   having  had 
illicit  sexual  intercourse  with  a  notorious 
character  of  Ann  Arbor   named  Alvin  W. 
Cole;  also  with  Charles   W.  Goodwin,  a 
medical  student   who   resided  at  the  doc- 
tor's house,  and  also  with  a   man    named 
Brown,  now  living  in  Detroit,  formerly  a 
clothing  merchant   there.      Mrs.    Lewitt 
denies  the  charge,  and  accuses    her   hus- 
band of  adultery  with  Miss  Ellen  Perkins 
of  the  village  of  Delhi.  The  case  promises 
some  interesting  developments.      There 
are  two  sons,  one  of  whom  swears  against 
his  father,   and    the    other    against   his 
mother.     The    testimony  of    three   wit- 
nesses for  the    complainant    haa    so    far 
been  heard.     A  servant  girl  named  Kate 
Lane  testifies    that    she    has   seen   Mrs. 
Lewitt  fondled  by    the  student  Goodwin  ; 
that  when  the  latter  was  rooming  i  i    the 
house  she  had  gone  to  Mrs.  Lewitt's  room 
and  found    that    lady    absent,    but   her 
clothes  left    behind  in    her    room ;    also 
that  Mrs.  Lewitt  sometimes  pretended  to 
leave  the  house  and   then  locked    herself 
up  in  Goodwin's  room.

SLEEP  AND  HOW  TO  WOO  IT. 

[Prom  the  New  York  Qrapbio.] 
An  article  by    Mr.    Frank    Buckland, 
which  recently  appeared    in  Land   and 
IVatert  has  naturally  excited  a  good  deal 
of  att'iotion,  since  it  gave  expression  to 
some  very  decided  views  in   regard  to  a 
subject  which  always  has  been  and  al- 
ways wkill  be  of  interest    to    mankind — 
sleep,  that  mental  death  from  which  man 
is  born  anew  in  mind  and  body — the  true 
fountain  of  youth  which  Ponce  de  Leon 
sought  in  Florida  and  found  in   his   bed. 
Mr.  Buckland,  who  gave   the   first   great 
impulse  to  the    study  of  geology  in  Eng- 
land, and  whose  Bridgewater  treatise    on 
"Geology     and    Mineralogy   Considered 
with  reference  to  Natural  Theology"  has, 
with  general   readers,  always  been   the 
most  popular  of  the  series.      Mr.  Buck- 
land  runs  counter  to  generally   received 
opinion  in  reference  to    sleep,   by  telling 
the  story  of  how  his  father  worked,  who, 
being  exceedingly  busy  during    the   day, 
dined      heartily      at       seven       o'clock 
in      the      evening      and       immediately 
went    to    bed    and     slept      till     about 
ten,  when  he  rose  and  wrote  till    two  or 
three  in  the    morning.     Before    retiring 
for  the  second  time  he  ate  a  pudding  or  a 
sandwich,  and  having  thus  "diverted  the 
blood  from  his   brain    to    his  stomach," 
slept  the  sleep  of  the  orthodox  till  he  felt 
like  getting  up  in  the  later  morning.  Un- 
doubtedly it  is    the    generally    received 
opinion  laid  down  as  a  doctrine  in  works 
»n  hygiene  that  .sleep  should   be  sought 
on  a  nearly  empty  stomach,    and  that  t« 
yield  to  the  gentle  god  immediately  after 
discussing  a  hearty  meal  leads  to    disar- 
rangements of    the  liver    and    stomach, 
and  produces  a  distinct  tendency  to  apo- 
plexy. 

There  is  hardly  a  subject  of  the  regime 
of  life  which  has  attracted  more  discus- 
sion than  the  overcoming  of  insomnia 
And  this  is  as  it  should  be,  for  all  the 
world  knows  that  sleeplessness  is  a  curst 
such  as  life  has  few  to  offer.  Doctors 
lell  us  that  if  long  protracted  it  leads  to 
mental  disorder,  of  which  also 
it  is         not         infrequently        one 

of  the  earliest         symptoms, 

The  old  books  of  medicine  are  full  of  rem- 
edies for  it,  and    quaint   old  Burton,  in 
his   "Anatomy     of   Melancholy,"   much 
doth  talk  thereon,  and    sensibly    saith : 
"Andrew  Borde   commcndeth   frication," 
but  for  his   own    part    he  finds   nothing 
more  efficacious  than  a  '.'toast  and  ale,  or 
a  posse!,  of  the  same."     That  there    is  a 
great  deal  of  truth  in  this  remark  as    ap- 
plied to  persons  of  a    full    but  nervous 
ha'uit,  who  have  much  brain-work   to  do, 
there  is  no  doubt.     In  winter  ale  will  pro- 
duce a  fine  sense  of  fullness  in   the   stom- 
ach, and  if  it  be  not  partaken  of  in  quan- 
tities which  would  have  satisfied   and  did 
kill  King  John,  it  doubtless  does  employ 
the  blood  in  healthier  work  than  it    finds 
in  running  through  the  over-wrought    al- 
leys of  the  bram  and  filling    them    with 
fantastic  thoughts  and    forms.       One    of 
our   most  eminent   physicians  has   lately 
expressed  his  views  on,  this    point,   and 
finds  in  lager  beer  a  stuff  which  will 
"Pluck  I'rom  the  memory  a  rooted  s  rrow. 
Raze  out  tl  e  wiilteu  troubles  of  the  brain. 
And  with  some  sweet,  oblivious  antiflote 
Cle<(nse  tbe  stuffed  Ixisom  ot  that  jierilous  stuflF 
Wlji'h  weighs ujwn tbe  lieait"-- 
and  prevent  sleep,   the   "oblivious   anti- 
dote" of  all  ills  to  the  healthy  brain,  but 
the  provoker  of  all  fantastic    demons  and 
nightmares  if  it  is  but  light  and   partial. 
Mr.  Buclvland  tells  of  the   way  m   which 
the  late  Dr.  Wilbcrforce,   Bishop   of  Ox- 
ford, and  almost  as   well   known   by    the 
name  of   "Soapy  Sam,"    used    to   soothe 
himself    to    slumber    when   he    did  not 
easily   fall   off   to    sleep.     The  bishop's 
prescription  was  to    repeat  very   slowly 
the  vowels  A.  E.  I.  0.     In  doing  this   he 
pronounced  each  letter  faintly  with   each 
inspiration  and   expiration,    and   seldom 
found  the  pre.scription   to   fail.     Of  such 
methods  there  are   a    legion.     One  says 
that,  when  sleep  will   not   visit  our  eyes 
nor  slumber  our  eyelid-;,   we    should   fix 
our  minds  on  something  vast,  as  the  sky, 
the  ocean,   our    landlady's  bill,    or   the 
pyramids;  another  says  we  should  think 
of  a  succession  of  rythmical   movements, 
like  the  breaking  of  the  waves   on   a   sea 
beach  ;  another  that  we  should   endeavor 
to  think   of  nothing;    another    that   we 
should  take  a    cold   bath,   or   bathe  the 
feet  in  cold  water  and  rub  them  briskly — 
and  undoubtedly  this  is  an  excellent  rem- 
edial measure  when,  as  is  often    the  case 
at      such    times,      the     extremities     are 
cold.     But  each  person  has   his  own  rec- 
ipe in  this   matter.     When    one    cannot 
sleep,  generally  speaking,  he  will  do  well 
to  get  out  of  bed  and  read  ,  sleeplessness 
is  often  nature's  protest  against  idleness 
and  sluggishness  of  mind. 

Mr.  Buckland  would  .have  us  go  to 
sleep  immediately  after  the  chief  meal  of 
the  day  ;  but  who  has  not  noticed  that 
when  he  has  done  so  his  sleep,  though 
profound,  is  not  refreshing,  and  that  he 
wakes  with  a  bad  taste  in  his  mouth,  and 
very  likely  a  dull  headache 
which  does  not  soon  disappear  J  If  a 
person  who  has  worked  hard  wiih  his 
brain  all  day  has  some  work  which  must 
be  dose  at  night,  it  is  well  for  him  to  eat 
lightly,  sleep  for  three  hours,  then  eat 
again  lightly,  and  go  to  work.  People  in 
the  ordinary  avocations  of  life  often  find 
their  bodies  very  weary  when  their  minds 
are  wide  awake.  To  soothe  both  to 
sleep  they  should  lie  down  and  read  till 
their  eyes  grow  dim  and  the  letters  are 
vague ;  then  they  will  soon  drop  off.  Mr. 
Buckland's  recommendation  of  the  onion 
as  a  sedative  is  by  no  means  a  new 
thought— it  is  an  excellent  one  ;  but  cel- 
ery is  more  agreeable  and  will  answer  the 
■same  purpo.so.  But  in  the  long  run,  per- 
haps, a  good  conscience  and  a  long  bank 
account,  soft,  cool  pillows,  and  light  cov- 
ering are  the  best  of  all  soporifics,  as 
they  are  the  pleasantest.

There  is  not  a  vessel  that  is  sailing  this 
inlind^ea,  jrtTr«  hamlet  on  the  eastern 
coast  oC  the  lake  that  is  not  keeping  a 
sharp  look-^lrt  for  any  signs  of  the  lost 
air-ship^  and  itSLhaplcss  occupants.  And 
yetno  tangthlc  CjVidence  of  their  calam- 
^ity  has  b<6en' obtained,  though  possibly  it 
■wtis  within  the  reach  o*f  those  two  ves.scis 
VhJt  sighted  cridDBces  of  accident  but 
failed  to  pick  them  up.  But  though 
nearly  all  have  re-signed  .  the  hojie  that 
the  air  voyagers  'may'  have  had  a  safe 
escape  from' threatened  death,  there  is 
still  a  probability 'thaL-^omething  will  yet 
be  found  which  will  tell,  though  imper- 
fectly, the  story  of  the  last  terrible  mo- 
ments. It  w^ill  be  weeks  yet  before  the 
mariners  of  the  lake  and  the  dwellers  of 
the  shore  relinquish  their  sharp  "scrutiny 
of  beach  and  water,  and  if  Lake  Michigan 
is  really  the  lurrying  place  of  the  balloon 
and  the  poor  excursionists,  the  whole 
must  have  .«unk  irrevocably  beneath  the 
waters  if  something  is  not  found  to  tdl 
the  tragic  talc.

It  is  enough  that 
nearly  nil  agree  that  the  worst  has  come 
in  all  human  probability  to  Donaldson 
and  Grimwood,  and  it  wouM  be  just  us 
well  to  avoid  further  speculation  as  to 
the  exact  manner  of  death  until  some  to- 
ken is  found  which  will  direct  it  into  the 
right  channel.

Umted  fetate.s  letters  patent  for  his  inven-  |  street  Jail  of  Boston.     The  bold   attempt 


tion  of  a  ba'.loon,  by  which,  as  is  claimed 
by  the  inventor,  a  voyage  from  New  York 
to  London  can  be  accomplished  in  fifty 
hours.  Mr.  Schroeder  has  gained  the 
valuable  assistance  of  a  capitalist  in  the 
person  of  Mr.  George  W.  Gail,  of  the 
firm  of  Gail  &  Ax,  who  is  to  furnish  tho 
necessary  means  for  the  construction  of 
tlie  floating  air  ves.sel.  It  is  stated  that 
Postmaster  General  Jewell  has  expressed 
himself  gratified  with  this  new  invention, 
and  that  Baron  Von  Schloezer,  the  Ger- 
man Embassador,  has  taken  with  him  to 
Europe  drawings  and  plans  of  the  bal- 
loon, which  are  to  be  submitted,  as  is 
stated,  to  the  German  Government.  The 
vessel  is  to  be  constructed  in  the  form  of 
a  life-beat,  sixty  feet  long,  ten  feel  wide, 
ami  twelve  feet  high.  The  frame  is  to 
con.sist  ofVire  and  steel,  and  will  be  cov- 
ered with  strong  water-proof  linen.  The 
vessel  is  to  be  carried  by,  and  to  b«  con- 
nected with,  a  balloon  of  linen,  which 
will  hold  70.000  cubic  feet  of  gas.  In 
the  vessel  will  be  an  engine  of  r2-horse 
power,  which  will  set  in  motion  the  wings 
or  sails  on  each  side  of  the  vessel.  The 
propellers  will  be  constructed  on  the 
same  principle  as  windmills.  The  ma- 
chine can  be  so  placed  that  both  propel- 
lers can  be  made  to  work  in  one  direc- 
tion, or  one  may  pull  and  the 
other  push.  Upon  the  ascension 
of  the  balloon  the  propeller  in 
front  is  placed  in  motion;  alter  reaching 
at  the  height  desired,  the  screws  are  set 
to  work  Mud  the  vessel  follows  the  direc- 
tion given  it  by  the  pilot.  The  vessel  is 
likewise  provided  with  two  blades,  which 
move  simultaneously,  but  turn  in  oppo- 
site directions.  A  gas  machine  will  be 
attached  to  the  balloon  to  supply  the 
necessary  gas  during  the  voyage.  In 
case  ol  a  leak  in  the  balloon,  other  s'mall- 
or  balloons  filled  with  gas  will  be  on  hand 
and  when  |ilaced  in  the  larger  one  will 
serve  to  stop  the  leakage.  The  contract 
for  the  construction  of  the  balloon  basal- 
ready  b«'en  given  out,  and  the  work  is  to 
be  (fomjilpted  August  5th. 

Mr.  Schroder  expects  to  be  able  to 
make  a  voyage  in  this  balloon  from  Bal- 
timore tq  New  York  in  one  and  a  half 
hour.s  when  the  wind  is  favorable.  The 
vo\'nf;e  by  the  balloon  from  New  York  to 
London  is  to  be  made  m  fifty  hours.  Mr. 
Schroeder  states  that  if  he  is  intrusted 
with  the  carrying  of  postal  matter  to  Eu 
rope  he  can  complete  the  route  from  New 
York  to  Hamburg,  Paris,  Lisbon  and 
Washington  in  the  space  of  six  day.s.  The 
whole  vesael  will  weigh  2,800  pounds,  and 
it  is  thought  that,  in  addition  to  the  car- 
riage of  poslal  matter,  fourteen  passen- 
gers can  be  transported  in  it. 

The  inventor  is  thirty-eight  years  of 
age,  having  been  born  in  1837,  in  the 
Kingdom  of  Hanover.  During  the  Crim- 
ean war,  when  seventeen  yeais  of  age,  he 
was  appointed  Lieutenant  in  the  British 
service,  and  at  the  end  of  tho  war  went 
with  the  British  army  to  Africa,  and  took 
part  in  various  engagements  with  the  na- 
tives at  the  Ca,»e  of  Good  Hope.  In  1858 
he  emigrated  to  America,  entered  the 
Union  a'-my  during  the  late  war,  and 
made  a  number  of  trips  in  the  balloon 
"Saratoga"'  with  La  Mountain.  After  the 
war  he  traveled  through  South  America. 
For  the  la.st  three  3'ears  he  had  been 
workinu:  at  the  invention  for  which  he 
now  pos.sesses  a  patent.

Indian  Agent  C.  A.  Huntiufrton  writes 
to  the  Pacific  Christian  Advocate,  of 
Portland,  Oregon,  from  Neah  Bay  Indian 
Reser\ation,  an  account  of  the  first  Chris- 
tian burial  among  the  Makah  tribe  of 
Indians.     He  says: 

The  fear  of  a  human  corp.se,  the  fear  of 
being  brought  in   contact  with  it,  or  with 
anything  that  has  touched  it,  is  ahsolute- 
ly  jiitiable,  as  it    is    seen  among  these  In"-' 
dians.     A    little   girl  connected  with  our 
mi.ssion   .school    died    this  morning  (June 
14),   and    it     was  resolved    to  give  her  a 
Christian  burial.     The  Indian  mode  is  to. 
remove    the    corpse   off  the  premises  in- 
stantly after  the  breath  leaves  the  body, 
and  as  they   have   a    superstiti'on  that  if 
carried    through  the  door  of    the  hou.se, 
the  (irst   person    that  pa.sses  through  ihe 
door  is  doomed  to  die  soon  afterward,  the 
general    custom    is  to   make    an   opening 
through     the  side    of  the  house  through 
which     the    body     is 
then       the      opening 
mi'kes        the        exit 
pos-ible  without  endangering   the  life   of 
theother  inmates.     But  the  body  of  thi.s 
child  was  taken    in  charge  by  the   agent. 
She  was  properly  laid   out    itnmediately 
after  death,  .ind  none  of  the  Indians  were 
allowed  to  interfere    while  a   good  coffin 
was  made  by   the    reservation  carpenter. 
\  grave  was  dug  at    a    point   near  where 
the  .school  is   kept,    the    funeral  was  ap- 
pointed at  8  o'clock,  and  all   the    Indians 
were    invited     to    attend.     The    distance 
from  Neah  Bay  to  Ihc.grave  is  twomilo.s 
and  it  was  necessary  to  carry    the   coffin 
in  a  canoe.     The  head  chief  of  the  tribe,  a 
man  of  more  intelligence  and  more   man- 
hood than  any  other  Indian  in  the   tribe, 
was  ordered  to  take   the.  corpse  into  the 
canoe,  with  the  mother    of  the  deceased, 
and  carry  them  to    the    place  ,of  burial. 
The  chief  did  not  object  to   do  thi.>.     Me 
never  objects  to  any  order  of  the  agent, 
however    disapriK?able.       He    is     always 
prompt    to    obey    any     request.        The 
cofSin  was   brought    to   the    beach,  .some 
hundred  yards  from  the  grave,  where  the 
school  and  the  agent's   famil}'  met    it    'n 
procession.      The    purpose   was   to  have 
the    Indian  boys    at     the    .school    act   as 
bearer.s.     This    they    were    all    afraid  to 
do.     But  it  was  a  point  to  gain,  to  induce 
some  of  them  to  do  this  service.     Out  of 
twelve  boys  four  were  induced  by  persua- 
sion amountins  almost  to   compulsion    to 
put  a  hand  to  the  bier  and  bear  the  coffin 
to  the  grave.     The    lid   was   then    lifted 
and  all  the  school  children  brought   near 
to  view  the  face  of  the  corpse,  an  act  that 
caused  the  children  much  fear,  and  to  the 
older   Indians  it  seemed  horrible.     The 
school  thus   standing   around    the  grave 
sung  the  familiar  school  song,  "Rest   for 
the  weary,"  arid  after  prayer  olTered    by 
theagMit,  that  other  sweet  hymn,  "There 
is  a  beautiful    land   on    high,"    when  the 
coffin  was  lowered  and  buried.     But  the 
fact  of  most   .«;ignificanl   import  remains 
yet  to  be  stated,  a  fact    that    reveals  the 
deep-seated  superstition  of   these  people. 
Do  you  think  that   canoe    in   which    the 
chief  conveyed  that  corpse  was  ever  to  be 
used    again  ?       By    nr     means.     Having 
been  the  receptacle  of  a  coffin  containing 
the  remains  of  a  human  corpse,    it    must 
never  again  be  used  as  a  vehicle   for   the 
living.     -\nd  the  owner  demolished  it  on 
the  cpot,  in  no  spirit  of  anger  toward   the 
Agent  who  had  ordered  a  duty  evidently 
revolting  to  his  feeiiogB,  but  lnor»  (i)  (h« 


was    frustrat'^d  by    tbe   officers  Tuesday 
morning    the    20th,    and     the    prisoner 
stopped  in  his  work   within    a    week    of 
whal  he  looked  forward  to  as  the  hour  ©f 
his  deliverance.     The  detail    ol  his   plan 
was  to  cut  out  the  bricks  of  the   window 
looking  upon  the  corrider,   sufficiently  to 
admit  the  passage  of  his  body,  and,   get- 
ting outside  the  cell  wall,   to   lower  him- 
self from  the  iron  gallery  to  the  rotunda 
floor  by  means  of  cords  taken  out  of  the 
window.     He  was  to  leave  the  cell  at  mid- 
night when  IIm;  watch  was  being  changed, 
take  advantage  of  the   unlocking,   as  he 
supposed  he  could  fell   all    who    oppo.sed 
him,  clear  the  jail  building,  and  scale  tho 
outside  wall.     With  his  love    for    writing 
and  drawing- diagrams,  Pomeroy  attempt- 
ed to  describe  and   illustrate   his  method 
of    escape    and    flight    to    some    of  his 
family,  and  imagined  that  there  was  noth- 
ing in  his  way,  but  possibly  the   attempt 
of  scared  jailers  to  defend.thcir  lives  and 
try  to  stop  them.     The  way  his  work    in 
getting  out    the    mortar    has    been     con- 
ducted shows  a   great   deal   of   cunning, 
and      he      had      succeeded     in     loosen- 
ing     several     of      the      bricks,      while 
apparently    engaged    in    study      at    his 
table  near  the  window.     He   had   a  large 
atlas,  which  aided  him   to   cover   up    his 
work,  and  in  less  than  a  week    he  would 
have  been    able  to    have    thrown    down 
enough  of  the  wall  to  get  out  of  his  cell, 
providing  he  couUi  file  into  an   iron  bar. 
Some  other   filing  would  have  been  neces- 
sary,   and    he   had,   as   he  supposed,  ar- 
ranged for  the  tools  to  do   it   with.     His 
method  of  loosening  the    brick     was    bv 
several  pieces  of  strong  wire  which  were 
in  the  outer   rim  of  his   washbisin.     He 
had  somehow   worked  this  wire  out,  and 
had  broken  it  in  pieces  of  various  lengths, 
with  which  he  dug   out  the   mortar,  thus 
leaving  the  bricks  free.     As  stated,  there 
were  three  or    four  bricks,  besides  those 
entirely  out,  which   were   nearly   so,  the 
plaster  being  dug  out   to   tho  ends.     By 
bending  the  wire  a  little,  he   could   werk 
on  the  back  side  of  the  bricks,  and    thus 
loo.sen  them.     His  other  instruments  were 
the  cover  of  a  sardine  bo.\,    which    gave 
him  a  sharp  edge,  and    his    iron    spoon, 
which  was   much    worn,    and    was    also 
twisted      and      bent;       One      of         the 
rounds  to  his  chair,  very  strong,  had  been 
wrenched  off.  and  this  had  been  u.sed  as  a 
lever  to  pry  the   bricks.     Its  strength,  as 
well  as  Pomeroy'.-,  is  shown  by    the   fact 
that  one  of  the  bricks  was  broken  in  two 
pieces  in    the   middle.     The  mortar  and 
refu.se  were  carefully  concealed  in  paper, 
which  was    placed    under    his  mattress. 
There  was,  however,  a  considerable  quan- 
tity, say  a  pint,  on  the  floor   of  his   cell 
when  the  discovery  was    made.     That  he 
had  boldly  and    shrewdly    laid  jilans  for 
his  escape  must  be  admitte  ',  but  that  he 
could  not  possibly  have   got   free   is   per- 
tain to  t!;ose  who  know  how  the    jail    is 
built.     The  result  of  the   final  act  would 
have  been  either  his  death  or    that   of  an 
officer.     In  one   or    two    matters  he  had 
miscalculated,  and  the  fatal    mistake  wat 
in  not  knowing  about  the  change  of  uight 
watches      inside      the     jail.      He    ^lad 
counted  upon  meeting    but    one    officer, 
knocking  him  over    and    releasing    him- 
self.    Had  he  succeeded  in   reaching  the 
rotunda  he  would  have  met  not  only  one 
officer,    but    a    second,  who  would  have 
been  aroused  from  a  nap  in  an  open  adja- 
cent  room.     Had   he    been   able  to  have 
disposed    of  these,   he  would  have  found 
that    they   had    no  means  of  getting  oui 
themselves,  and  were    virtually  prisoners 
in  the  hands   of  the    turnkey  as  he  wa.'j. 
The   officers   are   very  reticent  about  the 
matter,  feeling,  <loubtless,    that  they  can 
well  take  care  of  their  prisoners,  and  that 
this  merely  shows  that  tbe    boy    is  more 
dangcrou.s  than  at  first  believed,  and  re- 
quiring  a    little    clo.>-cr    watching.       In 
speakjyg   of    the    affair,  Po.neroy  coolly 
says  he  would  have  laid  anyone  out  who 
.shoulil  h'aye  tried    to  prtrvont  his  escape. 
After  the  discovery,  Pomero}'  was  search- 
ed   and    placed    in   one  of  the  strongest 
cells  in  the  lower  tier  of  the  north  wing, 
where-  he    will    remain    for  the  present. 
These  cells    are    built    of    large    granite 
blockts  which  no  one  could    cut  through 
in  a  year.    .When  his  scheme  was  known, 
he    appeared    defiant,  .  and.  soon  settled 
into  sullenness  and  indifi'ercnce,  and  said 
but   little.

Personally  appeared    before   me,  Peter 
E.   Miller,  clerk  of  court  of  the   seventh 
judicial  district  of  the   State  of  Nevada, 
Phillip  Klingon  Smith,  who,   being   duly 
sworn  on  his  oath,   says :     My    name  is 
Phillip  Klingon  Smith.     I  reside    in    the 
count3'  of  Lincoln,  in  the  State  of  Nevada. 
I  resided  at  Cedar  City,  in   the  county  of 
Iron,  in  the  Territory  of  Utah,    from  A. 
D.  1852  to  A.  D.  185tf.     I  was  residing  at 
Cedar  City  at  the  time  of  the  massacre  at 
Mountain  Meadow,  in  said   Territory  of 
Utah.     I  had  heard  that  a   company    of 
emigrants  was  on  its  way  from  Salt  Lake 
C'ty,  bound    for    California.     Said   com- 
pany arrived  at  Cedar  City,  tarried  there 
one  day    and    pa.ssed    on    for  California- 
After  said  company  had  left  Cedar  City 
the  militia  was  called  out  for  tho  purpose 
of  committing   acts   of  hostility    aj^ainst 
them.     Said  call  was  a  regular   military 
call  from  the  superior  officers  to  the  sub- 
ordinate officers  and  privates  of  the  reg- 
iment at  Cedar  City  and  vicinity,  compos- 
ing a  part  of  the  militia  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah.     I  do  not  recollect  the  numbwr 
of  the  regiment.     I  was  at  that  time  the 
Bi.«hop  of  the  Church  of   Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter  Day  Saints  at  Cedar  City.     Isaac 
C.  Haight  was  president  over  said  church 
at  Cedar  City  and  the. southerh  .settlement 
in  said  Territory.     My  position  as  bishop 
was  subordinate  to  that  of  said  president. 
W.  U.  Dame  was  president  of  said  church 
at  Parowan,  in   said   Iron   county.     Said 
W.  U.  Dame  was  also  colonel  of  said  reg- 
iment ;  said  Isaac  C.  Haig'jt  was   lieuten- 
ant-colonel of  said  regiment,  and  John  D, 
Loe  of  Harmony,    in    said    Iron  comity, 
was  major  of  said   regiment.     Said    regi- 
inent    was    duly    ordered      to      muster, 
armed         and         eqliipped         as        the 
law         direcf.s     and        prepared         for 
field  operations.     I  had  no  command  nor 
office   in  said    regiment    at    that    time, 
neither  did  I  march   with    said    regiment 
on  the  expedition  which  resulted  in    said 
company's  being  massacred  at  the  Moun- 
tain Meadows,  in  said    county    of    Iron. 
.\bout    four  days  after  said    company   of 
emigrants  had  left  Cedar  City,  that    por- 
tion of  said  regiment  ,^then    mustered  at 
Cedar  City  took  up  its  line  of  inarch   in 
pursuit  of  them.     About  two   days   after 
said  company  had  left  said    Cedar    City, 
liiQUtenant    Colonel    I.    C.    Haight    ex- 
jjressed  in  my  presence  a  desire  that  said 
company  might  be  permitted  to  pass   on 
their  way  in  peace  ;     but  afterwards    he 
told  me  that  ho  had   orders   from    head- 
quarters to  kill    all  of    said    company  of 
emigrants  except  the    little    children.     I 
do  not  know  whether   said   headquarters 
meant  the    regimental    headquarters    at 
Parow«n  or  the  headquarters  of  the  com 
ir.ander-inrchief  ai,  Salt  Lake  City.  When 
the  said  company  had  g'ot  to  Iron  creek, 
about  twenty   miles    from    Cedar    City, 
Capt.  Joel  White  started    for    the    Pinto 
creek   settlement,    through    which    said 
company  would  pass»  for   the  purpose  of 
influencing    the  people    to    permit    .*<aid 
company  to  pasS  on  their  way    in    peace. 
I  asked  aiid  obtained  permission    of  said 
White  to  go  with  hi.ii  and  aid  him   in  his 
endeavors  to  save  life.

'.sl^t  on  a  small  quantity  of  straw  ;  "there 
was  no  chair  in. iiie  cell,  and  I  was  sur- 
rounded by  a  wall  of  store  and  grates  of 
iron  bars,  through  which  fresh  air  could 
hardly  enter.  1  broke  sev^jj^  tin  cups  and 
made  saws  with.  whicW  I  ^awe'd  the  bars 
ofl'.  They  put  me  in  five  celTs  these  six- 
teen days,  ainf'nnally  in  despair  locked 
me  in  the  best  room  in  the  bnijding. 
There  a  youbg  lady  gave  mc  the  pattern 
of  a  key ;  (  made  another  k^y^out  of  a 
table  spoon,  andrabout  half  p--»t  8  o'clock 
on  the  night  of  t!ie'24th  of  last  month  I 
unlocked  my  room  door,*  got  out  of 
the  asylum  and  into  the  village 
safely.

The  Baltimore  American  says:  Mr. 
W,  F.  Schroedcr,  an  enthusiastic  young 
(lerman,  has  just  obtained  from  the 
United  States  letters  patent  for  his  inven- 
tion of  a  ba.loon,  by  which,  as  is  claimed 
by  the  inventor,  a  voyage  from  New  York 
to  London  can  be  accomplished  in  fifty 
hours.  Mr.  Schroedcr  has  gained  the 
valuable  assistance  of  a  capitalist  in  the 
pcr.son  of  Mr.  George  W.  (iail,  of  the 
firm  of  Gail  &  Ax,  who  is  to  furnish  tho 
ncce.s,sary  means  for  the  construction  of 
the  floating  air  vcs.scl.  It  is  stated  that 
Postmaster  General  Jewell  has  expressed 
himself  gratified  with  this  new  invention, 
and  that  Baron  Von  Schloezer,  the  Ger- 
man Embassador,  has  taken  with  liim  to 
Europe  drawings  and  plans  of  the  bal- 
loon, which  are  to  be  submitted,  as  is 
stated,  to  the  German  Government.  The 
vessel  is  to  be  constructed  in  the  form  of 
a  life-beat,  si.xty  feet  long,  ten  feet  wide, 
and  twelve  feet  high.  The  frame  is  to 
consist  of  wire  and  steel,  and  will  be  cov- 
ered with  strong  water-proof  linen.  The 
ves.<el  is  to  t>e  carried  by.  and  to  b«  con- 
nected with,  a  balloon  of  linen,  which 
will  hold  TO.OlMf  cubic  feet  of  gas.  In 
the  vessel  will  be  an  engine  of  12-horse 
power,  viiich  will  set  in  motion  the  wings 
or  sails  on  each  side  of  the  vessel.  The 
propeller's  will  be  constructed  on  the 
same  principle  as  windmills.  The  ma- 
chine can  be  so  placed  that  both  propel- 
lers can  be  made  to  work  in  one  direc- 
tion, or  one  may  pull  and  the 
other  push.  I'pon  the  ascension 
of  the  balloon  the  jtropcllcr  in 
front  is  placed  in  motion;  alter  reaching 
at  the  height  desired,  the  screws  arc  set 
to  work  "lid  the  vessel  follows  the  direc- 
tion given  it  Ky  the  ]»ilot.  The  vessel  is 
likewise  jirovided  with  two  blades,  which 
move  simultaneously,  but  turn  in  oppo- 
site directions.  A  gas  machine  will  be 
attached  to  the  balloon  to  supply  the 
neces.«ary  gas  during  the  voyage.  In 
case  ol  a  leak  in  the  balloon,  other  .small- 
er balloons  filled  with  gas  will  be  on  hand 
and  when  placed  in  the  larger  one  will 
serve  to  stop  the  leakage.  The  contract 
for  the  con.struclion  of  the  balloon  has  al- 
ready been  given  out,  and  the  work  is  to 
be  (Completed  .August  5th. 

Mr.  Schrcuder  expects  to  be  able  to 
make  a  voyage  in  this  balloon  from  Bal- 
timore tq  New  York  in  one  and  a  half 
hours  when  the  wind  is  favorable.  The 
voyage  by  the  balloon  from  New  York  to 
l.oiulon  is  to  be  made  in  fifty  hours.  Mr. 
Schro'der  states  that  if  he  is  intrusted 
with  the  carrying  of  postal  matter  to  Eu 
rope  he  can  complete  the  ror.tc  from  New 
York  to  Ilatnbuig,  Paris.  Lisbon  and 
Washington  in  the  space  of  six  days.  The 
whole  vesacl  will  weigh  2.800  pounds,  and 
it  is  thought  tliat,  in  addition  to  the  car- 
riage of  postal  matter,  fourteen  p.abscn- 
gers  can  be  transported  in  it. 

Tho  inventor  is  thirty-eight  years  ol 
age,  having  been  born  in  I'^ST.  in  the 
Kingdom  of  Hanover,  I)urii><j,  the  ('rim- 
can  war.  when  seventeen  yeais  of  age,  he 
was  n))pointed  Lieutenant  in  the  Briti.sli 
service,  and  at  the  end  of  the  war  went 
with  the  British  aiiny  to  Africa, and  took 
part  in  various  engagements  with  the  na- 
tive«  at  the  Ca,ie  of  Good  Hope.  In  I!S.')8 
he  emigrated  to  America,  entered  the 
I'nion  a'-my  during  the  late  war,  and 
made  a  number  of  trips  in  the  balloon 
"Saratoga"'  with  La  Mountain,  After  the 
war  he  traveled  through  South  America. 
For  the  last  three  years  he  had  been 
workinir  at  the  invention  for  which  he 
now  possesses  a  jiatcnt.

Indian  .\gent  C.  A.  Huntington  writes 
to  the  Piirifir  C/irisfifHi  Adn'catu  of 
Porlland,  Oregon,  from  Neah  Hay  Indian 
Keservation,  an  account  of  the  first  Chris- 
tian burial  among  the  Makah  tribe  of 
Indians.     He  .says: 

The  fear  of  a  human  corpse,  the  fear  of 
being  brought  in  contact  with  il,  or  with 
anything  that  has  touched  it,  is  absolute- 
ly pitiable,  as  it  is  seen  among  these  In-" 
dians.  A  little  girl  connected  witii  our 
nii.s.sion  .school  died  this  mornin|f( June 
14),  and  it  was  resolved  to  give  lier  a 
Christian  burial.  The  Indian  mode  is  to 
remove  the  corp.se  olT  the  premises  in- 
stantly after  the  breath  leaves  the  body, 
and  as  they  have  a  superstition  that  if 
carrie<l  through  the  door  of  the  house, 
the  first  pcr.son  that  pr.sses  through  ihe 
door  is  doomed  to  die  .soon  afterward,  the 
general  custom  is  to  make  an  opening 
ihrough  the  side  of  the  house  througli 
which  the  body  is  passed  out.  and 
then  the  opening  is  closed.  This 
m  kes  the  exit  of  tfie  dead 
possible  without  endangering  the  life  of 
the'other  inmates.  But  tlie  body  of  this 
chihl  was  taken  in  charge  by  the  agent. 
She  was  properly  laid  out  immediately 
after  sienih.  .iiid  none  of  the  Indians  were 
allowed  to  interfere  while  a  good  coflin 
was  nia«lc  by  the  reservation  carpenter. 
.\  grave  was  dug  at  a  point  near  where 
the  school  is  kept,  the  funeral  was  ap- 
]iointe<l  at  8  o'clock,  and  all  the  Indians 
were  invited  to  attend.  The  distance 
from  Neab  Bay  to  the  grave  is  two  miles, 
and  it  was  necessary  to  carry  the  coffin 
in  a  canoe.  The  head  chief  of  the  tribe,  a 
man  of  more  intelligence  and  more  man- 
hood than  an\'  other  Indian  in  the  tribe, 
was  ordered  t<i  take  the.  corp.se  into  the 
canoe,  with  the  mother  of  the  deceased, 
and  cany  them  to  the  place  .of  burial. 
The  chief  did  not  object  to  do  thi.'!.  Me

cii;;;u  5vas  l»rought  to  the  beach,  .some 
hundred  yards  from  the  grave,  where  the 
school  and  the  agent's  family  met  it  'n 
procession.  The  purpose  was  to  have 
the  Indian  boys  at  the  .school  act  as 
bearers.  This  the^-  were  all  afraid  to 
do.  But  it  was  a  point  to  gain,  to  induce 
sonic  of  them  to  do  this  service.  Out  of 
twelve  Vxiys  four  were  induced  by  persua- 
sion amountini  almost  to  compulsion  to 
put  a  hand  to  the  bier  and  bear  the  coffin 
to  the  grave.  The  lid  was  then  lifted 
and  riUthc  school  children  brought  near 
to  view  the  face  of  the  corpse,  an  act  that 
caused  the  children  much  fear,  and  to  the 
older  Indians  it  seemed  horrible.  The 
school  thus  standing  around  the  grave 
sung  the  familiar  school  song,  "Rest  for 
the  weary,"  arid  after  prayer  offered  by 
the  agent,  that  other  sweet  hymn,  "There 
is  a  beautiful  land  on  high,*'  when  the 
coffin  was  lowered  and  buried.  But  the 
fact  of  most  significant  import  remains 
yet  to  be  stated,  a  fact  that  reveals  the 
<leep-seated  superstition  of  the«e  peojde. 
Do  you  think  that  canoe  in  which  the 
chief  conveyed  that  corjise  was  ever  to  be 
used  again  ?  By  no  means.  Having 
been  the  receptacle  of  a  coffin  containing 
the  remains  of  a  human  corpse,  it  must 
never  again  be  used  as  a  vehicle  for  tho 
living.  And  the  owner  demolished  it  on 
the  spot,  in  no  spirit  of  anger  toward  the 
agent  who  bad  ordered  a  duty  evidently 
revolting  to  his  fcoUnitB,  hut  more  Iti  tho 


spirit  of  a  willing  sacrifice  upon  the  altar 
of  his  superstition.

Jesse  Pomeroy,  the  boy  fiend,  comes 
I  to  the  front  again  in  a  cunning  and  des- 
I  perate  attempt  to  escape  from  the  Charles 
street  jail  of  Boston.  The  bold  attempt 
was  frustrated  by  the  officers  Tuesday 
morning  the  20'th,  and  the  prisoner 
stopped  in  his  work  within  a  week  of 
what  he  looked  forward  to  as  the  hour  ©f 
his  deliverance.  The  detail  ol  his  plan 
was  to  cut  out  the  bricks  of  tke  window 
looking  ufioa  the  corrider,  sufticiently  to 
admit  the  pas.<age  of  his  body,  and,  get- 
ting outside  the  cell  wall,  to  lower  him- 
self from  the  iron  gallery  to  the  rotunda 
floor  by  means  of  cords  taken  out  of  the 
window.  He  was  to  leave  the  cell  at  mid- 
night when  the  watch  was  being  changed, 
take  advantage  of  the  unlocking,  as  he 
supposed  he  could  fell  all  who  oppo.scd 
him,  clear  the  jail  building,  and  scale  the 
outside  wall.  Witli  his  love  for  writing 
and  drawing- diagrams,  Poincroy  attempt- 
ed to  describe  and  illustrate  his  method 
of  escape  and  flight  to  some  of  his 
family,  and  imagined  that  there  was  noth- 
ing in  his  way,  but  po.'ssibly  the  attempt 
of  scared  jailers  to  defend,their  lives  and 
try  to  stop  them.  The  way  his  work  in 
getting  out  the  mortar  has  been  con- 
ducted .shows  a  great  deal  of  cunning, 
and  he  had  succeeded  in  loo.sen- 
ing  several  of  the  bricks, 
apparently  engaged  in  study 
table  near  the  window.  He  had 
atlas,  which  aided  him  to  cover 
work,  and  in  less  than  a  week  he  would 
liave  been  able  to  have  thrown  down 
enough  of  the  wall  to  get  out  of  his  cell, 
providing  he  couUl  file  into  an  iron  bar. 
Some  other  filing  would  have  been  neces- 
sary, and  he  had,  as  he  supposed,  ar- 
ranged for  the  tools  to  do  it  with.  His 
method  of  loosening  the  brick  was  bv 
I  several  pieces  of  strong  wire  which  were 
in  the  outer  rim  of  his  wash-bisin.  He 
had  somehow  worked  this  wire  out,  and 
had  broken  it  in  pieces  of  vari(>u<  lengths, 
with  which  he  dug  out  the  mortar,  thus 
leaving  the  bricks  free.  As  stated,  there 
Were  three  or  four  bricks,  besides  tho.sc 
entirely  <nit,  which  were  nearly  so,  the 
|)];i.stcr  being  dug  out  to  tho  ends.  By 
bending  the  wire  a  little,  he  could  w»rk 
on  the  back  side  of  the  bricks,  and  thus 
loosen  them.  His  other  instruments  were 
the  cover  of  a  .sardine  box,  which  gave 
him  a  sharp  edge,  and  his  iron  spoon, 
which  was  much  worn,  and  was  also 
twisted  and  bent.  One  of  the 
rounds  to  bis  chair,  very  strong,  had  been 
wrenched  off.  and  this  had  l>een  used  as  a 
lever  to  pry  the  bricks.  Its  strength,  as 
well  as  Pomeroy 's,  is  shown  by  the  fact 
that  one  of  the  bricks  was  broken  in  two 
pieces  in  the  middle.  The  mortar  and 
refuse  were  carefully  concealed  in  paper, 
which  was  placed  under  his  mattress. 
There  wa.s,  however,  a  considerable  quan- 
tity, say  a  pint,  on  the  floor  of  his  cell 
when  the  discovery  was  made.  That  he 
h.id  boldly  and  shrewdly  laid  jilaiis  for 
his  escape  must  be  admitte  ',  but  that  he 
could  not  possibly  have    got    free   is    cer- 


tain to  t!;osc  who  know  how  the    jail     is 
built.     The  result  of  the   final  act  would 
have  been  either  his  death  or   that   of  an 
officer.     In  <mc   or    two    matters  he  had 
miscalculated,  and  the  fatal    mistake  was 
in  not  knowing  about  the  change  of  uigbt 
watches      inside      the     jail.      lie    .Iiad 
counted  upon  meeting     l)ut    one    officer, 
knocking  him  over    and    releasing    him- 
self.    Had  he  succeeded   in    reaching  the 
rotunda  he  would  have  met  not  onl)'  one 
officer,    but    a    second,  who  would  hav6 
been  aroused  from  a  nap  in  an  open  adja- 
cent   room.     Had    he    been    able  to  have 
ilisposed    of  these,    he  would  liave  found 
that    they    had    no  means  of  getting  oui 
tbcinsclves.  and  were    virtually  prisoners 
in  the  hands   of  tlie    turnkey  as  he  was. 
The    officers    arc   veiy  reticent  about  the 
matter,  feeling,  doubtless,    that  they  can 
well  take  care  of  their  prisoner.s,  and  that 
this  merely  shows  that  the    boy    is  more 
dangerous  than  at  first  believed,  and  re- 
quij'ing   a    little    closer     watching.        In 
speakjyg   of    the    affair,  Po.neroy  coolly 
.says  he  would  have  laid  anyone  out  who 
should  iraye  tried   to  prt'%onthis  escape. 
.\fter  the  discovery,  Pomeroy  was  search- 
ed   and    placed    iu   one  of  the  strongest 
cells  in  the  lower  tier  of  the  north  wing, 
whero-  he    will    remain    for  thefiresent. 
These  cells    are    built   of    large    granite 
blockiA,  which  no  one  could    cut  through 
in  a  year.    .When  his  scheme  was  known, 
be    apjioared     defiant,    and.  soon  settled 
into  sullenness  and  inditfcrence,  and  said 
but    little.     In    aiiswer    to    a    'juestion, 
Pomeroy  said  he  bad  been  at  work  at  the 
break  since  the  Nth    inst..    and    he    ex 
pected     to    make    his    escape    last  night. 
'I'he   autobioerapby,    recently  published, 
is  considered  by  the  jail  officers  a  mass  of 
iHlaehoods.     In    liis    first  confessions  of 
killing  the  Curran  girl,  be  went   ";o  far  as 
to  describe  minutely  the  manner  the  deed 
done,  and  the  way  the  body  of  the  child 
lay   after  death,    which  no  one  else  could 
possiblj-    have    done    not  present  at  the 
time.

Said  call  was    a  regular    military 
call  from  the  superior  officers  to  the  sub- 
ordinate officers  and  privates  of  the  reg- 
iment at  Cedar  City  and  vicinity,  compos- 
ing a  part  of  the  militia  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah,     1  do  not  recollect  the   numWr 
of  the  regiment.     I  was  at  that  time  the 
Bishojt  of  the  Church  of   Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter  Day  Saints  at  Cedar  City.     Isaac 
C.  Haiiihl   was  president  over  said  church 
at  Cedar  City  ami  thesoutherii  .settlciucnt 
in  said  Territory.     My  po.sition  as  bishop 
was  subordinate  to  that  of  said  president. 
W.  II.  Dame  was  president  of  said  church 
at  Parowan,  in    said    Iron    county.     Said 
W.  II.  Dame  was  also  colonel  ol  said  reg- 
iment; said  Isaac  C.  Haig'it  was   licutcii- 
aiit-colonel  of  said  regiment,  and  John  D. 
Lee  of  Harmony,    in    said     lion  comity, 
was  major  of  said    regiment.     Said    regi- 
iiieiit    was    duly    ordered      to      muster, 
armed         and         eqhipped         as        the 
law         directs,     and         prepared         for 
field  operations.     I  had  no  command  nor 
office   in  said    regiment    at    that    time, 
neither  did  I  march   with    said    regiment 
on  the  expedition  which  resulted  in    saitl 
company's  being  massacred  at  the  Moun- 
tain Meadows,  in  said    county    of    Iron, 
.\bout    four  days  after  sai<l    company    of 
emigrants  had  left  Cedar  City,  that    por- 
tion of  said  regiment  ^then    mustered  at 
Cedar  City  look  up  its  line  of  march    in 
pursuit  of  them.     About  two   days   after 
said  company  had  left  said    Cedar    City, 
tiieutenant    Colonel     I.    C.     Haight    ex- 
jjres.sed  in  my  presence  a  desire  that  .said 
company  might  be  permitted  to  pass    on 
their  way  in  peace  ;     but  afterwards    he 
told  n»e  that  ho  had    orders    from     head- 
quaricrs  to  kill    all  of    said    company  of 
wnigrants  except  the    little    children.     I 
do  not  know  whether    said    headquarters 
meant  the    regimental    headquarters    at 
Parowan  or  the  headquarters  of  the  com 
n;ander-in-chief  ai,  Salt  Lake  City.  When 
the  said  company  liad  got  to   Iron  creek, 
about  twenty    niilcs    from     Cedar    City, 
Capt.  Joel  White  started    for    tho    Pinto 
creek    settlement,    ihrough    which    said 
c«)mpauy  would  pa.ss,  for   the  purpo.sc  of 
influencing   the  people    to    permit    said 
company  to  pas.s  on  their  way    in    peace. 
I  asked  and  obtained  peruHs.sjon    of  said 
White  to  go  with  hi.ii  and  aid  him    in  his 
endeavors  to  save  life.     When  said  White 
and  my.self  got  about  three    miles    from 
Cedar  City  we  met  Major    John    D.   Lee, 
who  asked  us  where  we  were  going.     1  re- 
plied that  we  were  going  to    try    to  pre- 
vent the  killing    of   the    eiiiigi^ants.     He 
replied,  "I  have  .something  to    say    about 
tliat."     Lee  was  at  thai  time  on  his  way 
to  Parowan.  th«  headquarters  of  Colonel 
Dame.     Said  White  aiiil  I  wtnt  to  Pinto 
creek,  remained  there  one    night,  and  th(i 
next  day  returned  to  Cedar   City,    meet- 
ing    said     company     of     emigrants     at 
Iron     creek.     Before      reaching      C|^(iar 
City         we     met     one         Ira         Allen, 
who  told  Us  that  '•the,dccrce  had    passed 
devoting  saitl    company    to  destruclron.>' 
After  the  tight    bad     been     going   on   for 
three   or   four    days  a    messenger  from 
Major  Dee  reached  Cedar  City,  who  stated 
that  the  light  had    not    b<*en   altogether 
successful ;  upon  which  Lieut.  Col.  Haight 
ordered    out    a'  reinforcement.     At    this 
time  I  was  ordered  out  by  Captain   John 
M.  IIigby,"who"  ordered    ma   to  muster. 
*'arined  and  equipped  as  the  law  directs." 
It  was  a  matter  of  life  or  death  to  me   to 
muster  or  not,  and  I  mu.stercd  with    the 
reinforcing  troops.     It  was  at    this   time 
that  Lieut.  Col.  Haight  said  to   me   that 
it  was  the  orders  from  headquarters  that 
Ailbilt  the   little   children   of  said  com- 
pany were -to  be  killed.     Said  Haight  had

Said 
Lee  Sien  sent  a  flag  of  truce  into  the 
emigrant  ^i^mp,  offering  said  emigrants 
that '.'if  they  would  lay  down  their  arms 
he  would  protect  them."  They  accord- 
ingly laivl-  down  their  arm.s,  came  out 
from  tlieir  camp,  and  delivered  tbem-

column,  *The  emigrants  were^'then  And 
there  shot  down,  exoept  seventeen  nttle 
children,  whom  I  immediately  took  into 
my  charge  I  do  not  know  the  total 
number   of   said    aompaoy,  as  I  did  not 


put  the  little  children  in  baggage-wagons 
belonging  to  the  regiment  and  took  them 
to  Hamlin's  ranche,  and  from  there  to 
Cedar  City,  and  procured  them  homes 
among  the  people.  John  Willis  and 
Samuel  Murdy  a.ssistcd  me  iu  taking 
charge  of  .said  children.  On  the  evening 
of  the  mas.sacrc  Colonel  Wm.  II.  Dame 
and  L.ieutenant-CoIonel  1.  C.  Haight 
came  to  Hamlin's,  where  I  had  the  said 
children,  and  fell  into  a  dispute,  in  the 
cour.se  of  which  .<aid  Haight  told  Colonel 
Dame  that  if  he  was  going  to  report  of 
the  killing  of  said  emigrants  "he  should 
not  have  ordered  it  done."  I  do  not 
know  when  or  where  said  troops  were 
disbanded.  About  two  weeks  after  .^aid 
massacre  occurred,  said  Major  Lee  (who 
was  also  Indian  agent)  went  to  Salt  Lake 
City  and,  as  I  believe,  reported  sa'tl 
fight  and  its  results  to  the  commander-in- 
chief.  I  was  not  present  at  either  of  the 
berore-meniion2d  councii.s  nor  at  any 
council  connected  with  the  aforesaid  mili- 
tary operationsor  with  said  c'unj)any.  1 
gave  no  orders  except  those  connected 
with  the  .saving  of  the  children,  and  those 
connected  with  the  saving  of  the  children, 
and  those  after  the  massacre  had  occur- 
red, and  said  orders  were  given  as  bisli- 
op,  and  not  in  a  military  sense.  At  the 
time  of  the  firing  of  the  first  vidley  I  dis- 
charged my  piece ;  I  did  not  fire  after- 
rtard,  though  .several  sub.scqucnt  volleys 
were  fired.  After  tlie  first  lire  was  de- 
livered I  at  once  .set  about  saving  tho 
children.  I  commenced  to  gather  up  the 
ciiildren  before  the  firing  had  ceased.  I 
have  made  the  foregoing  statement  be- 
fore the  above  entitled  court  for  the 
rea.s(m  that  I  believe  that  1  would  l»e  as- 
sassinated shoald  1  attempt  to  make  the 
.same  before  any  court  in  the  Territory  of 
Utah.  After  .said  Lee  returned  from  Salt 
Lake  City,  as  aforesaid,  .said  Leo  told  mo 
that  he  had  rejiorted  fully  to  ther  Presi- 
dent (meaning  tho  Counuandcr-in-Chicf) 
the  light  at  Mountain  Meadows  and  the 
killing  of  said  emigrants.  Brigham 
You:  g  was  at  that  time  tho  ("oinniander-. 
in  Chief  of  the  militia  of  the  Territory  of 
Utah.  And  further  dejonent  sailh  not. 
Piiii.ip  Llixgon  Smitu.

Bowen  has  ex[>re.s.sed  his  deter- 
mination* to  prosecute  those 
suits,  and  it  is  believed  the  tr«al  willbe 
Set  down  for  an  early  day  in  Septembei'. 
The  testimony  of  McDermott.  who  is  to 
leave  Brooklyn  next  week,  will  be  taken 
Oil  Friday  or  Saturday  next.

For  years  it  has  l)een  the  ha'bil  of  the 
policeman  on  duty  to  divide ''with  him 
whatever  they  may  have  it*!  tho"  way  of 
lunch.  If  by  design  or  neglect  a  fair  di- 
vision of  rations  is  omitft-d,  he  will 
promptly  manifest  his  indignation  by  fall- 
ing nearly  a  square  to  the  rear  of  the 
ort"ender,"which  distance  he  will  doggedly 
mniiitain  to  the  clo.sc  of  the  rounds. 

When  an  arrest  is  made,  he  always  gets 
in  position  so  as  to  place  the  prisoner  be- 
tween himself  and  his  partner.  But,  per- 
haps, the  most  conclusive  indication  of 
intelligence  is  shown  by  his  recognition, 
ever  after,  of  any  prisoner  whom  lie  has 
once  accompanied  to  the  lockup.  No 
matter  when  or  where  he  may  meet  sjch 
a  one,  he  seems  to  look  upon  him  as  an 
outlaw,  and,  while  never  actually  attack- 
ing, he  will,  by  indescribable  but  eloquent 
actions  endeavor  to  hold  him  in  durance. 

His  owners  were  at  first  greatly  annoy- 
ed at  Pompey 's  nightly  wanderings,  and 
made  many  efl'orts  to  keep  him  exclusive- 
ly to  his  home  dutiee;  but  they  have 
long  since  conchuled  that  the  doctrine  of 
Fytha;;oras  is  made  manifest  in  their  dog, 
and  they  have  come  to  believe  that  the 
spirit  of  some  deceased  policeman  has  in- 
fused itself  in  the  boiiy^'of  Pompey.

In  conclusion,  it  may  be  of  interest  to 
naturalists  to  know  that  Pompey  was 
born  without  a  tail.  The  theory  of  Dar- 
win on  the  "Origin  of  the  Species"  may 
thus  receive  another  confirmation. 

DID  IVUISKY  SAVE  UIM>     ' 

[Budalo  Express.] 
Wednesday  evening  a  Frenchman 
named  Albert  Abattoy  fell  over  the 
bank  of  the  river  at  Niagara  FalKs,  a  dis- 
tance of  140  feet,  anJ,  strange  to  say, 
escaped  with  but  a  few  slight  brui.ses. 
The  accident  occurred  on  the  Canada 
side  of  the  river,  about  20§  feet  north  of 
the  new  bridge.  Abattoy,  who  hails 
from  Kingston,  Canada,  was  intoxicated 
at  the  time  He  .staggered  over  the  bank, 
falling  a  clear  distance  of  80  feet,  on"  to 
tho  rock  below,  and  then  rolling  down  60 
feet  more  toward  the  edge  of  the  water. 
Thomas  Conroy,  the  hoted  guide,  accom- 
panied by  three  or  fdur  others,  as  soon  as 
they  learned  of  the  accident,  rowed  over 
from  Prospect  Park,  expecting  to  find 
the  unfortunate  man  a  mangled  ma.ss  of 
flesh  and  bones.  Judge  of  their  aston- 
ishment when,  after  a  short  search,  they 
discovered  him  wedged  in  between  some 
rocks,  swearing  as  lively  as  any  man  in 
his  position  could,  and  sufferiHg  no  per- 
ceptible injuries  excepting  a  few 
slight  bruises.  Abattoy  was  placed  in 
the  boat  and  rowed  over  to  the  landing, 
where  every  preparation  had  been  made 
for  the  appropriate  reception  of  a  cc  pse. 
The  Frenchman,  however,  was  not  at  all 
desirous  ol  availing  himself  of  the  privi- 
leges, and  on  reaching  the  shore  coolly 
informed  the  crowd  that  there   "wasn't  a 

d d  bone   broken."'     Neither  was  the 

empty  whisky  bottle  which  he  had  in  his 
pocket.  The  fall  was  a  terrible  one,  and 
it  is  nothing  short  of  miraculous  that  the 
man"  was  liot  killed  instantly.  At  the 
.«im(J  point  wbero  he  fell  over,  a  German 
musician  met  with  a  kimilar  aofiident  two 
years  aeo,  and  wa«  inbtanlly  killed.  It 
tr^  RO  ooubt  the  (ji|ii»UtJ^  of  wliWky  ha 


had  imbibed  saved  him.  Had  he  been 
sober,  there  is  scarcely  a  probability  but 
that  every  spark  of  life  would  have  been 
'crushed  out  of  him  by  the  terrib  e  shock 
kis  system  received.  Abattoy  was  swag- 
gering round  on  the  Canada  side  of  the 
falls  yesterday  as  unconcerned  as  though 
nothing  had  happened.  Persons  intend- 
ing to  visit  the  falls  should  make  a  note 
of  his  case  and  get  dead  drunk,  so  as  to 
be  fully  provided  for  in  case  they  should 
fall  over  the  bank.

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George  'WaabinKUvii  am  a  raaii--HiH 
Very  Or«ll  Letter  About  Bunker  Hill 
and  IVe^v  EuKland  People. 

'  -[Prom  Harjjer's  Weekly,] 

'•  On  tbc,  mprning.of  the  3d  of  July,  1775, 
the  troops  a'  Cambridge,  Mass.,  were 
drawn  up  in  order  upon  the  Common  to 
receive  the  newly  elected  commander-in- 
chief.  Accompanied  by  the  general  ofii- 
cers  of  the  army  who  were  present, 
Washington  rode  on  horseback  from  his 
quarters  to  the  great  elm  tree  that  now 
stands  at  the  north  end  of  the  common, 
and  under  the  shadow  of  its  broad 
branches  drew  his  sword  and  took  com- 
mand of  the  army. ' 

Washington  found  affairs  in  a  deplora- 
ble condition.  The  army  was  composed 
of  a  mixed  multitude  of  men  of  every 
sort,  from  the  honest,  highminded,  patri- 
otic citizen  to  the  knave  and  criminal. 
There  was  little  discipline.  Drunkenness, 
theft,  peculation,  falsehood  and  disobe- 
dience were  prevalent,  and  Washington's 
first  duty  was  to  introduce  a  stern  sys- 
tem of  reform.

Cambkidgk  Augt  20th  1775. 
,'ND,  Your  letter  by  Captn 
le  to  my  hands  last  night — I 
)  learn  by  it  that  all  are  well, 
given  of  the  behavior  of  the 
at  Port  Tobacco  &  Piscatawa 
i  vexed  me  -  why  did  they  Im- 
'  cause?  —what  do  they  say  for

;.'m? — they  arc  fertile  in  inven- 
vill  ofl'er  excuses  where  excuse 
de.  — I  can  not  say  but  I  am 
learn  the  reasons  why  men, 
ibscribed  and  bound  themselves 
her  it  their  country,  to  stand 
•fence  of  it,  should  lay  down 
5  the  first  moment  they  were 
caiieu  upon. 

Although  I  never  hear  of  the  mill,  un-

Calvert's  and  will  soon  after  returning,  go 
down  to  New  Kent,  she  will  be  out  of  his 
reach  for  two  or  three  months  to  come, 
in  which  time  matters  may,  and  prob- 
ably will,  take  such  a  turn  as  to  render

The  people  of  this  Government  have

and  to  be  tried  for  the  same  offences-- in 
short  they  are  by  no  means  such  Troop.s 
in  .'iny  respect,  as  you  are  led  to  believe 
of  them  from  the  accts  which  are  pub- 
li.shed,  V>ut  1  need  not  make  myself  ene- 
mies among  ihem  by  this  declaration,  al- 
though it  is  consistent  with  truth. — I  dare 
say  the  men  would  fight  very  well  (il 
properly  oflBcercd)  although  they  arc  an 
exceedingly  nasty  &  dirty  people — had 
they  been  properly  conducted  at  Bunk- 
er's Hill  (on  the  17th  of  June)  or  those 
tiiat  were  there  properly  supported,  the 
Regulars  would  have  met  with  a  shame- 
ful defeat  &  much  more  considerable  loss 
than  they  did,  which  is  now  known  to  be 
exactly  1057.  Killed  &  Wounded. — it 
was  for  their  behavior  on  that  occasion 
that  the  above  officers  were  broke,  for  I 
never  spared  one  that  was  accused  of 
cowardice  but  brot'em  to  immediate 
tryal. 

Our  Lines  of  Defence  are  now  complet- 
ed, as  near  so  at  least  as  can  be  -  we  now

Tho  Lfability  of  an  Affent. 

The  result  of  the  recent  trial  at  Joliet, 
111.,  of  W.  R.  Scott,  who  was  indicted  for 
embezzlement  of  the  property  of  the 
Victor  Sewing  Machine  Company,  for 
which  he  was  agent,  furnishes  a  parallel 
for  a  case  which  occurred  lately  in  Saint 
Paul.  In  the  Scott  case,  an  argument 
arising  as  to  the  admissibility  of  testimo- 
ny, the  defen.sc  took  the  position  that 
there  could  be  no  embezzlement  by  sell- 
ing property  which  the  defendant  by  his 
contract  with  the  company  was  entitled 
to  sell,  and  that  inasmuch  as  the  defend- 
ant had  an  absolute  property  in  a  portion 
of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale,  there  could 
be  no  embezzlement  on  his  part  of  the 
moneys  arising  from  such  sale.  The 
court  sustaining  these  points,  the  jury, 
without  leaving  the  box,  rendered  a  ver- 
dict of  not  guilty;  whereupon  the  defend- 
ant immediately  brought  two  suits 
against  the  company  lor  false  imprison- 
ment and  malicious  prosecution,  claiming 
damages  inS20,000. 

The  Legislature  of  Michigan  has  ap- 
propriated S1,000,  and  the  Governor  has 
appointed  a  committee  to  get  up  a  collec- 
tion of  Michigan  fruit  for  the  exhibition 
at  the  Chicago  Exposition  in  September 
and  October  next.  It  is  now  understood 
that  a  large  majority  of  the  States  will  be 
represented  through  their  various  organ- 
izations and  private  fruitgrowers.
